^  and  by  reason  of  the  Provisions  therein  contained  the  said  Acts 

*  would  come  into  force  on  the  First  Day  of  March  now  next 
^  ensuing ;  but  it  is  expedient  that  the  full  Operation  of  the  same 

*  should  be  further  delayed :'  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the 
King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  widi  the  Advice  and 
Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in 
this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the 

same,  That,  subject  to  the  Proviso  herein-after  contained,  the  HoiAcited 
said  Two  Acts  respectively  shall  be  construed  as  if  the  Words  ^^^^^^  ***. 
"  last  Day  of  June'*  had  been  inserted  in  the  said  Acts  instead  certaiii  Dates, 
of  the  Words  "  First  Day  of  March",  in  every  Place  where  the 
last-mentioned  Words  are  found  in  the  said  Acts  respectively :

IL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  notwithstanding  any  thing  in  the  First  Qwarurly 
said  Acts  contained,  or  either  of  them,  the  first  certified  Copies  ^7*"Tr«- 
of  all  the  Entries  of  Births  and  Deaths,  or  first  Certificate  that  gi$ters,  &c.  to 
there  has  been  no  Birth  or  Death  registered  in  the  Register  be  in  October. 
Book  to  be  kept  by  any  Registrar  of  Births  and  Deaths,  and 
the  first  certified  Copy  of  all  the  Entries  pf  Marriages,  or  first 
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Certificate  that  there  has  be^i  no  Marriage  entered  in  the  Re- 
ffister  Book  kept  by  any  Rector,  Vicar,  Curate,  Registrar  of 
Marriages,  Roistering  Officer  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  or 
Secretary  of  a  Synagogue,  sliall  be  made  and  given  to  the  Super- 
intendent Registrar  in  the  Month  of  October  now  next  ensuing, 
and  shall  contain  and  certify  all  the  Entries  made  up  to  the 
Time  at  which  the  same  shall  be  so  certified  to  be  a  true  Copy, 
or  that  there  have  been  no  Entries  up  to  that  Time,  as  the 
Case  may  be. 

III.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  Act  may  be  altered, 
amended,  or  repealed  by  any  Act  passed  in  this  Session  of  Par- 
liament.

An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  passed  in  the  Seventh  Year 
of  His  present  Majesty,  fbr  consolidating  and 
amending  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Presentment 
of  Public  Money  by  Grand  Juries  in  Ireland. 

[24th  February  1837.] 

Tl^HEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  last  Session  of  Parlia- 
^  '  ment,  intituled  An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  Laws 
relatiTiff  to  the  Presentment  of  Public  Money  by  Grand  Juries  in 
Ireland,  it  is  amongst  other  things  enacted,  that  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  Grand  Jury  of  any  County,  County  of  a 
City,  or  County  of  a  Town  (except  the  County  and  City  of 
Dublin)^  at  any  Assizes,  to  make  any  Presentment  (save  and 
except  in  the  Cases  in  the  said  Act  specially  reserved  and 
excepted)  for  the  Execution  of  any  Public  Work  whatsoever, 
or  for  raising  any  Money,  unless  under  the  Authority  and 
by  virtue  of  the  Provisions  of  the  said  Act :  And  whereas 
since  the  passing  of  the  said  Act  Doubts  have  been  entertained 
whether  certain  Presentments  can  be  legally  made  by  the  several 
Grand  Juries  in  Ireland  at  the  next  Spring  Assizes,  the  Pre- 
sentment Sessions  at  which  Application  should  have  been 
made  for  such  Presentments  not  having  been  appoint^  or  held 
under  the  said  recited  Act :  And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that 
such  Doubts  should  be  removed,  and  that  the  said  Act  should 
in  other  respects  be  amended :'  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the 
King's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and 
Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,

far  as  Provision  is  by  the  said  Act  made  requiring  the  Grand 
Juries  of  such  Counties  to  transact  their  fiscal  Business  in  open 
Court,  and  for  the  more  speedy  and  effectual  Repair  by  the 
Conunissioners  for  the  Extension  and  Promotion  of  Public 
Works  in  Ireland^  upon  the  Application  of  His  Majestjr's  Post- 
master General,  of  Roads  upon  which  His  Majesty *8  Mails 
are  carried,  which  Provisions  shall  remain  in  full  Force  and 
Effect 

III.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  a  Notice  in  Writing  of  every  Petting  and 
Application  for  any  Work  intended  to  be  made  at  any  Present-  ^▼«nn«  ^ 
ment  Sessions  holden  under  the  Provisions  of  the  said  recited 

Act  shall  be  affixed,  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Person  or  Persons 
intending  to  make  such  Application,  on  or  immediately  adjacent 
to  the  Doors  of  every  Police  Station  or  Barrack  within  such 
Parish  or  Parishes  wherein  the  Work  to  which  such  Applications

such  Application  shall  be  delivered  to  the  County  Surveyor  Ten 
Days  before  the  Day  appointed  for  holding  the  first  Presentment 
Se^ons  in  each  County  after  every  Assizes :  Provided  always,  Ptotim^ 
that  the  Delivery  of  any  such  Notice  to  the  Baronial  Constable 
Fifteen  Days  before  the  Day  appointed  for  holding  such  Sessions 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  due  Notice  to  the  said  County  Surveyor ; 
and  any  Baronial  Constable  to  whom  any  such  Notice  may  be 
delivered  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  said  County  Surveyor 
within  Five  Days  after  he  shall  have  received,  the  same;  and 
it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  deliver  any  such  Notice  other  than 
the  Application  itself  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Jury.

And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  Applications  for  Works  the 
Expence  whereof  is  by  the  said  Act  directed  to  be  levied,  one

situate,  shall  be  made  at  the  Presentment  Sessions  to  be  holden 
for  the  Barony  in  which  such  Work  or  the  greater  Portion  thereof 
is  locally  situated.

Child  or  Children,  or  (except  in  die  Case  of  an  Apprentice) 
on  account  of  any  Breach  of  Contract,  Engagement  to  serve 
or  work  for  any  Employer ;  and  no  Person  enlisted  as  a  Soldier, 
or  serving  as  a  Non-commissioned  Officer  or  Drummer  on  the 
permanent  Staff  of  the  disembodied  Militia,  shall  be  liable  to 
be  taken  out  of  His  Majesty's  Service  by  any  Process  or  Exe- 
cution whatsoever,  other  than  for  some  Criminal  Matter,  unless 
an  Affidavit  shall  be  made  by  the  Plaintiff,  or  some  one  on 

his 
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hk  Behalf  for  which  no  Fee  shall  be  taken,  before  some  Judge 
of  the  Court  out  of  which  such  PhMsess  or  Execution  shall  issue, 
or  before  some  Person  audiorized  to  take  Affidavits  in  such 
Courts^  of  which  Affidavit  a  Manorandum  dmll,  without  Fee, 
be  indorsed  upon  the  Back  of  such  Process,  that  the  original 
I>ebt  for  which  the  Action  has  been  brought  or  Execution  sued 
o«e  amounts  to  the  Value  of  Thiny  Pounds  at  leasts  over  and 
above  all  Costs  of  Suit  in  the  Action  or  Actions  on  which  the 
same  shall  be  grounded;  and  any  Juc^  of  such  Court  may 
examine  into  any  Complaints  made  l^  a  Soldier,  or  by  his  Supe* 
rior  Officer,  and  l^  Warrant  under  his  Hand  discharge  such 
Soldier  without  Fee,  he  being  diown  to  be  duly  enlisted,  and  to 
have  been  arrested  contrary  to  the  Intent  of  this  Act^  and  shall 
award  reasonable  Costs  to  sudi  Complainant,  who  shall  have  for 
the  Recovery  thereof  the  like  Remedy  as  would  have  been  appli-^ 
cable  to  the  Recovery  of  any  Costs  which  might  have  been 
awarded  against  the  Complainant  in  any  Judgment  or  Execution 
as  aforesaid ;  provided  that  any  Plaintiff,  upon  Notice  of  the

Dominions  Abroad;  provided  that  no  Person  within  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Oreat  Britain  and  Ireland^  or  the  British  Isles,  shall 
by  such  Articles  of  War  be  subject  to  be  transported  as  a  Felon, 
or  to  suffer  any  Punishment  extending  to  Life  or  Limb,  except 
for  Crimes  which  are  by  this  Act  expressly  made  liable  to 
such  Transportation  or  to  such  Punishment  as  aforesaid,  or  to 
be  punished  in  any  Manner  or  under  any  Regulations  which 
shall  not  accord  with  the  Provisions  of  this  Act 

V.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  His  Majes^  may  from  Time  Comtitittiao  of 
to  Time  grant  a  Commission,  under  the  Royal  Sign  Manual,  CoortwdwrtML 
for  the  holding  of  General  Courts-martial  within  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Oreat  Britain  and  Ireland^  in  like  Manner  as  has 

been  heretofore  used;  and  that  for  bringing  Offenders  against

Isles,  as  in  any  of  Tlis  Majesty's  Garrisons  and  Dotninimis  or 
elsewhere  beyond  the  Seas,  for  convening,  as  well  as  for  autho- 
rizing any  Officer  under  their  respective  Conunand  not  below 
the  Degree  of  a  Field  Officer  to  convene,  Courts^martial,  as 
Occasion  may  require,  for  the  Trial  of  Offences  committed  by

In  malingering,  feigning  Disease^  absenting  himself  firom 
Hospital  whilst  under  Medical  Care^  or  other  gross  Viola- 
tion of  the  Rules  of  any  Hospital,  thereby  wilfully  pro- 
ducing or  aggravating  Disease  or  Infirmity,  or  wilfully  de- 
laying his  Cure : 

In  purloining  or  selling  Government  Stores : 

In  stealing  any  Money  or  Goods,  the  Property  of  a  Com- 
rade^ of  a  Military  Officer,  or  of  any  Military  or  Regimental 
Mess: 

In  producing  false  or  fraudulent  Accounts  or  Returns : 

In  embezzling  or  fraudulently  misapplying  Public  Money 
entrusted  to  him : 

Or  in  committing  any  petty  Offence  of  a  felonious  or  firau- 
dulent  Nature^  to  the  Injury  of  or  with  Intent  to  injure  any 
Person,  Civil  or  Military : 

Or  for  any  other  disgraceful  Conduct,  being  of  a  cruel,  inde- 
cent, or  unnatural  Kind : 

And  such  0£Pender  may  be  further  put  under  Stoppages,  not 
exceeding  Two  Thirds  of  his  daily  Pav,  until  the  Amount  be 
made  good  of  any  Loss  or  Damage  arising  out  of  his  Miscon- 
duct; and  if  any  Soldier  shall  be  convicted  of  any  such  dis- 
miceful  Conduct,  and  shall  be  sentenced  to  Forfeiture  of  his 
Ulaim  to  Pension,  the  Couit  may  further  recommend  him  to  be

tion,  so  as  to  be  visible  and  conspicuous,  and  not  liable  to  be 
obliterated. 

XII.  And  be  it  enacted,  Tliat  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Officer  Powen  of  a 
commanding  any  District,  Detachment  or  Portion  of  His  Ma-  i>etachment 
jesty's  Troops  which  may  at  any  Time  be  serving  out  of  His  ^**^ 
Majesty's  Dominions,  upon  Complaint  made  to  him   of  any 
Offence  cwmiitted  against  the  Property  or  Person  of  any  In- 
habitant of  or  Resident  of  any  such  Countries,  by  any  Person 
serving  with  or  belonging  to  His  Majesty's  Armies,  being  under 
the  immediate  Command  of  any  such  Officer,  to  summon  and 
cause  to  assemble  a  Court-martial,  which  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  Three  Officers,  for  the  Purpose  of  trying  any  such  Person, 
notwithstanding  any  such  Officer  shall  not  have  received  any 
Warrant  empowering  him  to  assemble  Courts-mardal ;  and  every 
such  Court>martial  »iall  have  the  same  Powers  in  regard  to  sum- 
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^>;sM^  d^  tbe  f«fmive  Members,  the  President  of  die  Court  is 
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hereby  antliorized  and  required  to  administer  to  the  Jud^e  Ad- 
vocate, or  the  Person  officiatinff  as  such,  the  Oath  in  the  Schedule 
to  this  Act  annexed ;  and  no  Proceeding  or  Trial  shall  be  had 
upon  any  Offence  but  between  the  Hours  of  Eight  of  the  Clock 
in  the  Morning  and  Four  in  the  Afternoon,  except  in  Cases 
which  require  an  immediate  Example,  and  except  in  the  East 
Indies^  where  such  Proceedings  or  Trial  may  be  had  between  the 
Hours  of  Six  in  the  Morning  and  Four  in  the  Afternoon :  Pro- 
vided also,  that  all  Witnesses  duly  summoned  by  the  Judge 
Advocate,  or  the  Person  officiating  as  such,  or  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  a  District  or  Grarrison  Court-martial,  shall,  during  tl^eir 
necessary  Attendance  in  such  Courts,  and  in  going  to  and  re- 
turning from  the  same,  be  privileged  from  Arrest,  and  shall,  if 
unduly  arrested,  be  discharged  by  the  Court  out  of  which  the 
Writ  or  Process  issued  by  which  such  Witness  was  arrested,  or  if 
such  Court  be  not  sitting,  then  by  any  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
King's  Bench  in  London  or  in  Dublin^  or  the  Court  of  Session  in 
Seo&md,  or  Courts  of  Law  in  the  Eatt  or  West  Indies  or  else- 
where, according  as  the  Case  shall  require,  upon  its  being  made 
to  appear  to  such  Court  or  Judge,  by  any  Affidavit  in  a  sum- 
mary Way,  that  such  Witness  was  arrested  in  going  to  or  return^ 
ing  from  or  attending  upon  such  Court-martial ;  and  that  all 
Witnesses  so  duly  summoned  as  aforesaid  who  shall  not  attend 
on  such  Courts,  or  attending  shall  refuse  to  be  sworn,  or,  being 
sworn,  shall  refuse  to  give  Evidence  or  to  answer  all  such  Ques- 
tions as  the  Court  may  legally  demand  of  them,  shall  be  liable 
to  be  attached  in  the  Court  of  King^s  Bench  in  London  or 
DMinj  or  the  Court  of  Session,  or  Sheriff  Depute  or  Stewarts 
Depute,  or  their  respective  Substitutes,  within  their  several 
Shires  and  Stewartries  in  Scotkmdj  or  Courts  of  Iiaw  in  the 
East  or  West  Indies,  or  in  any  of  His  Majesty's  Colonies, 
Garrisons,  or  Dominions  in  Europe  or  elsewhere  respectively,  -^PP**- 
upon  Complaint  made,  in  like  Manner  As  if  such  Witness  had 
neglected  to  attend  in  a  Trial  in  any  Proceeding  in  that  Court. 

AVL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  no  Officer  or  Soldier,  being 
acquitted  or  convicted  of  any  Offence,  shall  be  liable  to  be  tried 
a  Second  Time  by  the  same  or  any  other  Court-martial  for  the 
same  Offence,  unless  in  the  Case  of  an  Appeal  from  a  Regi- 
mental to  a  General  Court-martial ;  and  that  no  Finding,  Opinion, 
or  Sentence  given  by  any  Court-martial,  and  signed  bjt  the  Pre- 
sident thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  be  revised  more  than  once ;

Loss  and  Damage  sustained,  which  shall  have  been  ascertained 
by  such  Court-martial ;  and  the  Loss  and  Damage  so  ascertained 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  a  Debt  to  His  Majesty,  and  may  be  recovered 
in  any  of  His  Majesty's  Courts  at  Westmin^er  or  in  Dublin^  or  the 
Court  of  Exchequer  in  Scotland^  or  in  any  Court  in  His  Majesty's 
Colonies  where  a  Person  sentenced  by  such  Court-martial  shall  be 
resident,  after  the  said  Judgmentshall  be  confirmed  and  made 
known. 

IX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  a  District  or  Garrison  Court-  Powen  of  l^ 
martial  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  Seven  Commissioned  Officers,  trict  or  Oarriaoa 
except  in  Bermuda^  the  Bahamas^  4fi^^  *"^  ^^®  Australian  Coum-martial 
Colonies,  where  it  may  consist  of  not  less  than  Five  Commissioned 
Officers,  and  may  sentence  any  Soldier  to  any  Imprisonment, 
with  or  without  hard  Labour,  in  any  public  Prison  or  other 
Place  which  such  Court,  or  the  Officer  commanding  the  Rai- 
ment or  Corps  to  which  the  Offender  belongs  or  is  attached, 
shall  appoint,  and  may  also  direct  that  such  Offender  shall  be 
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kept  in  galitary  Confinement  for  the  Whole  or  any  Portion  or 
Portions  of  such  Imprisonment,  or  of  such  Imprisonment  with 
hard  Labour,  or  may  sentence  any  Soldier  to  Corporal  Punish- 
ment, not  extending  to  Life  or  Limb,  for  Inunorality,  Misbe- 
haviour, or  Neglect  of  Duty ;  and  such  Court  may,  in  addition 
to  either  of  the  said  Punishments,  sentence  a  Soldier  to  Forfei- 
ture of  all  Advantage  as  to  additional  Pay^  and  to  Pension  on 
Discharge^  for  disgraceful  Conduct, 

In  wilfully  maiming  or  injuring  himself  or  any  other  Sol- 
dier, at  the  Instance  of  such  Soldier,  with  Intent  to  render 
himself  or  such  Soldier  unfit  for  Service: 

In  tampering  with  his  Eyes : 

In  malingering,  feigning  Disease^  absenting  himself  from 
Hospital  whilst  under  Medical  Care^  or  otner  gross  Vlolar 
tion  of  the  Rules  of  any  Hospital,  thereby  wilfully  pro- 
ducing or  aggravating  Disease  or  Infirmity,  or  wilfully  de- 
la3ang  his  Cure : 

In  purloining  or  selling  Government  Stores : 

In  stealing  any  Money  or  Goods,  the  Property  of  a  Comr 
rade^  of  a  Military  Officer,  or  of  any  Military  or  Regimental 
Mess: 

In  producing  false  or  fraudulent  Accounts  or  Returns : 

In  embezzling  or  fraudulently  misapplying  Public  Money 
entrusted  to  him : 

Or  in  committing  any  petty  Offence  of  a  felonious  or  finu- 
dulent  Nature,  to  the  Injury  of  or  with  Intent  to  injure  any 
Person,  Civil  or  Military : 

Or  for  any  other  disgraceful  Conduct,  being  of  a  cruel,  inde- 
cent, or  unnatural  Kind : 

And  such  Ofiender  may  be  further  put  under  Stoppages,  not 
exceeding  Two  Thirds  of  his  daily  Pay,  until  the  .^mK>unt  be 
made  good  of  any  Loss  or  Damage  arising  out  of  his  Miscon- 
duct ;  and  if  any  Soldier  shall  be  convicted  of  any  such  dis- 
graceful Conduct,  and  shall  be  sentenced  to  Forfeiture  of  his 
Claim  to  Pension,  the  Court  may  further  recommend  him  to  be 
discharged  with  Ignominy  from  His  Majesty's  Service ;  and  any 
such  Court  shall  deprive  a  Soldier,  if  convicted  of  a  Qiarge  of 
habitual  Drunkenness,  of  his  Liquor  when  issued  in  Kind,  or  of 
his  Allowance  in  lieu  of  Beer  or  Liquor,  or  of  such  Proportion 
thereof  or  of  such  Portion  of  his  additional  or  regular  Pay,  for 
such  Period,  not  exceeding  Two  Years,  as  may  acoMxl  witn  His 
Majest/s  Articles  of  War,  subject  to  Restoration  on  subsequent 
good  Conduct ;  and  in  addition  to  any  such  Punishment,  the 
Court  may,  if  it  shall  think  fit,  sentence  such  Ofiender  to  Im- 
prisonment or  to  Corporal  Punishment;  provided  that  in  all 
tlie  foregoing  Cases  the  Sentences  of  a  District  or  Garrison 
Court-martial  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  General  Officer,  Go- 
vernor, or  Senior  Officer  in  command  of  the  District,  Garriscm, 
Island,  or  Colony;  and  the  President  of  every  Court-martial, 
other  than  a  General  Court-martial,  not  being  under  the  Rank 
of  Captain,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Officer  convening  such

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Court-martial;  provided  that  such  Court-mairtial  shall  not  have 
Power  to  pasB  any  Sentence  of  Death  or  Transportation. 

X«  And  be  it  enacted^  That  in  Cases  of  Mutiny  and  gross  Regimental 
Insubordinationf  or  any  Offences  committed  on  the  Line  of  Courts-maitiaL 
March,  the  Offence  may  be  tried  by  a  Ilefl[imental  Court-martial, 
and  the  Sentence  confirmed  and  carriea  into  execution  on  the 
Spot  by  the  OfiScer  in  the  immediate  Command  of  the  Troops, 
provided  that  the  Sentence  shall  not  exceed  that  which  a  Regi- 
mental Court-martial  is  competent  to  award ;  and  a  Regimental 
Court-martial  may  sentence  any  Soldier  to  Imprisonment^  with 
or  without  hard  Labour,  for  any  Period  not  exceeding  Thirty

Majesty's  Dominions,  upon  Complaint  made  to  him  of  any

habitant  of  or  Resident  of  any  such  Countries,  by  any  Person 
serving  with  or  belonging  to  His  Majesty's  Armies,  being  under 
the  inunediate  Command  of  any  such  Officer,  to  summon  and 
cause  to  assemble  a  Court-martial,  which  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  Three  Officers,  for  the  Purpose  of  trying  any  such  Person, 
notwithstanding  any  such  Officer  shall  not  nave  received  any 
Warrant  empowering  him  to  assemble  Courts-martial ;  and  every 
such  Court>martial  shall  have  the  same  Powers  in  regard  to  sum- 
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xnoning  and  examining  Witnesses,  Trial  of  and  Sentence  upon 
Offenders,  as  are  granted  by  this  Act  to  General  Court&- 
martial;  provided  that  no  Sentence  of  any  such  Court-martial 
shall  be  executed  until  the  General  commanding  in  chief  the 
Army  to  which  the  Division,  Brigade,  Detachment,  or  Party  to 
which  any  Person  so  tried,. convicted,  and  adjuci^ed  to  suffer 
Punishment  shall  belong,  shall  have  approved  and  confirmed

Officers  upon  XIIL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  certain  Cases,  where  it 

Courts-martiaL    may  be  necessary  or  expedient.  Officers  of  His  Majesty's  Marine 

Forces  may  sit  upon  Courts-martial  in  conjunction  with  Officers 
of  His  Majesty's  Land  Forces,  and  such  Courts-martial  shall

at  home  or  abroad,  under  die  Command  of  any  Officer  having 
Commission  from  His  Majesty,  and  all  Store*keepers  and  other 
Civil  Officers  who  are  or  shall  be  employed  by  or  act  under  the 
Ordnance  at  any  of  His  Majesty's  Ordnance  Establishments  at 
Foreign  Stations;  provided  that  nothing  in  this  Act  contained 
shall  extend  to  affect  any  Seeurily  which  has  been  given  by  such  ' 
Store-keeper,  Barrack  Master,  or  other  Officer,  or  £eir  Sureties, 
for  the  due  Performance  of  theh:  respective  Offices,  under  the

shall  record  or  cause  to  be  recorded  in  Writing  his  Answers 
thereunto ;  and  the  said  Justice  is  hereby  required  forthwith  to 
cause  the  Answers  so  recorded  in  Writing,  and*  the  First  and 
Second  Articles  of  the  Second  Section  of  the  Articles  of  War 
against  Mutiny  and  Desertion,  to  be  read  over  in  his  own 
ftesence  to  such  Recruit,  and  to  administer  to  such  Recruit  the 
Oath  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed  for  limited  or  unlimited 
Service,  or  for  Service  in  the  Forces  of  the  East  India  Company, 
as  may  be  applicable  to  the  Case  of  the  Recruit,  and  no  other 
Oaths,  any  thing  in  any  Acts  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding ; 
and  the  said  Justice  is  hereby  required  to  give,  under  his  Hand, 
the  Certificate  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed ;  and  if  any 
Such  Recruit  so  to  be  certified  shall  refuse  to  take  the  Oath  in 
the  Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed  before  the  said  Justice,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Officer  or  Non-commissioned  Officer  witii  whom 
he  enlisted  to  detain  and  confine  such  Person  until  he  sliall  take 
die  said  Oath  of  Fidelity. 

XXXV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Recruit  appearing  as  Dinent  and 
aforesaid  before  such  Justice  shall  be  at  liberty  to  declare  his  5*'»ef  from 
Dissent  to  such  Enlisting,  and  upon  such  Declaration,  and  re- 
turning the  Enlisting  Money,  and  also  paying  the  Sum  of  Twenty 
Shillings  for  the  Charges  expended  upon  him,  together  with  the 
full  Amount  of  Subsistence  and  Beer  Money  which  shall  have 
been  paid  to  such  Recruit  subsequent  to  the  Period  of  his 
having  been  enlisted,  shall  be  forthwith  discharged  and  set  at 
liberty  in  the  Presence  of  such  Justice ;  but  if  such  Pei-son  shall 
refuse  or  neglect,  within  the  Space  of  Twenty-four  Hours  after 
so  declaring  his  Dissent,  to  return  and  pay  such  Money  as  afore- 
said, he  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  enlisted  as  if  he  had

cruit, if  it  shall  appear  to  such  Justice,  upon  Proof  to  his  Satis- 
faction, that  the  Recruiting  Party  has  len  the  Place  where  such 
Recruit  was  enlisted,  or  that  the  Recruit  could  not  procure  any 
[No.  3.  Price  2d.']  C  Person 
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Person  belonging  to  such  Ptaty  to  go  with  him  before  the 
Justice;  and  Uie  Sum  paid  by  such  Recruit  upon  his  Discharge 
sh^l  be  kept  by  the  Justice,  and  paid  to  any  Person  belonging 
to  the  Recruiting  Parly  entitled  thereto  demanding  the  same; 
provided  that  no  Recruit  who  has  been  actually,  though  erro- 
neously, discharged  by  the  Justice  before  the  Expiration  of 
Twenty-four  Hours  after  the  Time  of  his  Enlistment,  shall  be 
liable  on  that  Account  to  be  proceeded  against  as  having  deserted 
from  His  Majesty's  Service ;  and  the  Justice  who  shall  discharge 
any  Recruit  shall  in  every  Case  give  a  Certificate  thereof  signed 
with  his  Hand,  to  the  Recruit,  specifying  the  Cause  thereo£ 
OifincM  eon-  XXXVL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  Recruit  shall  receive 

!^*^^JJ^  the  Enlisting  Money  from  any  Person  employed  in  the  Recruit- 
ing Service  (knowing  it  to  be  such),  and  shall  abscond  or  refuse 
to  go  before  such  Justice,  or  shall  thereafter  absent  himself  from 
the  Recruiting  Party  or  Person  with  whom  he  enlisted,  and  shall 
not  voluntarily  return  to  go  before  some  Justice  within  such 
Period  of  Four  Days  aforesaid,  such  Recruit  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  enlisted  and  a  Soldier  in  His  Majesty's  Service,  as  fully  to  all 
Intents  and  Purposes  as  if  he  had  been  duly  attested,  and  may 
be  apprehended  and  punished  as  a  Deserter,  or  for  being  absent 
without  Leave,  under  any  Articles  of  War  made  for  Punishment 
of  Mutiny  and  Desertion;  and  such  Recruit  shall  not  be[ dis- 
charged by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  after  tlie  Expiration  of  such 
Four  Days  as  aJforesaid,  unless  it  shall  be  proved  to  the  Satisfac- 
tion of  such  Justice  that  the  true  Name  and  Residence  of  the 
Recruit  was  disclosed  and  known  to  the  Recruiting  Party,  and 
that  no  Notice  was  given  to  the  Recruit,  or  left  at  his  usual  Place 
of  Abode,  of  his  having  so  enlisted ;  provided  that  in  every  Case 
wherein  any  Recruit  snail  have  received  Enlisting  Money,  and 
shall  have  absconded  from  the  Party,  so  that  it  shall  not  be  pos- 
sible imipediately  to  apprehend  and  bring  him  before  a  Justice, 
the  Officer  or  Non-commissioned  Officer  commanding  the  Party 
shall  produce  to  the  Justice  before  whom  the  Recruit  ought 
regularly  to  have  been  brought  for  Attestation  a  Certificate  of 
the  Name  and  Place  of  Residence  of  such  Recruit ;  and  the  Jus- 
tice to  whom  such  Certificate  shall  be  produced  shall,  after  satis- 
fying himself  that  the  Recruit  who  had  absconded  cannot  be 
found  and  apprehended,  transmit  a  Duplicate  thereof  to  His 
Majesty's  Secretary  at  War,  in  order  that,  in  the  event  of  such 
Recruit  being  afterwards  apprehended  and  reported  as  a  De- 
serter, the  Facts  of  his  having  received  Enlisting  Money,  and 
having  absconded  after  having  been  enlisted,  may  be  ascertained, 
before  he  be  finally  adjudged  to  be  a  Deserter ;  and  any  Recruit 
who  shall  enlist  into  His  Majesty's  Forces,  and  who  shall  be  dis- 
covered to  be  incapable  of  active  Service  by  reason  of  any  In- 
firmity concealed  or  not  declared  by  such  Recruit  before  the 
Justice  at  the  Time  of  his  Attestation,  may  be  transferred  inta 
any  Garrison  or  Veteran  or  Invalid  Battalion  or  Company, 
or  into  His  Majesty's  Marine  Forces,  notwithstanding  he  shall 
have  enlisted  for  any  particular  Regiment,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  such  Proportion  or  Residue  of  Bounty  only  as  His 
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Majesty  may  allow  in  that  Behalf,  instead  of  the  Bounty  upon 
whKsh  such  Man  shall  have  been  enlisted,  any  thing  in  any  Act 
or  Acts,  or  any  Rules  and  Regulations  relating  to  Soldiers,  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding ;  and  it  shall  be  la\dul  for  any 
Two  Justices  before  whom  such  Recruit  shall  be  brought,  and 
who  shall  be  proved,  upon  Oadi  before  them,  to  have  concealed 
his  having  been  a  Soldier  and  discharged,  or  to  have  concealed 
his  having  been  discharged  upon  any  prior  Enlistment,  or  to 
have  wilfully  concealed  any  such  Infirmity  upon  being  attested, 
or  to  have  desi^edly  made  any  false  Representation  as  aforesaid, 
to  adjudge  such  Person  to  be  a  Rogue  and  Vagabond,  and  to 
sentence  him  to  such  Punishment  as  by  any  Law  now  in  force 
may  be  inflicted  upon  Rogues  and  Vagabonds  and  Vagrants 
and  incorrigible  Rogues;  and  any  Recruit  who  shall  designedly 
make  any  ialse  Representation  of  any  Particular  contained  in 
the  Oaths  and  Certificates  in  the  Sdiedule  to  this  Act  annexed, 
before  the  Justice^  at  the  Time  of  his  Attestation,  and  shall  obtain 
any  EnUsting  Money  or  Bounty  for  entering  into  His  Majesty's 
Service,  or  any  other  Money,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  obtaining 
Monev  unde^  false  Pretences  within  the  true  Intent  and  Mean- 
ing, if  in  England^  of  an  Act,  intituled  An  Act  for  oomoHdating  7&8G.4.e.29. 
and  amending  the  Laws  in  England  relative  to  Larceny  and  other' 
Cffenees  amneded  theretoitii ;  and  if  in  Ireland,  of  an  Act  passed 
in  the  Ninth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty,  intituled 
An  Act  fir  consolidating  and  amaiding  the  Laws  in  Ireland  relative  9  o.  4,  c.  55. 
to  Larceny  and  other  Offences  connected  theretdih  ;  and  the  Pro- 
duction of  such  Certificate,  and  Proof  of  the  Handwriting  of 
die  Justice  giving  such  Certificate,  shall  be  sufficient  Evidence 
of  such  Party  having  represented  the  several  Particulars  contained 
in  the  Oath  sworn  b\^  him,  and  specified  in  the  Certificate  of 
the  Justice  at  the  Time  of  his  being  attested ;  and  that  Proof 
by  the  Oath  of  One  or  more  credible  Witnesses,  that  the  Person 
so  prosecuted  hath  voluntarily  acknowledged  that  at  the  Time 
of  his  Enlistment  he  belonged  to  the  Muitia,  or  to  any  Rai- 
ment in  His  Majestjr's  Service,  or  to  His  Majesty's  Navy  or 
Marines,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  Evidence  of  the  Fact  so 
by  him  acknowledged,  without  Production  of  any  Roll  or  other 
Document  to  prove  the  same ;  and  any  Man  having  been  en- 
rolled to  serve  in  the  Militia  at  the  Time  of  ofiering  to  enlist 
who  shall  deny  that  he  is  a  Militia  Man  then  actually  enrolled 
and  encaged  to  serve^  or  shall  deny  to  the  Justice  before  whom 
he  shall  l>e  attested  that  he  belongs  to  the  Militia,  shall,  on  Con- 
viction thereof  before  any  One  Justice  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
rither  upon  Oath  of  One  Witness  or  upon  his  own  Confession, 
or  upon  the  Production  of  the  Attestation,  and  the  before-men- 
tioned Acknowledgment  of  such  Person,  certified  by  the  Secretary 
at  War  or  Deputy  Secretary  at  War,  be  committed  to  the  Com- 
mon Gaol  or  House  of  Correction,  there  to  remain  without  Bail 
or  Mainprize  for  and  during  any  Time  not  exceeding  Six  Calen- 
dar Months,  over  and  above  any  Penalty  or  Punishment  to  which 
such  Person  so  oflfending  may  be  otherwise  liable,  and  shall  from- 
the  Day  on  which  his  Engagement  to  serve  in  the  Militia  shall 
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end,  and  not  sooner,  belong  as  a  Soldier  to  tlie  Corps  of  His 
Majesty's  Regular  Forces,  or  of  the  East  India  Company^s  Forces, 
into  which  he  shall  have  so  enlisted ;  provided  that  every  such 
Person  shall  be  liable  to  serve,  within  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  in  any  Regiment,  Battalion,  or  Corps 
of  His  Majesty's  Regular  Forces,  or  of  the  East  India  Company's 
Forces,  in  which  he  has  so  enlisted,  during  all  the  Time  die 
Militia  to  which  he  shall  belong  shall  remain  disembodied,  or 
shall  not  be  called  out  for  Training  or  Exercise,  and  shall  during 
all  such  Time  be  subject  to  all  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  ana 
liable  to  be  apprehended  and  dealt  with  and  punished  as  a 
Deserter  from  the.Corps  in  which  he  shall  have  so  enlbted,  if 
be  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  join  and  serve  in  such  Corps  as 
aforesaid. 

XXXVH.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Military  Officer, 
who  shall  act  contrary  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act  in  any 
respect  regarding  the  enlisting  and  attesting  of  Recruits  for  His 
Majesty's  Service,  shall,  upon  Proof  thereof  upon  Oath  by  Two 
Witnesses  before  a  General  Court-martial,  which  is  hereby 
authorized  to  administer  such  Oath,  be  cashiered  and  disabled 
to  hold  any  Civil  or  Military  Office  or  Employment  in  His 
Majesty's  Service. 

XXX  Vni.  ^  And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  Provision 
*  should  be  made  for  the  enlisting  and  attesting  of  Soldiers  de- 
^  sirous  of  re-enlisting,  and  others  desirous  of  enlisting,  abroad ;' 
be  it  therefore  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Person 
duly  appointed  by  His  Majesty  by  any  Warrant  signed  by  the 
Secretary  at  War  in  that  Behalf,  and  not  being  a  General 
Officer  nor  holding  any  Regimental  Commission,  to  enlist  and 
attest,  out  of  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  any  Soldiers  or  Persons 
desirous  of  enlisting  or  re-enlisting  into  His  Majesty's  Service ; 
and  any  Person  so  appointed  shall  have  the  same  Powers  in  that 
Behalf  as  are  given  to  Justices  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  all. 
such  Purposes  of  Enlistment  and  Attestation ;  and  any  Person 
so  enlisted  or  re-enlisted  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  attested  Sol- 
dier ;  and  as  often  as  any  Corps  shall  be  relieved  or  disbanded  at 
any  Station  beyond  the  Seas,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Officers 
thereunto  authorized  by  the  Officer  commanding  in  chief  at 
such  Station  to  enlist  as  many  of  the  Soldiers  belonging  to  the 
Corps  leaving  the  Station  as  shall  be  willing  and  fit  for  Service 
for  any  Corps  appointed  to  remain ;  and  every  Soldier  so  en- 
listed is  hereby  deemed  to  be  discharged  from  his  former  Corps ; 
and  an  attested  Certificate  of  Transfer  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Soldier. 

XXXIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  Negroes  purchased  by 
or  on  account  of  His  Majesty,  His  Heirs  and  Successors,  and 
serving  in  any  of  His  Majesty's  Forces,  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  be  free  in  every  respect  as  if  bom  free  in  any  Part  of 
His  Majesty's  Dominions,  and  shall  be  considered  as  Soldiers

And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Person  duly  bound  as  an  Apprentice 
Apprentice  who  shall  enlist  as  a  Soldier  in  His  Majesty's  or  i^lbS'to  serve 
the  Ectst  India  Company's  Service,  and  shall  state  to  the  Magis-  aOer  the  Expi-, 
trate  before  whom  he  shall  be  carried  and  attested  that  he  is  not  ^^^  ***-]^ 
an  Apprentice,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  obtaining  Money  under     ^^^^        ^' 
false  Pretences  within  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  the  before- 
recited  Acts,  and  shall,  after  the  Expiration  of  his  Apprentice- 
ship, whedier  he  shall  have  been  so  convicted  and  punished  or 
not,  be  liable  to  serve  as  a  Soldier  in  any  of  His  Majesty's 
Regular  Forces,  or  in  the  Forces  of  the  East  India  Company, 
according  to  the  Terms  of  the  Enlistment ;  and  if  on  the  Expira- 
tion of  his  Apprenticeship  he  shall  not  deliver  himself  up  to 
some  OflScer  authorized  to  receive  Recruits,  may  be  taken  as  a 
Deserter  from  His  Majesty's  Forces. 

XLL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  no  Master  shall  be  entitled  to  ciaimf  of 
claim  an  Apprentice  who  shall  enlist  as  a  Soldier  in  His  Majesty's  Masters  to 
or  the  East  India  Company's  Service,  unless  he  shall,  within  One  ^PP""****^ 
Calendar  Month  after  such  Apprentice  shall  have  left  his  Service, 
go  before  some  Justice  and  take  the  Oath  mentioned  in  the  Sche- 
dule to  this  Act  annexed,  and  produce  the  Certificate  of  such 
Justice  of  his  having  taken  such  Oath,  which  Certificate  such  Jus- 
tice is  required  to  give  in  the  Form  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act 
annexed ;  and  unless  such  Apprentice  shall  have  been  bound,  if 
in  England^  for  the  full  Term  of  Seven  Years,  not  having  been 
above  the  Age  of  Fourteen  when  so  bound,  and,  if  in  Ireland  or 
in  the  British  Isles,  for  the  full  Term  of  Five  Years  at  the  least, 
not  having  been  above  the  Age  of  Sixteen  when  so  bound,  and,  if 
in  Scotland^  for  the  full  Term  at  least  of  Four  Years,  by  a  regular 
Contract  or  Indenture  of  Apprenticeship,  duly  extended,  signed, 
and  tested,  and  binding  on  both  Parties  by  the  Law  of  Scotland^ 
prior  to  the  Period  of  Enlistment,  and  unless  such  Contract  or 
Indenture  in  Scotlanfl  shall,  within  Three  Months  after  the  Com- 
mencement of  the  Apprenticeship,  and  before  the  Period  of  En- 
listment, have  been  produced  to  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the 
County  in  Scotland  wherein  the  Parties  reside,  and  there  shall 
have  been  indorsed  tfiereon  by  such  Justice  a  Certificate  or 
Declaration  signed  by  him,  specifying  the  Date  when  and  the 
Person  by  whom  such  Contract  or  Indenture  shall  have  been  so 
produced,  which  Certificate  or  Declaration  such  Justice  of  the 
Peace  is  hereby  required  to  indorse  and  sign  ;  and  unless  such 
Apprentice    shall,   when   claimed  by   such  Master,  be  under 
Twenty-one  Years  of  Age ;  provided  that  any  Master  of  an  Ap- 
prentice indentured  for  the  Sea  Service  shall  be  entitled  to  claim 
and  recover  him  in  the  Form  and  Manner  above  directed,  not- 
withstanding such  Apprentice  may  have  been  bound  for  a  less 
Term  than  Seven,  Five,  or  Four  Years  as  aforesaid ;  and  any 
such  Master  who  shall  give  up  the  Indentures  of  Apprentice- 
ship within  One  Month  after  the  enlisting  of  such  Apprentice 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  to  his  own  Use  so  much  of  the 
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Bounty  payable  to  such  Recruit)  after  deducting  therefrom 
Two  Guineas  to  provide  him  with  Necessaries,  as  Ami  not  have 
been  paid  to  such  Recruit  before  Notice  given  of  his  being  an 
Apprentice. 
Pimu^nent  of       XLII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Apprentice  claimed  by 
fjiS!^"*       his  Master  shall  be  taken  ifrom  any  Corps  or  Recruiting  Party 
^^  but  under  a  Warrant  of  a  Justice   residing  near  and  within 

whose  Jurisdiction  such  Apprentice  shall  then  happen  to  be> 
before  whom  he  shall  be  carried,  and  such  Justice  shall  inquire 
into  the  Matter  upon  Oath,  which  Oath  he  is  hereby  empowered 
to  administer,  and  shall  require  the  Production  and  Proof  of  the 
Indenture,  and  that  Notice  of  the  said  Warrant  has  been  given 
to  the  Commanding  Officer,  and  a  Copy  thereof  left  with  some 
Officer  or  Non-commissioned 'Officer  of  the  Party,  and  that 
such  Person  so  enlisted  declared  that  he  was  no  Apprentice;

thereoi^  or  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly  take  or  cause  to  be 
taken  any  Money  or  Gratuity  for  mustering  any  Soldiers,  or  for 
sigoiing  any  Muster  Rolls  or  Duplicates  thereof  or  shall  know- 
ingly muster  any  Person  by  a  wrong  Name,  upon  Proof  thereof 
upon  Oath  made  by  Two  Witnesses  before  a  General  Court- 
martial,  shall  for  such  Offence  be  forthwith  cashiered,  and  shall 
be  thereby  utterly  disabled  to  have  or  hold  any  Civil  or  Military 
Office  or  Employment  within  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland^  or  in  His  Majesty's  Service,  and  if  the

such  Muster,  before  any  Justice ;  and  the  Officer  appointed  to 
take  the  Half-yearly  Musters  of  any  of  His  Majesty's  Forces,  at 
any  Place  Ten  Miles  distant  from  London,  shall  close  the  Muster 
Rolls  within  Twenty-four  Hours  after  the  said  Muster  has  been 
made^  and  send  a  Copy  thereof  within  Seven  Days  to  the  Secre- 
tary at  War. 

XLV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Soldier  who  shall  absent  Forfeiture  of 
himself  without  Leave,  or  who  shall  desert,  shall,  on  Conviction  *^' 
by  a  General  or  otlier  Court-martial,  in  addition  to  any  Punish- 
ment awarded  by  such  Court,  forfeit  his  Pay  for  the  Days  on 
which  he  has  so  absented  himself  without  Leave,  or  on  which  he 
has  been  absent  by  such  Desertion,  and  that  no  Soldier  shall  be 
entitled  to  Pay  or  to  reckon  Service  towards  Pay  or  Pension 
when  in  Confinement  under  any  Sentence  of  any  Court,  or 
during  any  Absence  from  Duty  by  Commitment  under  the  Civil 
Power  on  a  Charge  of  any  OiFenoe  cognizable  by  a  Civil  or 
Criminal  Court,  or  by  reason  of  any  Arrest  for  Debt,  or  as  a 
Prisoner  of  War,  or  while  in  Confinement  imder  any  Charge  of 
which  he  shall  afterwards  be  convicted ;  and  if  any  Soldier  shall 
absent  himself  without  Leave  for  any  Period  not  exceeding  Five 
Days,  and  shall  not  account  for  the  same  to  the  Satisfaction  of 
the  Commanding  Officer,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Com- 
manding Officer  (if  he  shall  think  fit)  to  order  and  direct  that 
such  Soldier  shall  forfeit  his  Pay  for  the  Day  or  Days  on  which 
he  has  so  absented  himseli^  and  thereupon  such  Pay  shall  be 
forfeited,  and  such  Soldier  shall  not  be  liable  to  be  afterwards 
tried  by  a  Court-martial,  or  to  be  otherwise  punished  for  the 
said  Offence;  provided  that  any  Soldier  acquitted  of  the  Offence 
{or  which  he  was  committed  shall,  upon  Return  to  his  Duly  in 
his  Corps,  be  entitled  to  reteive  all  Arrears  of  Pay  growing 
due^  and  to  reckon  Service  during  his  Absence  or  Confinement ; 
and  upon  rejoining  His  Majesty's  Service  from  being  a  Prisoner 
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of  War,  due. Inquiry  shall  be  made  by  a' Court-martial,  and  if  it 
shall  be  proved  to  the  Satisfaction  of  such  Court  that  the  said 
Soldier  was  taken  Prisoner  without  wilful  Neglect  of  Duty  on 
his  Part,  and  that  he  hath  not  served  with  or  under  or  in  any 
Manner  aided  the  Enemy,  and  that  he  hath  returned  as  soon  as 
possible  to  His  Majestjr's  Service,  he  may  thereupon  be  recom- 
mended by  such  Court  to  receive  either  the  Whole  of  such 
Arrears  of  Pay,  or  a  Proportion  thereof,  and  to  reckon  Service 
during  his  Absence;  provided  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  His 
Majesty's  Secretary  at  War  to  order  or  withhold  the  Payment  of 
the  Whole  or  any  Part  of  the  Pay  of  any  Officer  or  Soldier  during 
the  Period  of  Absence  by  any  of  the  Causes  aforesaid. 
Estennon  of  XLVI.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  when  there  shall  not  be  any 

csK^^knen.  Military  Officer  of  Rank,  not  inferior  to  Captain,  or  any  Adju- 
tant of  Regular  Militia,  within  convenient  Distance  of  the 
Place  where  any  Non-commissioned  Officer  or  Soldier  on  Fur- 
lough shall  be  detained  by  Sickness  or  other  Casualw  rendering 
necessary  any  Extension  of  such  Furlough,  it  shall  be  lawfid 
for  any  Justice  who  shall  be  satisfied  of  such  Necessity  to  grant 
an  Extension  of  Furlough  for  a  Period  not  exceeding  One 
Month;  and  the  said  Justice  shall  immediately  certify  such 
Extension,  and  the  Cause  thereof,  to  the  Commanding  Officer  of 
the  Corps  or  Detachment  to  which  the  Man  belongs,  if  known, 
and  if  not,  then  to  the  Agent  of  the  Regiment,  in  order  that  the 
proper  Sum  may  be  remitted  to  the  Soldier,  who  shall  not 
during  the  Period  of  such  Extension  of  Furlough  be  liable 
to  be  treated  as  a  Deserter ;  provided  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  exempt  any  Soldier  from  Trial  and 
Punishment,  according  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  for  any 
false  Representation  made  by  him  in  that  Behalf  to  the  said  Jus- 
tice, or  for  any  Breach  of  Discipline  committed  by  him  in  apply- 
ing for  and  obtaining  the  said  Extension  of  Furlough. 
M"*;^h»ng  XLVII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Soldier  entitled  to 

Money  on  Di»-   \^  Discharge  shall,  if  then  serving  abroad,  be  sent,  if  he  shall 
*^^*'^'  so  require  it,  to  Great  Britain  or  Ireland  free  of  Expence,  and 

shall  be  entitled  to  receive  Marching  Money  from  the  Place  of 
his  being  landed  (or,  if  discharged  at  home,  shall  receive  March- 
ing Money  from  the  Place  of  his  Discharge,)  to  the  Parish  or 
Place  in  which  he  shall  have  been  originally  enlisted,  or  at 
which  he  shall  at  the  Time  of  his  Discharge  decide  to  take  up 
his  Residence,  such  Place  not  being  at  a  greater  Distance  from 
the  Place  of  his  Discharge  than  the  Place  of  his  original  En- 
listment. 
Commisaries  XL VIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  Commissaries  upon

whatsoever,  or  their  under  Officers,  shall  receive  any  Fees  or 
make  any  Deductions  whatsoever  out  of  the  Pay  of  any  Officer 
or  Soldier  in  His  Majesty's  Army,  or  from  their  Agents,  which

or  by  His  Majesty's  Order  signified  by  the  Secretary  at  War ; 
and  every  Pajonaster  or  other  Officer  having  received  any  Officer's 
or  Soldier's  Pay,  who  shall  unlawfully  detain  the  same  for  the 
Space  of  One  Month,  or  refuse  to  pay  the  same  when  it  shall 
become  due,  according  to  the  several  Rates  and  agreeably  to 
the  several  Regulations  established  by  His  Majesty's  Orders, 
shall,  upon  Proof  thereof  before  a  Court-martial,  be  discharged 
firom  his  Employment,  and  shall  forfeit  One  hundred  Pounds, 
and  the  Informer,  if  a  Soldier,  if  he  demands  it,  shall  be  dis- 
charged from  any  further  Service;  provided  that  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  His  Majesty's  Secretary  at  War,  to  give  Orders  for 
withholding  the  Pay  of  any  Officer  or  Soldier  for  any  Period 
during  which  such  Officer,  Non-commissioned  Officer,  or  Soldier 
shall  be  absent  without  Leave,  or  improperly  absent  from  his 
Corps  and  from  his  Duty ;  or,  in  case  of  any  Doubt  as  to  the 
proper  Issue  of  Pay,  to  witUiold  it  from  the  Parties  aforesaid 
until  His  Majesty's  Orders  shall  have  been  signified  by  the 
Secretary  at  War. 

L.  And  for  enforcing  a  prompt  Observance  of  the  Rules  and  Penalty  for 
Orders  for  the  due  Appropriation  of  the  Public  Funds  appli-  l>"o*»«d»«»« 
cable  to  Army  Services,  and  in  order  that  a  true  and  regular  Ac-  ^  ^^ 
count  may  be  kept  and  rendered  by  the  Agents  for  the  several 
Corps,  be  it  enacted.  That  the  said  Agents  are  hereby  required 
to  observe  such  Orders  as  shall  from  Time  to  Time  be  given  by 
His  Majesty  under  His  Sign  Manual,  or  by  the  Secretary  at 
War,  or  by  His  Majesty's  Chief  Governor  or  Governors  of  /re- 
land^  or  by  the  Lord  Treasurer  or  Commissioners  of  the  Trea- 
sury ;  and  if  any  Person,  being  or  having  been  an  Agent,  shall 
refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  such  Orders  in  relation  to  his 
Duty  as  Agent,  or  shall  unlawfiilly  withhold  or  detain  the  Pay

LI.  *  And  whereas  by  Petition  of  Right,  in  the  Third  Year  Mowandwheie 
V  of  King  Owrles  the  First,  it  is  enacted  and  declared,  that  the  ^jjj^^/"^  ^ 
<  People  of  the  Land  are  not  by  the  Laws  to  be  burthened 
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with  the  sGjouming  of  Soldiers  against  their  Wills;  and  by  a 
Clause  in  an  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  England^  made  in  the 
Thirty-first  Year  of  the  Reign  of  King  Chcaie»  the  Second,  for 
granting  a  Supply  to  His  Majesty  of  Two  hundred  and  six 
Uwusand  four  hundred  and  sixty-two  Pounds  Seventeen  Shfl- 
lings  and  Three-pence,  for  paying  and  disbanding  the  Forces,  it 
is  declared  and  enacteid,  that  no  Officer,  Civil  or  Military,  nor 
other  Person  whosoever,  should  thenceforth  presume  to  place. 
Quarter,  or  billet  any  Soldier  upon  any  Subject  or  Inhabitant  of 
this  Realm,  of  any  Degree,  Quality,  or  Professicm  whatsoever, 
without  his  Consent,  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Subject 
or  Inhabitant  to  refuse  to  quarter  any  Soldier,  notwithstanding 
any  Warrant  or  Billetting  whatsoever :   And  whereas  by  an 
Act  passed  in  Ireland  in  the  Sixth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  Queen 
Anne^  intituled  Jn  Act  to  prevent  the  Disorders  that  may  happen 
by  the  marching  of  Soldiers^  and  promdiny  Carriages  for  the 
Baggage  of  Soldiers  on  their  Marihj  it  was  enacted,  that  no 
Officer,  Soldier,  or  Trooper  in  the  Army,  nor  the  Servant  of 
any  Officer,  nor  any  Attendant  on  the  Train  of  Artillery,  should 
at  any  Time  thercstfter  be  allowed  any  Quarters  in  any  Part  of 
Ireland,  save  only  during  such  Time  as  he  or  th^  should  be 
and  remain  in  some  Seaport  Town  in  order  to  be  transported, 
or  during  such  Time  as  there  should  be  any  Commotion  in  any 
Part  o(  Ireland,  by  reason  of  which  Emergency  the  Army  should 
be  commanded  to  march  from  any  Part  of  Ireland  to  another :' 
But  forasmuch  as  at  this  Time,  during  the  Continuance  of  this 
Act,  there   is   and   may   be  Occasion   for  the  marching  and 
quartering  of  Regiments,   Troops,  and  Companies  in  several 
Parts    of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  all  Constables 
of  Parishes  and  Places,  and  other  Persons  specified  in  this  Act, 
in  England  and  Ireland,  and  they  are  hereby  required,  to  billet 
the  Officers  and  Soldiers  in  His  Majesty's  Service,  and  Persons

billet  less  than  Two  Men  in  any  One  House,  except  only  in  case 
of  hilletting  Cavalry  as  specially  provided) ;  and  that  they  shall 
be  received  by  the  Occupiers  of  such  Houses  in  which  they  are  so 
allowed  to  be  billetted,  and  be  furnished  by  such  Victuallers  with 
proper  Accommodation  in  such  Houses,  or  if  any  Victualler  shall 
not  have  sufficient  Accommodation  in  the  House  upon  which  a 
Soldier  is  billetted,  then  in  some  good  and  sufficient  Quarters  to 
be  provided  by  such  Victualler  in  the  immediate  Neighbourhood, 
and  in  England  with  Diet  and  Small  Beer,  and  with  Stables, 
Hay,  and  Straw  for  such  Horses  as  aforesaid,  paying  and  allowing 
for  the  same  the  several  Rates  herein-after  provided ;  and  at  no 
Time  when  Troops  are  on  a  March  shall  any  of  them,  whether

Infantry  or  Cavalry,  he  billetted  above  One  MUe  from  the  Place 
mentioned  in  the  IU)ute ;  and  in  all  Places  where  Cavalry  ahall 
be  billetted  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  the  Men  and  their  Horses 
shall  be  billetted  in  one  and  the  same  House,  except  in  case  of 
Necessity ;  and  in  no  other  Case  whatsoever  shall  there  be  less 
than  One  Man  billetted  where  there  shall  be  One  or  Two  Horses, 
nor  less  than  Two  Men  where  there  shall  be  Four  Horses,  and 
so  in  proportion  for  a  greater  Number ;  and  in  no  Case  shall  a 
Man  and  his  Horse  be  billetted  at  a  greater  Distance  from  each

County  of  Middlesex  (except  the  City  of  London)  and  in  the

all  InnhoJders  and  other  Persons  on  whom  Soldiers  may  be  bil- 
letted in  England^  except  when  on  the  March,  and  entided  to  be 
furnished  with  the  hot  Meal  as  aforesaid,  shall  furnish  such 
Soldier  with  Candles,  Vinegar,  and  Salt,  and  shall  allow  them 
the  Use  of  Fire,  and  the  necessary  Utensils  for  dressing  and 
eating  their  Meat,  and  shall  be  paid  in  consideration  thereof  the 
Sum  of  One  Halfpenny  per  Diem  for  each  Soldier ;  and  the 
Sum  to  be  paid  to  the  Innholder  or  other  Person  on  whom  any 
of  the  Horses  belonging  to  His  Majesty's  Forces  shall  be  bil« 
letted,  in  England^  for  Hay  and  Straw,  shall  be  Ten-pence  per 
Diem  for  each  Horse,  and  in  Ireland  the  Sum  to  be  paid  for  Forage 
to  the  Innholder  or  other  Person  for  Horses  billetted  by  virtue 
of  this  Act  shall  be  the  Rate  established  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
or  other  sufficient  Authority  from  Time  to  Time,  the  same  to  be 
regulated  by  the  average  Rate  of  Contracts  for  Forage  in  Ireland  ; 
and  for  the  Use  of  Stables  in  Ireland^  when  such  Horses  are  pro- 
vided with  Hay  and  Straw  by  Contract,  and  not  by  the  Occupiers 
of  the  Houses  on  which  they  are  billetted,  the  Sum  of  Four- 
pence  per  Week  for  each  Horse  shall  be  paid ;  and  every  Officer 
to  whom  it  belongs  to  receive  or  who  does  actually  receive  the 
Pay  for  any  Officers  or  Soldiers  shall  every  Four  Days,  or  before 
they  shall  quit  their  Quarters  if  they  sludl  not  remain  so  long 
as  Four  Days,  settle  the  just  Demands  of  all  Victuallers  or  other 
Persons  upon  whom  such  Officers  and  Soldiers  are  billetted,  out 
of  their  Pay  and  Subsistence,  before  any  Part  of  the  said  Pay 
or  Subsistence  be  distributed  to  them  respectively ;  and  if  any 
Officer  as  aforesaid  shall  not  pay  the  same,  upon  Complaint,  and 
Oath  made  thereof  by  any  Two  Witnesses,  at  the  next  Quarter 
Sessions   for   the   County  or  City  where  such  Quarters  were 
situated,  the  Secretary  at  War  is  hereby  required  (upon  Certi- 
ficate of  the  Justices  before  whom  such  Oath  was  made  of  the* 
Sum  due  upon  such  Accounts,  and  the  Persons  to  whohi  the 
same  is  owing,)  to  give  Orders  to  the  Regimental  Agent  to  pay 
the  said  Sums,  and  to  charge  the  same  against  such  Officers ; 
and  in  case  of  any  Soldier  being  suddenly  ordered  to  march, 
and  that  the  respective  Commanding  Officers  are  not  enabled  to 
make  Pa}anent  of  the  Sums  due  for  the  Lodging  of  the  Men 
and  Stabling  for  the  Horses,  every  such  Officer  shall,  before  his 
Departure,  make  up  the  Account  with  every  Person  upon  whom 
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such  Soldier  may  have  been  billetted,  and  sign  a  Certificate 
thereof;  which  Account  and  Certificate  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  Agent  of  the  Raiment,  who  is  hereby  required  to  make  im- 
mediate Payment  thereof,  and  to  charge  die  same  to  the  Account 
of  such  Officer. 

LV«  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  the  Powers  and  Provisions  in 
this  Act  contained  relating  to  England  shall  be  construed  to 
extend  to  Woks  and  the  Town  of  Berwick^ipon-Tweed ;  and  all 
Powers  and  Provisions  relating  to  the  British  Ides  shall  be 
construed  to  extend  to  Guernsey,  Jersey,  Aldemey,  Sark,  and 
Jfan,  and  all  Isles  thereto  and  to  Enfflandsjid  Ireland  belong- 
ing; and  all  Powers  and  Provisions  relating  to  Soldiers  shall  be 
construed  to  extend  to  Non-commissioned  Officers,  unless  when 
otherwise  provided;  and  all  Powers  and  Provisions  relating  to 
Justices  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  all  Magistrates  autho- 
rized  to  act  as  such  in  their  respective  Jurisdictions,  and  to 
Chief  Magistrates  of  exclusive  local  Jurisdictions ;  and  all  the 
Powers  give;n  to  and  Regulations  made  for  the  Conduct  of  Con- 
stables in  relation  to  the  billetting  of  Officers  and  Soldiers,  and 
all   Penalties  and   Forfeitures  for  any   Neglect  thereof,  shall 
extend  to  all  Tithingmen,  Headboroughs,  and  such  like  Officers, 
and  High  Constables  and  other  Chief  Officers  and  Magistrates 
of  Cities,   Towns,  Villages,  Hamlets,  Parishes,  and  Places  in 
England  and  Ireland,  who  shall  act  in  the  Execution  of  this  Act 
in  relation  to  billetting ;  and  all  Provisions  for  billetting  Officers 
and  Soldiers  in  Victualling  Houses  shall  extend  and  apply  to 
all  Inns,  Livery  Stables,  Alehouses,  and  to  the  Houses  of  Sellers 
of  Wine  by  Retail,  whether  British  or  Foreign,  to  be  drank  in 
their  own   Houses,  or  Places  thereunto  belonging,  and  to  all 
Houses  of  Persons  selling  Brandy,  Strong  Waters,  Cider,  or 
Metheglin,  by  Retail,  in  England  and  Ireland;  and  in  Ireland, 
when  tbere  shall  not  be  found  sufficient  Room  in  such  Houses, 
then  to  billetting  Soldiers  in  such  Manner  as  has  been  hereto-* 
fore  customary;  provided  that  no  Officer  or  Soldier  shall  be 
billetted  in  England  in  any  private  Houses,  or  in  any  Canteen 
held  or  occupied  under   die  Authority  of  the  Ordnance  De- 
partment, or   upon   Persons  who  keep   Taverns   only,   being 
Vintners  of  the  City  of  London,  admitted  to  their  Freedom  of 
the  said  Company  in  right  of  Patrimony  or  Apprenticeship,  not-' 
withstanding  such  Persons  who  keep  such  Taverns  only  have 
taken  out  Victualling  Licences,  nor  in  the  House  of  any  Distiller 
kept  for  distilling  Brandy  and  Strong  Waters,  nor  in  the  House 
of  any  Shopkeeper  whose  principal  Dealing  shall  be  more  in 
other   Goods  and   Merchandize  than  in  Brandy  and   Strong 
Waters,  so  as  such  Distillers  and  Shopkeepers  do  not    permit 
Tippling  in  such  Houses,  nor  in  the  House  of  Residence  in  any 
Part  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  any  Foreign  Consul  duly  ac<> 
credited  as  such. 

LVL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  for  the  regular  Provision  of 
Carriages  for  His  Majesty's  Forces,  and  their  Bag^ge,  in  their 
Marches  in  England  bxiA  Ireland,  all  Justices  of  the  Peace  within 
their  several  Jurisdictions,  being  duly  required  thereunto  by  an

Order  from  His  Majesty,  or  the  General  of  His  Forces,  or  the 
Master  General  or  Lieutenant  General  (^HisMajesty's Ordnance,, 
or  other  Person  duly  authorized  in  that  BehaUT,  shall,  on  Pro- 
duction of  such  Order  to  such  Justices  by  some  Officer  or  Non- 
commissioned Officer  of  the  Regiment  so  ordered  to  march,  issue 
a  Warrant  to  any  Constable  having  Authority  to  act  in  any  Place 
Jfrom,  through^  near,  or  to  which  the  Troop  shall  be  ordered  to 
march,  (for  each  of  which  Warrants  the  Fee  pi  One  Shilling  only 
shall  be  paid,)  requiring  him  to  provide  the  Carriages^  Horses, 
and  Oxen,  and  Drivers  therein  mentioned,  and  allowing  suffident 
Time  to  do  the  s^me^  specifying  Places  firom  and  to  which  the 
said  Carriages  shall  travel,  and  we  Number  of  Miles  between  the 
Places,  for  which  Number  only  so  specified  Payment  shall  be 
demanded,  and  which  Number  of  Miles  shall  not,  except  in 
Ca9es  of  pressing  Emergency,  exceed  a  Day's  March  prescribed 
i^  the  Order  of  Route,  and  shall  in  no  Cases  exceed  Twenty-* 
five  Miles;  and  tl^e  Constables  receiving  such  Warrants  shall 
order  such  Persons  as  they  shall  think  proper,  having  Carriages, 
to  furnish  the  requisite  Supply,  who  are  hereby  required  to  fumi^ 
the  same  accordingly;  and  when  sufficient  Carriages  cannot  be 
procured  within  the  proper  Jurisdiction,  any  Justice  of  the  next 
adjoining  Jurisdiction  shall,  by  a  like  Course  of  proceeding, 
supply  tike  Deficiency;  and  in  order  that  the  Burthen  of  prcH 
viduig  Carriages  may  &11  equally,  and  to  prevent  Inconvenience 
arising  from  there  being  no  Justice  near  the  Place  where  Troops 
may  be  quartered  on  the  March,  any  Justice  residing  nearest 
to  such  Place  may  cause  a  List  to  be  made  out  once  in  every 
Year  of  all  Persons  liable  to  furnish  such  Carriages,  and  of  the 
Number  and  Description  of  their  said  Carriages,  (which  Lists 
shall  at  all  seasonable  Hours  be  open  to  the  Inspection  of  the  said 
Persons,)  and  may  by  Warrant  under  his  Hand  authorize  the 
Constables  within  his  Jurisdiction  to  give  Orders  to  provide 
Carriages,  without  any  special  Warrant  for  that  Purpose,  which 
Orders  shall  he  valid  in  all  respects ;  and  all  Orders  for  such 
Carriages  shall  be  made  firom  such  Lists  in  regular  Rotation,  as 
&r  as  ue  same  can  be  done. 

LVIL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Rates  to  be  paid  for  Rata  to  be 
Carriages  impressed  shall  be,  in  Etighmd,  for  evei^  Mile  which  jf  JjJ^^* 
a  Waggon  with  Four  or  more  Horses,  or  a  Wain  with  Six 
Oxen,  or  Four  Oxen  and  Two  Horses,  shall  travel,  One  Shilling ; 
and  for  every  Mile  any  Waggon  with  narrow  Wheels,  or  any 
Cart  with  Four  Horses,  carrymg  not  less  than  Fifteen  Hundred 
Weighty  shall  travel,  Nine-pence ;  and  for  every  Mile  any  other 
Cart  or  Carriage  with  less  than  Four  Horses,  and  not  canying 
Fifteen  Hundred  Weight,  shall  travel.  Sixpence ;  and  in  Ireland^ 
for  every  Hundred  \^ght  loaded  on  any  Wheel  Carriage,  One 
Halfpenny  per  Mile ;  and  in  England>  such  further  Rates  may 
be  added,  not  exceeding  a  totaJ  Addition  per  Mile  of  Four- 
pence,  Three-pence,  or  Two-pence,  to  the  respective  Rates  of 
One  Shilling,  Nine-pence^  or  Sixpence,  as  may  seem  reasonable 
to  the  Justices  assembled  at  General  Seauons  for  their  respective 
Districts ;  and  the  Order  of  such  Justices  at  Sessions  shall  specify 

the 
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the  average  Price  of  Hay  and  Oats  at  the  nearest  Market  Town 
at  the  Time  of  fixing  such  additional  Rates,  the  Period  for  which 
the  Order  shall  be  enforced  not  exceeding  Ten  Days  beyond  the 
next  General  Sessions  (and  no  such  Order  shall  be  valid  unless 
a  Copy  thereof,  signed  by  the  presiding  Magistrate  and  One 
other  Justice,  shall  be   transmitted  to  the   Secretary   at  War 
within  Three  Days  after  the  making  thereof) ;  and  also  in  Enp- 
land,  when  the  Day's  March  shall  exceed   Fifteen  Miles,  the 
Justice  granting  his  Warrant  may  fix  a  further  reasonable  Com- 
pensation, not  exceeding  the  usual  Rate  of  Hire  fixed  by  this 
Act ;  and  when  any  adc&tional  Rates  or  Compensation  shall  be 
granted,  the  Justice  shall  insert  in  his  own  Hand  in  the  Warrant 
the  Amount  thereof  and  the  Date  of  the  Order  of  Sessions,  if 
fixed  by  Sessions,  and  the 'Warrant  shall  be  given  to  the  Officer 
commanding  as  his  Voucher ;  provided  that  the  Officer  or  Non- 
commissioned  Officer   demanding   Carriages  by  virtue  of  the 
Warrant  of  a  Justice  shall,  in  England,  pay,  down  in  hand  the 
proper  Sums  into  the  Hands  of  the  Constables  providing  Car- 
riages, who  shall   give   Receipts  for  the  same  on   unstamped 
Paper;    and,   in   Ireland^   the   Officers   or   Non-commissioned 
Officers  as  €iforesaid  shall  pay  to  the  Owners  or  Drivers  of  the 
Carriages,  and  One  Third  Part  of  such  Pa}rment  shall  be  made 
before  the  Carriage  be  loaded,  and  all  the  said  Payments  in  Ire- 
land  shall  be  made,  if  required,  in  the  Presence  of  a  Justice  or 
Constable ;  provided  that  no  Carriage  shall  be  liable  to  carry 
more  than  Thirty  Hundred  Weight  in  Englandy  and  in  Ireland 
no  Car*  shall  be  liable  to  carry  more  than  Six  Hundred  Weight, 
and  no  Dray  more  than  Twelve  Hundred  Weight;  but  the 
Owner  of  such  Carriages  in  Ireland,  consenting  to  carry  a  grtoter 
Weight,  shall  be  paid  at  the   same   Rate  for  every  Hundred 
Weight  of  the  said  Excess ;  and  the  Owners  of  such  Carriages 
in  Ireland  shall  not  be  compelled  to  proceed,  though  with  any 
less  Weight,  under  the  Sum  of  Three-pence  a  Mile  for  each  Car 
and  Sixpence  a  Mile  for  each  Dray ;   and  the  Loading  of  such 
Carriages  in  Ireland  shall  be  first  weighed,  if  required,  at  the 
Expence  of  the  Owner  of  the  Carriage,  if  the  same  can  be  done 
in  a  reasonable  Time,  without  Hindrance  to  His  Majesty's  Ser- 
vice ;   and  the  providing  and  paying  for  Carriages  in  Scotland 
shall  be  regulated  by  the  Law  in  force  at  the  Time  of  the  Union 
with  England;  provided  that  a  Cart  with  One  or  more  Horses, 
for  which  the  Furnisher  shall  receive  Nine-pence  a  Mile,  shall 
be  required  to  carry  Fifteen  Hundred  Weight  at  the  least ; 
provided  that  no  Penaltie;^  or  Forfeitures  in  any  Act  relating  to 
Highways  or  Turnpike  Roads  in  the    United  Kingdom  shall 
apply  to  the  Number  of  Horses  and  Oxen,  or  Weight  of  Load- 
ing of  the  aforesaid  Carriages,  which  shall  not  on  that  Account 
be  stopped  or  detained ;    and  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to 
impress  Carriages  for  the  March  of  Soldiers  from  Dublin,  at  least 
Twenty-four  Hours  Notice  of  such  March,   and  in  case    of 
Emergency  as  long  Notice  as  the  Case  will  admit,  shall  be  given 
to  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Z)u&/tn,  who  shall  summon  a  proportimial 
Number  of  Cars  and  Drays,  at  his  Discretion,  out  of  the  licensed- 
Cars 
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Cars  and  Drays  and  other  Cars  and  Drays  within  the  County  of  • 
the  said  City,  and  they  shall  by  Turns  be  employed  on  this 
Duty,  at  the  Prices  and  under  the  Regulations  herein-before 
mentioned;  and  no  Country  Cars,  Drays,  or  other  Carriages 
coming  to  Markets  in  Ireland  shall  be  detained  or  employed 
against  the  Will  of  the  Owners  in  carrying  the  Baggage  of  the 
Army  on  any  Pretence  whatsoever. 

LVIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That.it  shall  be  lawful  for  His  Ma-  Supply  of  Car- 
jesty,  or  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  Chief  Governors  of  Ireland^  by  ^^^ '"  ^"*^ 
His  at  their  Order,  distinctly  stating  that  a  Case  of  Emergency  ^  "»ergency. 
doth  exist,  signified  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  or,  if  in  Ireland^ 
by  the  Chief  Secretary  or  Under  Secretary,  or  the  First  Clerk  in 
the  Military  Department,  to  authorize  any  General  or  Field 
Officer  commanding  His  Majesty's  Forces  in  any  District  or 
Place,  or  to  the  Chief  Acting  Agent  for  the  Supply  of  Stores 
and  Provisions,  by  Writing  under  his  Hand,  reciting  such  Order 
of  His  Majesty  or  Lord  Lieutenant  or  Chief  Governor  aforesaid, 
to  require  all  Justices  within  their  several  Jurisdictions  in 
England  and  Ireland  to  issue  their  Warrants  for  the  Provision, 
not  only  of  Waggons,  Wains,  Carts,  and  Cars  kept  by  or  belong- 
ing to  any  Person,  and  for  any  Use  whatsoever,  but  also  of  Saddle 
Horses,  Coaches,  Post  Chaises,  Chaises,  and  other  Four-wheeled 
Carriages  kept  for  Hire,  and  also  of  Boats,  Barges,  and  other 
Vessels  used  for  the  Transport  of  any  Commodities  whatsoever 
upon  any  Canal  or  navigable  River,  as  shall  be  mentioned  in  the 
said  Warrants,  therein  specifying  the  Place  and  Distance  to 
which  such  Carriages  or  Vessels  shall  go ;  and  on  the  Production 
of  such  Requisition  to  such  Justice  by  any  Officer  of  the  Corps 
ordered  to  be  conveyed,  or  by  any  Officer  of  the  Commissariat 
or  Ordnance  Department,  such  Justice  shall  take  all  the  same 
Proceedings  in  regard  to  such  additional  Supply  so  required  on 
the  said  Emei^ency  as  he  is  by  this  Act  required  to  take  for  the 
ordinary  Provision  of  Carriages ;  and  all  Provisions  whatsoever 
of  this  Act^  as  regards  the  procuring  of  the  ordinary  Supply  of 
Carriages,  and  the  Duties  of  Officers  and  Non-commissioned 
Officers,  Justices,  Constables,  and  Owners  of  Carriages,  in  that 
Behalf,  shall  be  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes  applicable  for  the 
providing  and  Payment,  according  to  the  Rate  of  Posting  or  of 
Hire  usually  paid  for  such  other  Description  of  Carriages  or 
Vessels  so  required  on  Emergency,  according  to  the  Length  of 
the  Journey  or  Voyage  in  each  Case,  but  maxing  no  Allowance 
for  Post  Horse  Duty,  or  Turnpike,  Canal,  River,  or  Lock  Tolls, 
which  Duty  or  Tolls  are  hereby  declared  not  to  be  demandable 
for  such  Oetrriages  and  Vessels  while  employed  in  such  Service 
or  returning  therefrom ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  convey  theiteon, 
not  only  the  Baggage,  Provisions,  and  Military  Stores  of  such 
Regiment  or  Detachment,  but  also  the  Officers,  Soldiers,  Ser- 
vantSf  Women,  Children,  and  other  Persons  of  and  belonging 

to  the  same.  justices  em- 

LIX«  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Jus-  powered  u>  re- 
tices  of  the  Peace  assembled  at  their  Quarter  Sessions  to  direct  imburse  the 
the  Treasurer  to  pay,  without  Fee,  out  of  the^  Public  Stock  of  the  ^'^^^^^  ^o"" 
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Gounty  or  Riding,  or  if  such  Public  Stock  be  insufficient,  then 
out  of  the  Monies  which  the  said  Justices  shall  have  Power  to 
raise  for  that  Purpose  in  like  Manner  as  for  County  Gaols  and 
Bridges,  such  reasonable  Sums  as  shall  have  been  expended 
by  the  Constables  i^ithin  their  respective  Jurisdictions  for  Car- 
riages and  Vessels,  ever  and  above  what  was  or  ought  to  have 
been  paid  by  the  Officer  requiring  the  same.  Regard  being  had 
to  the  Season  of  the  Year  and  Condition  of  the  Ways  by  which 
such  Carriages  and  Vessels  are  to  pass. 

LX.  And  be  it  enacted,  ITiat  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Lord 
Lieutenant  or  other  Chief  Governor  for  the  Time  being  of  Ireland 
to  depute,  by  Warrant  under  his  Hand  and  Seal,  some  proper 
Person  to  sign  Routes  in  Cases  of  Emergency,  for  the  marching 
of  any  of  His  Majesty's  Forces  in  Ireland,  in  the  Name  of  such 
Lord  Lieutenant  or  Chief  Governor. 

LXL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  His  Majesty's  Officers  and 
Soldiei*s,  being  in  proper  Staff  or  Regimental  or  Military  Uni- 
form, Dress  or  Undress,  and  their  Horses,  (but  not  when  passing 
in  any  hired  or  private  Vehicle,)  and  all  Carriages  and  Horses 
belonging  to  His  Majesty,  or  employed  in  His  Sei-vice,  when 
conveying  Persons  or  Baggage  under  the  Provisions  of  this 
Act,  or  returning  therefrom,  and  all  Recruits  marching  by 
Route,  shall  be  exempted  from  Payment  of  any  Duties  and 
Tolls  on  embarking  or  disembarking  from  or  upon  any  Pier, 
"Wharf,  Quay,  or  Landing  Place,  or  passing  Turnpike  Roads 
or  Bridges,  otherwise  demandable  by  virtue  of  any  Act  already 
made  or  hereafter  to  be  made;  and  any  Toll  Collector  who 
shall  demand  and  receive  Toll  from  any  of  His  Majesty's 
Officers  or  Soldiers,  they  being  in  proper  Staff  or  Regimental 
or  Military  Uniform,  Dress  or  Undress,  or  for  their  Horses,  every 
such  Toll  Collector  shall  forfeit  and  pay  any  Sum  not  exceed- 
ing Five  Pounds  for  every  such  Offence,  for  which  Forfeiture 
and  Penalty  he  shall  be  prosecuted  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
and  in  no  other  Way ;  provided  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  exempt  any  Boats,  Barges,  or  other  Vessels  employed  in 
conveying  the  said  Persons,  Horses,  Baggage,  or  Stores  along 
any  Canal,  from  Payment  of  Tolls,  in  like  Manner  as  other 
Boats,  Barges,  and  Vessels  are  liable  thereto,  except  when  em- 
plo)Fed  in  Cases  of  Emergency  as  herein-before  enacted. 

LXn.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  when  any  Soldiers  on  Ser- 
vice have  Occasion  in  their  March  to  pass  regular  Ferries  in 
Scotland^  the  Officer  commanding  may  at  his  Option  pass  over 
with  his  Soldiers  as  Passengers,  and  shall  pay  for  himself  and 
each  Soldier  One  Half  only  of  the  ordinary  Rate  payable  by 
single  Persons,  or  may  hire  the  Ferry  Boat  for  himself  and  his 
Party,  debarring  others  for  that  Time,  and  shall  in  such  Cases 
pay  only  Half  the  ordinary  Rate  for  such  Boat. 

LXHL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  if  any  Constable  or  other 
Person,  who  by  virtue  of  this  Act  shall  be  employed  in  billetting 
any  Officers  or  Soldiers  in  any  Part  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
shall  presume  to  billet  any  such  Officer  or  Soldier  in  any  House 
not  within  the  Meaning  of  this  Act,  without  fXxQ  Consent  of  die 
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Owner  or  Occupier  thereof;  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  billet 
any  Officer  or  Soldier  on  Duty,  when  hereunto  required,  in 
such  Manner  as   is   by  this  Act  directed,  provided  sufficient 
Notice  be  given  before  the  Arrival  of  such  Troops ;  or  shall 
receive,  demand,  or  agree  for  any  Money  or  Reward  whatsoever, 
in  order  to  excuse  any  Person  from  receiving  such  Officer  or 
Soldier ;  or  shall  quarter  any  of  the  Wives,  Children,  Men  or 
Maid  Servants  of  any  Officer  or  Soldier  in  any  such  Houses, 
against  the  Consent  of  the  Occupiers ;  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  execute  such  Warrants  of  the  Justices  as  shall  be  directed  to 
him  for  providing  Carriages,  Horses,  or  Vessels,  or  shall  demand 
more  than  the  legal  Rates  for  the  same;  or  if  any  Person  ap- 
pointed by  such  Constable  to  provide   Carriages,  Horses,  or 
Vessels  shall  do  any  Act  or  Thing  by  which  the  Execution  of 
such  Warrants  shall  be  hindered;  or  if  any  Constable  shall  neg- 
lect to  deliver  in  to  the  Justices  at  Quarter  Sessions  Lists  of 
Officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  Foot  Guards  quartered  according  to 
the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  or  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  defective 
Lists  of  the  same ;  or  if  any  Person,  liable  by  this  Act  to  have 
any  Officer  or  Soldier  quartered  upon  him,  shall  refuse  to  receive 
and  to  affi>rd  proper  Accommodation  or  Diet  in  the  House  in 
which  such  Officer  or  Soldier  is  quartered,  and  to  furnish  the 
several  Things  directed  to  be  furnished  to  Officers  and  Soldiers,   . 
or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  furnish  good  and  sufficient  Stables, 
together  with  good  and  sufficient  Hay  and  Straw  for  each  Horse^ 
at  the  Rat6  established  by  this  Act,  and  in  such  Quantities  as 
shall  be  fixed  by   His  Majesty's  Regulations,  not  exceeding 
Eighteen  Pounds  of  Hay  and  Six  Pounds  of  Straw  per  Diem  for 
each  Horse ;   or  if  any  Innkeeper  or  Victualler  not  having  good 
and  sufficient  Stables  shall  refuse  to  pay  over  to  the  Person  or 
Persons  who  may  provide  Stabling  such  Allowance  by  way  of 
Compensation  as  shall  be  directed  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace, 
or  shall  pay  any  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money  to  any  Soldier  on  the 
March  in  lieu  of  furnishing  in  Kind  the  Diet  and  Small  Beer  to 
which  such  Soldier  is  entitled ;   such  Constable,  Victualler,  or 
other  Person   respectively  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  Offence, 
Neglect,  or  Refusal  any  Sum  not  exceeding  Five  Pounds  nor 
less  than  Forty  Shillings.

Two  credible  Witnesses)  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  ipso  facto 
cashiered,  and  shall  be  utterly  disabled  to  hold  any  Military 
Employment  in  His  Majesty's  Service ;  |provided  that  a  Certifi- 
cate thereof  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  said  Justice  to  the  Judge 
Advocate  in  Loiidmiy  who  is  hereby  requfred  to  certify  the  same

or  Deserter,  or  any  odier  Person,  on  any  Pretence  whatsoever, 
or  shall  solicit  or  entice  any  Soldier,  or  shall  be  employed  by  any 
Soldier  knowing  him  to  be  such,  to  sell  any  Arms,  Ammunition, 
Clothes,  or  Military  Furniture,  or  any  Provisions,  or  any  Sheets 
or  other  Articles  used  in  Barracks,  provided  under  Barrack 
Regulations,  or  Regimental  Necessaries,  or  any  Article  of 
Forage  provided  for  any  Horses  belonging  to  His  Majesty's  Ser- 
vice, or  shall  change  the  Colour  of  any  Clothes  as  aforesaid,  shall

An  Act  for  the  Regulation  of  His  Majesty's  Royal 
Marine  Forces  while  on  Shore,      [21st  April  1837.] 

Yl/^HEREAS  it  is  judged  necessary  for  the  Safety  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  the  Deienee  of  the  Possessions  of 
this  Realm,  that  a  Body  of  Royal  Marine  Forces  should  be 
employed  in  His  Majesty's  Fleet  and  Naval  Service^  under  the 
Direction  of  the  Lord  High  Admiral   of  the  said  United 
Kingdom,  or  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  Office  of 
Lord  High  Admiral  aforesaid :  And  whereas  the  said  Forces 
may  frequently  be  quartered  or  be  on  shore,  or  sent  to  do 
Du^  or  be  on  board  Transport  Ships,  or  Merchant  Ships  or 
Vessels, /or  Ships  or  Vessels  of  His  Majesty,  or  other  Ships  or 
Vessels,  or  they  may  be  under  other  Circumstances  in  which 
they  will  not  be  subject  to  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  His  Majesty's  Forces  by  Sea :  And  whereas  no  Man 
can  be  forejudged  of  Life  or  Limb,  or  subjected  in  Time  of 
Peace  to  any  IGnd  of  Punishment  within  this  Realm,  by 
Martial  Law,  or  in  any  other  Manner  than  by  the  Judgment 
of  his  Peers,  and  according   to  the  known  and  established 
Laws  of  this  Realm ;  yet  nevertheless,  it  being  requisite  for 
the  retaining  of  such  Forces  in  their  Duty  diat  an  exact 
Discipline  be  observed,  and  that  Marines  who  shall  mutiny

Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled, 
and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  from  and  after  the  Crimes  pum'siy 
Twenty-fifth  Day  of  April  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  '^^^  ^y  ^^**'- 
thirty-seven,  if  any  Person  who  is  or  shall  be  commissioned  or 
in  Pay  as  an  Officer  of  Royal  Marines,  or  who  is  or  shall  be 
listed  or  in  Pay  as  a  Non-commissioned  Officer,  Drummer,  or 
Private  Man  in  His  Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces,  shall  at 
any  Time  during  the  Continuance  of  this  Act,  while  on  shore 
in  any  Place  within  the  said  Kingdom,  or  in  any  other  of  His 
Majesty's  Dominions,  or  in   any  Foreign   Parts  out  of  such 
Dominions,  or  on  board  any  Transport  Ship,  or  Merchant  Ship 
or  Vessel,  or  any  Ship  or  Vessel  of  His  Majesty,  or  on  board 
any  Convict  Hulk  or  Ship,  or  any  other  Ship  or  Vessel,  or  in

such  Mutiny  or  Sedition,  or  coming  to  the  Knowlec^e  of  any 
Mutiny  or  intended  Mutiny  shall  not  without  Delay  give  In- 
fonuatiou  thereof  to  his  Commanding  Officer ;  or  shall  misbe- 
have 
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have  himself  before  the  Enemy;  or  shi^  shamefully  abandon  or 
deliver  up  any  Garrison,  Fortress,  Post,  or  Guard  conunitted  to 
his  Charge  or  which  he  ^all  be  commanded  to  defend ;  or  shall 
compel  the  Governor  or  CommandingOfficer  of  any  Garrison, 
Fortress,  or  Post  to  deliver  up  to  the  Enemy  or  to  abandoA  the 
same ;  or  shall  speak  Words  or  use  any  other  Means  to  induce 
such  Grovemor  or  Commanding  Officer  or  any  other  to  misbe- 
have before  the  Enemy,  or  shamefully  to  abandon  or  deliver  up 
any  Garrison,  Fortress,  Post,  or  Guard  committed  to  their  re-^ 
spective  Charge,  or  which  he  or  they  shall  be  commanded  to 
defend ;  or  shall  leave  his  Post  before  relieved,  or  shall  be  found 
sleeping  on  his  Post ;  or  shall  hold  Correspondence  with  or  give 
Advice  or  Intelligence  to  anv  Rebel,  Pirate,  or  Enemy  of  His 
Majesty,  either  by  Letters,  Messages,  Signs,  Tokens,  or  any 
other  Ways  or  Means  whatever;  or  shall  treat  or  enter  into  any 
Terms  with  any  such  Rebel,  Pirate,  or  Enemy,  without  the 
Licence  of  the  Lord  High  Admiral  of  the  said  United  Kingdom, 
or  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High 
Admiral  aforesaid,  for  the  Time  being ;  or  shall  strike  or  use  or 
offer  any  Violence  against  his  Superior  Officer  being  in  the 
Execution  of  his  Office,  or  shall  disobey  any  lawful  Command 
of  his  Superior  Officer ;  or  shall  desert  His  Majesty's  Service ;' 
every  Person  so  offending  in  any  of  the  Matters  before  men- 
tioned shall  suffer  Death,  or  such  other  Punishment  as  by  a 
Court-mardal  shall  be  awarded. 

IL  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing 
in  this  Act  contained  shall  be  construed  tor  exempt  any  Officer 
or  Marine  from  being  proceeded  against  by  the  ordinary 
Course  of  Law  for  Crimes  thereby  cognizable;  and  any  Com- 
manding Officer  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse,  when  due  Applica- 
tion shall  be  made  to  him  for  that  Purpose,  to  deliver  over  to 
the  Civil  Magistrate  any  Officer  or  Marine  charged  with  any 
Capital  Crime,  or  with  any  Violence  or  Offence  i^ainst  the 
Person  or  Property  of  any  of  His  Majesty's  Subjects  punishable 
by  the  known  Laws  of  the  Land,  or  who  shall  wilfully  neglect 
Or  refuse  to  assist  any  Peace  Officer  in  apprehending  any  such 
Offender,  shall,  upon  Conviction  thereof  in  any  of  His  Majesty's 
Courts  at  Westminster^  Dublin^  or  Edinburgh^  be  deemed  to  be 
ipso  facto  cashiered,  and  shall  be  utterly  disabled  to  hold  any 
Civil  or  Military  Office  or  Employment  in  His  Majesty's  Ser- 
vice; and  a  Certificate  of  such  Conviction  shall  be  transmitted

more  of  the  said  Commissioners,  for  the  better  Government  of       ' 

His  Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces,  and  for  the  Punishment 
of  Mutiny,  Desertion,  Immorality,  Breach  of  Discipline,  Mis- 
behaviour, Neglect  of  Duty,  and  any  other  Offence  or  Misconduct 
of  which  they  shall  be  guilty,  in  any  Place  on  shore  or  afloat 
in  or  out  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions,  or  at  any  Time  when  or 
under  any  Circiunstances  in  which  they  shall  not  be  amenable  to 
the  Laws  for  the  Government  of  His  Majesty's  Ships,  Vessels, 
aud  Forces  by  Sea,  or  to  the  Discipline  of  the  Royal  Navy,  which 
Rules  and  Articles  shall  be  judicially  taken  notice  of  by  all 
Judges  and  in  all  Courts  whatsoever ;  and  Copies  of  the  same 
shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  same  shall  have 
been  made,  be  transmitted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  for 
the  Time  being  (certified  under  his  Hand)  to  the  Judges  of  His 
Majesty's  Superior  Courts  at  fVestminster,  Dublm,  and  Edinburgh 
respectively,  and  also  to  the  Governors  of  His  Majesty's  Domi- 
nions Abroad :  Provided  always,  that  no  Person  shall  be  subject 
by  such  Rules  and  Articles  to  any  Punishment  extending  to 
Life  or  Limb  for  any  Crime  which  is  not  expressed  to  be  so 
punishable  by  thb  Act,  nor  in  any  Manner  nor  under  any  Regu- 
lations which  shall  not  accord  with  the  Provisions  of  this  Act. 

V.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  ^^^^ 
Lord  High  Admiral,  or  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  vaty  gnmt 
Office  of  Lord  High  Admiral  aforesaid,  from  Time  to  Time  to  ^^^^^ 
grant  Commissions  or  Warrants  under  the  Hand  of  the  said  ^enlcSurti- 
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Lord  High  Admiral,  or  under  the  Hands  of  any  Two  or  more 
of  the  said  Commissioners,  for  the  holding  of  General  and  other 
C6urts*martial  within  the  United  Kingdom  oi  Great  Britain  and 
Irelandj  in  like  Manner  as  has  been  heretofore  used ;  and  for 
bringing  Offenders  against  the  Articles  of  War  to  Justice,  and  to 
erect  and  constitute  Courts*martial,  as  well  within  the  said 
United  Kingdom  and  the  British  Isles  as  in  any  of  His  Majesty's 
Garrisons  or  Dominions,  or  elsewhere  beyond  the  Seas,  and  to 
grant  Commissions  or  Warrants  to  the  Officer  or  Officers 
-  commanding  in  ^chief  or  commanding  for  the  Time  being  any 
of  His  Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces,  as  well  within  the  said 
United  Kingdom  as  elsewhere  beyond  the  Seas,  for  convening, 
as  well  as  for  authorizing  any  Officer  not  below  the  Degree  of  a 
Field  Officer  to  convene.  Courts-martial,  as  Occasion  may  re- 
quire, for  the  Trial  of  Offences  committed  by  any  of  the  Royal 
Marine  Forces  under  their  Command,  whether  the  same  shall 
have  been  committed  before  or  after  such  Officer  shall  have  taken 
upon  himself  such  Command;  and  any  Person  subject  to  this 
Act,  who  shall  in  any  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions  beyond  the 
Seas  or  elsewhere  commit  any  of  the  Offences  for  which  he  may 
be  liable  to  be  tried  by  Court-martial  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  may 
be  tried  and  punished  for  the  same  in  any  other  Part  of  His  Ma- 
jesty's Dominions  where  he  may  have  come  after  the  Commission 
of  the  Offence,  as  if  the  Ofience  liad  been  committed  where 
such  Trial  shall  take  place. 
Composition  of  VI.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  a  General  Court-martial  con- 
General  Courts-  vened  in  any  Part  of  the  King's  Dominions,  (Bermudoy  the 
morti-  .  Baliamasj  Africa,  and  the  Australian  Colonies  excepted,)  or  in 

the  Settlements  of  the  East  India  Company,  or  elsewhere,  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  Thirteen  Commissioned  Officers,  and  if 
convened  in  Bermuda  or  tlie  Bahamas,  ox  out  of  the  King's 
Dominions  (excepting  Africa  and  the  Australian  Colonies),  shall 
have  not  less  tlian  Seven,  and  in  Africa  and  the  Australian 
Colonies  not  less  than  Five  Commissionted  Officers ;  and  in  all 
Cases  no  Judgment  of  Death  shall  pass  without  the  Concur- 
rence of  Two  Thirds  at  the  least  of  die  Members  present ;  and 
the  President  shall  in  no  Case  be  the  Officer  commanding  in 
chief  or  Governor  of  the  Garrison  where  the  Offender  shall  be 
tried,  nor  under  the  Degree  of  a  Field  Officer,  unless  where  a 
Field  Officer  cannot  be  had,  nor  in  any  Case  whatsoever  under 
the  Degree  of  a  Captain. 
Courts-martial  VI I.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  and  every  Courtr-martial 
to  adnimisiter  gjj^jj  \^yQ  Power  and  Authority  and  is  hereby  required  to  ad- 
minister the  requisite  Oath,  in  the  usual  Form,  to  every  Person 
who  shall  be  examined  as  a  Witness  before  any  such  Court* 
martial,  previous  to  his  giving  Evidence  thereat. 
Froceedings  of  VIII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  all  Trials  by  General  Courts^ 
Courts-mmrtiaL    niartial  to  be  held  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  every  Member  of  such 

Court  shall,  before  any  Proceedings  be  had  thereupon,  take  the 
Oaths  for  that  Purpose  set  forth  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act 
annexed,  before  the  Judge  Advocate  or  Person  officiating  as 
such,  and  on  Trials  bv  other  Courts-martial  before  the  Pre- 
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sident  thereof  who  are  hereby  respectively  authorized  to  adin>- 
nister  the  same;  and  so  soon  as  such  Oaths  shall  have  be^i  ad* 
ministered  to  the  respective  Members,  the  President  of  the  Court 
(having  himself  taken  the  said  Oath,  to  be  administered  to  him 
by  any  sworn  Member,)  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to 
administer  to  the  Ju^ge  Advocate^  or  the  Person  officiating  as

sentence  any  Offisnder  to  Forfeiture  of  all  Advantage  as  to  ad- 
ditional Pay,  and  Pension  on  Discharge ;  and  whensoever  any 
General  Court-martial  by  which  any  Marine  shall  hove  been 
tried  and  convicted  of  any  Ofience  punishaUe  with  Death  shall 
not  think  the  Offence  deservu^  of  Ce^ital  Punishment,  such 
Courtrmartial  may,  instead  of  awarding  a  Corporal  Punishment 
or  Imprisonment,  adjudge  the  Offender,  according  to  the  Degree 
of  the  Offisnce,  to  be  tranq>orted  as  a  Felon  for  Life  or  for  a 
certain  Term  of  Years,  or  to  general  Service  as  a  Soldier  in

or  ordered  to  be  transported,  whether  by  the  Sentence  of  a

^all  afterwards,  without  Licence  from  His  Majesty  or  other 
lawful  Authority,  return  to  or  be  found  at  large  in  any  Part 
of  His  Majesty's  Dominions,  either  abroad  or  at  home,  other 
than  the  Place  to  which  he  shall  have  been  adjudged  or  ordered 
to  be  transported,  before  the  Expiration  of  the  Term  limited  by 
such  Sentence  or  Order,  any  such  Offender,  being  duly  convicted 
thereof  shall  suffer  Death  as  a  Felon. 
District  or  Onw  XL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  a  District  or  Garrison  Court- 
riion  Courts-      martial  shall  consist   of  not   less   than  Seven  Commissioned 

Officers,  except  in  Bermudoy  the  Bahamas^  Afncoj  and  the 
Auttrulian  Colonies,  where  it  may  consist  of  not  less  than  five 
Commissioned  Officers;  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such 
Court,  although  assembled  under  the  Authority  of  an  Act  of 
the  present  Session  of  Parliament,  for  punishing  Mutiny  and 
Desertion,  and  for  the  better  Payment  of  the  Army  and  their 
Quarters,  to  proceed  to  try  any  Marine  or  Marines  below  the 
Rank  of  a  Commissioned  Officer  for  any  Offence  committed  by 
any  of  them  while  serving  in  conjunction  widi  His  Majesty's 
Land  Forces,  and  to  sentence  any  such  Marine  to  any  Imprison- 
ment, solitary  or  otherwise,  and  with  or  without  hard  Labour, 
in  any  public  Prison  or  other  Place  which  such  Court  may 
appoint,  or  to  Corporal  Punishment  not  extending  to  Life  or 
Limb,  for  Immoralitjr,  Misbehaviour,  or  Neglect  oi  Duty ;  and 
such  Court  may,  in  addition  to  either  of  the  said  Punishments, 
sentence  a  Marine  to  Forfeiture  of  all  Advantage  as  to  additional 
Pay,  and  to  Pension  on  Discharge,  for  disgraceful  Conduct  in 
wilfully  maiming  or  injuring  himself,  or  any  other  Marine  at 
the  Instance  of  such  Marine,  widi  Intent  to  render  himself  or 
«uch  other  Marine  unfit  for  the  Service;  in  tampering  with 
his  Eyes;  in  malingering,  feigning  Disease,  absenting  himself 
from  Hospital  while  under  Medicd  Care,  or  other  gross  Viola- 
tion of  the. Rules  of  any  Hospital,  thereby  wilfully  producing 
or  aggravating  Disease  or  Infirmity,  or  wilfully  delaying  his 
Cure ;  in  purloining  or  selling  Government  Stores ;  in  stealing 
any  Money  or  Goo^  the  Property  of  a  Comrade,  of  a  Military 
Officer,  or  of  any  Military  or  Divisional  or  Regimental  Mess ; 
in  producing  false  or  fraudulent  Accounts  or  Returns ;  in  em- 
bezzUng  or  fraudulently  misapplying  Public  Money  intrusted 
,to  him ;  or  for  any  other  disgraceful  Conduct,  being  of  a  cruel, 
indecent,  unnatural,  felonious,  or  fraudulent  Nature ;  and  such 
Offender  may  be  further  put  under  Stoppages,  not  exceeding 
Two  Thirds  of  his  daily  Pay,  until  the  Amount  be  made  good 
;of  any  Loss  or  Daniage  arising  out  of  his  Misconduct  \  and  if 
jany  Marine  shall  be  convicted  of  any  such  disgraceful  Conduct, 

and 
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and  shall  be  sentenced  to  Forfeiture  of  his  Claim  to  Pension, 
the  Court  may  further  recommend  him  to  be  discharged  with 
Ignominy  from  His  Majesty's  Service ;  and  any  such  Court  shall  ^ 
deprive  a  Marine,  if  convicted  of  the  Charge  of  habitual  Drun* 
kenness,  of  his  Liquor  when  issued  in'Kind,  or  of  his  Allowance 
in  lieu  of  Beer  or  Liquor,  or  of  additional  Pay,  or  of  such  * 

Portion  of  his  daily  Pay,  for  any  Period  not  exceeding  Two 
Years,  as  may  accord  with  the  Rules  and  Articles  of  War,  subject 
to  Restoration  on  subsequent  good  Conduct ;  and  in  addition  to 
any  such  Punishment,  the  Court  may,  if  it  shall  think  fit,  sen- 
tence such  QfiFender  to  Imprisonment  or  to  Corporal  Punishment; 
provided  that  in  ail  the  aforegoing  Causes  the  Sentence  of  a  Dis- 
trict or  Garrison  Court-martial  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  General

received  any  Warrant  empowering  him  to  assemble  Courts- 
martial  ;  and  every  such  Court-martial  shall  have  the  same 
Powers  in  regard  to  summonu^  and  examining  Witnesses,  Trial 
of  and  Sentence  upon  Offenders,  as  are  granted  by  this  Act  to 
General  Courts-martial:  Provided  that  no  Sentence  of  any  such 
Court-martial  shall  be  executed  until  the  General  commanding 
in  chief  the  Army  to  which  the  Division,  Brigade,  Detachment, 
or  Party  to  which  any  Person  so  tried  shall  belong  shall  have 
approved  and  confirmed  the  same.

damaged,  may  be  tried  for  the  same  by  a  General  Court-martial,

Justice  or  Baron  shall  make  an  Order  for  the  Transportation  of 
such  Offender  upon,  the  Terms  and  for  the  Time  which  shall  be 
specified  in  such  Notification,  and  shall  also  do  all  such  other 
Acts  consequent  upon  the  samc^  as  any  such  Justice  or  Baron  is 
authorized  to  make  or  do  by  any  Statute  or  Statutes  in  force  at 
the  Time  of  making  any  such  Orders  in  relation  to  the  Trans- 
portation of  Offenders ;  and  such  Order,  and  other  Acts  to  be  so 
made  and  done  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  obeyed  and  executed  by 
such  Person  in  whose  Custody  such  Offender  shall  at  that  Time 
be,  and  by  all  other  Persons  whom  it  may  concern,  and  shall 
be  as  effectual,  and  have  all  the  same  Consequences,  as  any  Order 
inade  under  the  Authority  of  any  Statute  with  respect  to  any 
Offender  in  such  Statute  mentioned ;  and  every  Sheriff,  Gaoler, 
Keeper,  Governor,  or  Superintendent  whom  it  may  concern,  and 
all  Constables  and  other  Persons,  shall  be  bound  to  obey  the 
aforesaid  Order  and  Orders,  be  assistant  in  the  Execution  there- 
of and  be  liable  to  the  same  Punishment  for  Disobedience  or 
interrupting  the  Execution  of  the  same  as  they  would  be  if  the 
same  had  been  made  under  the  Autliority  of  any  other  Act  of 
Parliament ;  and  every  Person  so  ordered  to  be  transported  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  subject  respectively  to  all  and  every  the  Pe- 
nalties and  Provisions  made  by  Law  and  in  force  concerning  Per- 
sons convicted  of  any  Crime,  and  sentenced  to  be  transported,  or 
receiving  His  Majesty's  Pardon  on  Condition  of  Transportation ; 
and  from  the  Time  when  such  Order  of  Transportation  shall 
be  made  every  Law  and  Statute  now  in  force  touching  the  Escape 
of  Felons  or  their  afterwards  returning,  or  their  beins;  at  large 
without  Leave,  shall  apply  to  such  Offender,  and  to  ail  Persons 
aiding,  abetting,  contriving,  or  assisting  in  any  Escape  or  in- 
tended Escape,  or  the  returning  without  Leave  of  any  such 
Offender;  and  the  Judge  who  [shall  make  any  Order  of  Trans- 
portation as  aforesaid  shall  direct  the  Notification  of  His  Mryesty's 
Pleasure,  and  his  own  Order  made  thereupon,  to  be  filed  and 
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kept  of  Record  in  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  of  the 
Court  of  King's  Bench ;  and  the  said  Clerk  shall  have  a  Fee 
of  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence  only  for  filing  the  same,  and 
shall,  on  Application,  deliver  a  Certificate  in  Writing  (not  taking 
more  than  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence  for  the  same)  to  such 
Offender  or  to  any  Person  applying  in  his  or  in  His  Majesty's 
Behalf,  showing  the  Christian  and  Surname  of  such  Offender^ 
the  Place  where  the  Court  was  held  before  whom  he  was  con- 
victedy  and  the  Conditions  on  which  the  Order  of  Transportation 
was  given;  which  Certificate  shall  be  sufficient  Proof  of  the 
Conviction  and  Sentence  of  such  Offender,  and  also  of  the 
Terms  on  which  such  Order  for  his  Transportation  was  given, 
in  any  Court  and  in  any  Proceeding  wherein  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  inquire  into  the  same. 

XVIII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  when  any  Sentence  of 
Death  shall  be  commuted  for  Transportation,    or  when  any 

T^!^l^^^ll^   Marine  shall  by  Court-martial  be  adjudged  to  be  transported, 

as  authoriaed  by  this  Act,  it  shall  be  lawnil  for  the  Command- 
ing Officer  of  the  Division  to  which  such  Marine  shall  have 
belonged  to  cause  him  to  be  conveyed  to  the  nearest  Ship  for 
the  Keception  of  Convicts,  or  if  there  shall  be  no  such  Ship 
in  the  Neighbourhood  of  the  Division,  then  to  the  Gaol  of  the 
County  in  which  such  Divisioh  shall  be  stationed,  there  to 
remain  in  safe  Custody  until  he  shall  be  removed  therefix)m  by 
due  Authority  under  an  Order  for  his  Transportation  to  be  made 
by  some  Justice  of  the  King's  Bench  or  Common  Pleas  or  Baron 
of  the  Exchequer  as  aforesaid ;  and  that  a  Certificate  of  his 
Sentence,  after  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Lord 
High  Admiral,  or  tl^e  Commissioners  for  executing  the  Office  of 
Lord  High  Admiral,  (such  Certificate  to  be  signed  by  the  Com- 
manding Officer  of  the  Division  from  which  he  shall  be  sent,) 
shall  be  a  sufficient  Order,  Requisition,  and  Authority  to  the 
Superintendent  or  Chief  Officer  of  the  Convict  Ship,  or  the 
Sheriff  or  the  Keeper  of  the  Gaol  of  the  County,  as  the  Case 
may  be^  to  receive  and  detain  him :  Provided  always,  that  in 
case  of  any  such  Offender  being  so  conveyed  to  the  Gaol  of  the 
County,  me  usual  Allowance  of  Sixpence  per  Diem  shall  be 
made  to  the  Keeper  of  the  Gaol  for  the  Subsistence  of  such 
Offender  during  his  Detention  therein,  which  Allowance  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Pavmaster  of  the  Division  upon  Production  to 
him  by  the  said  Keeper  of  a  Declaration,  to  be  made  by  him 
before  One  of  His  Majesty's  Justices  of  the  Peace  of  such 
County,  of  the  Number  of  D^ys  during  which  the  Offender  shall 
have  been  so  detained  and  subsisted  in  such  Gaol. 

XIX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  in  all  Cases  of  any  Person 
belonging  to  the  Royal'  Marine  Forces  being  sentenced  by  any 
General  or  other  Court-martial  to  Imprisonment  in  any  House  of 
Correction,  Common  Gaol,  or  public  Prison,  the  Gaolers  and 
Keepers  of  such  Houses  of  Correction,  Gaols,  or  Prisons  re- 
spectively shall  receive  into  their  Custody  every  such  Person, 
upon  receiving  an  Order  in  Writing  for  that  Purpose  from  the 
Commanding  Officer  of  the  Division  at  which  such  Court-martial 
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shall  have  been  held,  together  with  a  Copy  of  the  Sentence  at- 
tested by  the  said  Commanding  Officer,  and  shall  detain  him  in 
Confinement  in  the  Manner  and  for  the  Period  mentioned  in 
such  Sentence,  or  until  he  be  duly  discharged,  or  shall  deliver 
him  up  to  such  Person  producing  an  Order  in  Writing  to  that 
Effiect  from  any  such  Commanding  Officer,  although  the  Period 
for  which  he  was  committed  shall  not  have  expired;  and  every 
soch  Gaoler  or  Keeper  refusing  or  neglecting  to  receive  and 
confine  any  such  Person,  pursuant  to  such  Sentence,  or  to  dis- 
charge him  upon  any  such  Order,  shall,  on  being  convicted 
thereof,  forfeit  for  every  such  Offence  the  Sum  of  One  hundred 
Founds. 

XX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  Place  of  Can* 
expedient  it  shall  be  lawfiil  for  the  said  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  Jj^JJJlf' 
the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High  Ad-  i^^  f^tmaaJSi^ 
miral,  for  the  Time  being,  by  any  Order  in  Writing  to  be  made 
fi>r  that  Purpose,  under  the  Hand  of  the  said  Lord  High  Admiral, 
or  the  Hands  of  Two  or  more  of  the  Commissioners  aforesaid, 
and  the  Seal  of  the  Office  of  Admiralty,  to  change  the  Place 
of  Confinement  expressed  in  any  Sentence  of  a  Court-martial 
to  be  held  under  the  Authority  of  this  Act,  either  previous  to 
the  Commitment  of  the  Offender  or  under  any  such  Sentence, 
or  at  any  Time  during  the  Period  of  his  Confinement,  and  so 
from  Time  to  Time  as  often  as  it  shall  be  deemed  requisite ;  and 
the  Gaoler  or  other  Person  having  the  Custody  of  such  Ofiender 
shall,  immediately  on  the  Receipt  of  any  such  Order,  remove  and 
convey  such  Ofiender  to  the  Gaol,  Prison,  or  House  of  Correction 
mentioned  in  the  said  Order  so  to  be  made  as  aforesaid  (for  the 
Charges  of  which  Removal  and  Conveyance  he  shall  be  allowed 
a  ^um  not  exceeding  One  Shilling  per  Mile) ;  and  every  Gaoler 
or  Keeper  of  such  last-mentioned  Gaol  or  House  of  Correction 
shall  thereupon,  and  upon  being  furnished  with  a  Copy  of  the 
Sentence  of  Confinement,  and  of  such  Order  of  Removal,  (such 
Copies  respectively  to  be  attested  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Admi- 
Tslty  for  the  Time  being,)  receive  into  his  Custody  and  shall  con- 
fine^ pursuant  to  such  Sentence,  every  such  Offender,  under  the 
like  Penalty  and  Forfeiture,in  case  of  Refusal  or  Neglect,  as  is 
lasdy  herein-before  provided. 

XXL  And  be  it  enacted,  That 'all  Crimes  and  Offences  com-  offenden 
mitted  against  any  former  Act  made  for  the  Regulation  of  the  against  fonntr 
Royal   Marine  Forces  while  on  Shore,  or  against  any  of  the  ^^^^^ 
Rules,   R^ulations,  or  Articles  of  War  made  and  established  J^^  ^^  ^^ 
by  virtue  of  the  same^  may  during  the  Continuance  of  this  Act 
be  inquirbd  of  and  punished  in  like  Manner  as  if  thev  had  been 
committed  against  this   Act;  and  every  Warrant  for  holding 
any  Court-martial  under  any  former  Act  shall  remain  in  fiiU 
Force  notwithstanding  the  Expiration  of  such  Act;  and  all  Pro- 
ceedings of  any  Court-martial  upon  any  Trial   begun   under 
the  Authority  of  such  former  Act  shall  not  be  discontinued  by 
the  Expiration  of  the  same :  Provided  always,  that  no  Person  shall  Limitation  m 
be  liable  to  be  tried  and  punished  for  any  Offence  against  any  of  ^  Time 
the  said  Acts  or  Articles  of  War  which  shall  appear  to  have  been 
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committed  more  than  Three  Years  before  tlie  issuing  of  the 
Commission  or  Warrant  for  such  Trial,  unless  the  Person  accused, 
by  reason  of  his  having  absented  himself,  or  of  some  other  ma- 
nifest Impediment,  shall  not  have  been  amenable  to  Justice 
within  that  Period,  in  which  Case  such  Person  shall  be  liable  to 
be  tried  at  any  Time  not  exceeding  Two  Years  after  the  Impedi- 
ment shall  have  ceased ;  and  provided  also,  that  if  any  Officer  or 
Marine  in  any  Place  beyond  the  Seas  shall  commit  any  of 
tlie  Offences  punishable  by  Courtrmartial  under  this  Act,  and 
shall  escape,  and  come  or  be  brought  into  this  Realm,  before 
he  be  tried  for  the  same,  he  shall,  wnen  apprehended,  be  tried 
for  the  same  as  if  such  Offence  had  been  committed  within  this 
Realm. 

XXII.  And  be  it  enacted,  Tliat  no  Person  who  shall  have 
been  acquitted  or  convicted  of  any  Offence  at  any  Court-martial 
shall  be  liable  to  be  tried  a  Second  Time  for  the  same  Offence, 
except  in  the  Case  of  an  Appeal  from  a  Divisional  to  a  Greneral 
Court-martial ;  andthat  no  Sentence  of  any  Court-martial,  signed 
by  the  President  thereof,  shall  be  liable  to  be  revised  more  than 
once ;  and  no  Witness  shall  be  examined  nor  shall  any  additional 
Evidence  be  received  by  the  Court  on  such  Revision. 

XXIIL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Marine  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  Pay  for  any  Pei'iod  during  which  he  shall  have  been 
absent,  without  due  Authority,  from  his  Duty  in  His  Majesty's 
Service;  and  that  every  Non-commissioned  Officer,  Drummer, 
or  Private  Marine  who  shall,  by  the  Sentence  of  any  Court  of 
Law  or  Court-martial,  or  by  the  Warrant  of  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  be  committed  to  Prison,  or  who  shall  be  confined  for 
'Debt,  shall  forfeit  all  Right  to  any  Pay  from  the  Day  of  his  Ar- 
rest during  the  Time  of  his  Imprisonment ;  and  the  Gaoler  or 
other  Person  in  whose  Custody  he  shall  be  shall  receive  the 
Sum  of  Sixpence  per  Diem  out  of  the  Pay  of  such  Non-com- 
missioned Officer  or  Private  Marine,  to  be  applied  for  his  Sub- 
sistence during  the  Time  he  shall  continue  in  Custody ;  which 
said  Siun  shidl,  under  the  Authority  of  the  Lord  High  Ad- 
miral, or  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  Office  of  Lord 
High  Admiral  for  the  Time  being,  be  paid  to  the  said  Gaoler, 
upon  the  Application  in  Writing  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Admiralty  by  any  Justice  for  the  County  or  Place  in  which  such 
Gaol  shall  be  situate^  accompanied  by  a  Copy  of  the  Order 
under  which  the  Prisoner  is  confined :  Provided  always,  that  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  the  said  Com- 
missioners, for  the  Time  being,  if  they  shall  think  fit,  to  order 
the  Issue  and  Payment  of  any  Arrears  of  Pay,  or  of  the  Sur- 
plus of  such  Pay,  or  any  Portion  thereof,  to  or  on  account  of 
such  Marine,  during  or  aifter  tlie  Expiration  ofthe  Period  of  his 
Imprisonment :  Provided  also^  that  in  case  such  Imprisonment 
shall  be  in  any  Place  of  Military  Confinement,  then  the  like 
Allowance  of  Sixpence  per  Day  for  Subsistence  shall  be  made 
to  the  Marine  so  imprisoned,  in  lieu  of  all  Pay  or  otiier 
Allowances:  Provided  also,  that  in  the  Calculation  of  the 
Period  to  entitle  a   Marine  to  Pension,  or  increased  Rate  of 
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Fay  for  Service^  no  Fart  of  the  Time  daring  which  he  may 
have  been  imprisoned  shall  be  indaded. 

XXIV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Commissioned  Officer  Pay  of  Com- 
who  shall  be  arrested  and  committed  to  Prison  upon  a  Charge  "J^^h^Jd^" 
of  any  Criminal  Offence  shall  receive  any  Part  of  his  Pay  from  with  Criminal 
the  Day  of  such  Commitment  till  the  Day  of  his  Return  to  the  Oficnccs. 
Company  to  which  he  shall  belong  or  which  he  shall  be  ordered 

to  join ;  and  if  he  shall  be  acquitted  of  the  Offence  for  which 
be  was  committed,  he  shall,  upon  his  Return  to  his  Company,  ^ 

with  the  Approbation  of  the  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  the  Com- 
missioners tor  executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High  Admiral,  but 
not  otherwise,  be  entitled  to  receive  all  Arrears  of  Pay  which 
were  growing  due  during  the  Time  of  his  Confinement ;  but  if 
he  shall  be  convicted,  he  shall  forfeit  all  Right  to  any  Pay  from 
the  Day  of  his  Commitment  until  the  Day  of  his  Return  to  the 
Company  to  which  he  shall  belong  or  which  he  shall  be  ordered 
to  join. 

XXV.  And  be  it   enacted.  That  every  Judge  Advocate  or  Report  of 
Person  officiating  as  such  at  any  General  Court-martial,  or  the  ^oceedings  of 
President  of  any  other   Court-martial,   shall  transmit,  with  all 
reasonable  Expedition,  the  original  Proceedings  and  Sentence 

thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  for  the  Time  being ; 
and  that  the  Person  tried  by  any  General  Court-martial  shall, 
upon  Application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty,  be  entitled, 
at  any  Time  after  the  Expiration  of  Three  Calendar  Months  from 
the  Date  of  such  Sentence^  but  not  sooner,  whether  such  Sentence 
be  approved  or  not,  to  a  Copy  of  tlie  Proceedings  and  Sentence^ 
upon  paying  reasonably  for  die  same^  according  to  the  Length 
thereof;  provided  that  such  Demand  as  aforesaid  shall  have 
been  made  widiin  the  Space  of  Three  Years  from  the  Date  of  the 
Approval  or  other  final  Decision  upon  the  Proceedings  before 
such  General  Court-martiaL 

XX  VL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Marine  shall  be  liable  Subsequent 
to   be  tried  and  punished  for  Desertion  from  any  Corps  into  Enlistment  no 
which  he  may  liave  enUsted,  or  from  His   Majesty's   Service,  ^^^f^^^t^^ 
although  he  may  of  right  belong  to  the  Corps  from  which  he  Desertion. 
shall   have   originally  deserted;   and  if  such  Person  shall  be 
claimed  as  a  Darter  by  the  Corps  to  which  he  originally  be- 
longed, and  be  tried  as  a  Deserter*  therefrom,  or  shall  be  tried  as 
a  Deserter  from  any  oliier  Corps  into  which  he  may  have  enlisted, 
or  if  he  shall  be  tried  while  actually  serving  in  some  Corps  for 
Desertion  from  any  other  Corps,  every  Desertion  previous  or  sub- 
sequent to  that  for  which  he  shall  be  under  Trial,  as  well  as  every 
previous  Conviction  for  any  other  Offence,  may  be  given  in  Evi- 
dence as  an  Aggravation  of  the  Crime  for  which  he  shall  be 
under  Trial ;  and  in  like  Manner,  in  the  Case  of  any  Marine 
tried  for  any  Offence  whatever,  any  previous  Convictions  may  be 
given  in  Evidence  against  him ;  provided  that  no  such  Evidence 
shall  be  received  in  any  Case  until  after  the  Court  shall  have 
found  the  Prisoner   guilty  of  the  Offence  for  which  he    shall 
be  so  under  Trial,  and  then  only  for  the  Purpose  of  fixing  Punish- 
ment ;  and  provided  tliat  in  all  Cases  previous  Notice-shall  have 
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been  ^ven  to  the  Offender  of  the  Intention  to  produce  such  Evi- 
dence upon  his  Trial ;  and  provided  also,  that  before  such  Evi- 
dence shail  be  received  it  shiul  be  shown  to  the  Satisfaction  of  the 
Coiu*t  that  such  Notice  had  been  duly  given  to  him,  and  the  Court 
shall  in  no  Case  award  to  him  any  greater  or  other  Punishment 
than  may  by  this  Act  or  by  the  Articles  of  War  be  awarded  for 
the  Crime  u>r  which  he  shall  be  under  Trial. 

XXVII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Constable  of  any  Place  where  any  Person  reasonably  suspected 
to  be  a  Deserter  shall  be  found,  or  of  any  adjoining  PlaSe^  and 
if  no  such  Constable  can  be  immediately  met  with,  then  for  any 
Officer,  Marine^  or  other  Soldier  in  His  Majesty's  Service,  to  ap- 
prehend or  cause  such  suspected  Person  to  be  apprehended, 
and  cause  him  to  be  brought  before  any  Justice  living  in  or 
near  such  Place,  and  acting  for  the  same  or  any  adjoining  County, 
who  shall  examine  such  suspected  Person ;  and  if,  by  his  Confes- 
sion, or  the  Testimony  of  One  or  more  Witnesses  upon  Oath,  or 
by  the  Knowledge  of  such  Justice,  it  shall  appear  that  such 
suspected  Person  is  a  Marine  unlawfully  absent  from  his  Duty, 
such  Justice  shall  forthwith  cause  him  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
nearest  or  most  convenient  public  Prison  in  the  same  or  any 
next  adjoining  County,  and  shall  transmit  an  Account  thereof 
in  the  Form  prescribed  for  that  Purpose  in  the  Schedule  annexed 
to  this  Act,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty,  with  a  Description 
of  the  Person  of  such  Deserter,  and  the  Name  of  the  Division  to 
which  he  shall  belong,  and  also  certifying  the  Names  of  the  Per- 
sons by  whom  the  Deserter  was  apprehended ;  and  if  the  Lord 
High  Admiral,  or  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the  Office 
of  Lord  High  Admiral,  shall  be  satisfied  such  last-mentioned 
Persons  are  justly  entitled  to  a  Reward  for  such  Apprehension, 
the  said  Secretary  shall  in  return  transmit  to  such  Justice  an 
Order  upon  the  proper  Department  for  the  Payment  of  the 
Sum  of  Twenty  Shillings  as  a  Reward  to  the  Persons  so  certi- 
fied to  be  entided  thereto ;  which  Reward  shall  be  paid  and 
charged  against  the  Pay  and  Subsistence  of  any  such  Deserter, 
and  stopped  out  of  the  same :  Provided  always,  that  no  Fee  or 
Reward  shall  be  taken  by  any  Justice  or  his  Clerk,  in  respect  of 
any  Information,  Commitment,  or  Report  in  the  Case .  of  any 
such  Deserter. 

XXVIIL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  any  Person  who  shall 
voluntarily  deliver  himself  up  as  a  Deserter  from  His  Majesty's 
Royal  Marine  Forces,  or  who»  upon  being  apprehended  for  any 
Offence,  shall,  in  the  Presence  of  the  Justice,  confess  himself  to 
be  a  Deserter  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  duly 
enlisted,  and  to  be  a  Marine,  and  shall  be  liable  to  serve  in  His 
Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces,  whether  such  Person  shall 
have  been  ever  actually  enlisted  as  a  Marine  or  not ;  and  in 
case  such  Person  shall  not  be  a  Deserter  from  the  Royal  Marine 
Forces,  he  shall  be  liable  to  be  punished  as  a  Rogue  and  Vaga- 
bond, by  summary  Conviction  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace^ 
or  may  be  prosecuted  and  punished  for  obtaining  Money  under 
false  Pretences;  and  the  Confession  and  receiving  Subsistence 

as 
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as  a  Marine  by.  such  Person  shall  be  Evidence  of  the  false 
Pretence  and  of  the  obtaining  Money  to  the  Amount  of  the 
Value  of  such  Subsistence,  and  the  Value  of  such  Subsistence 
so  obtained  may  be  charged  in  the  Indictment  as  so  much 
Money  received  by  such  Person ;  and  in  case  such  Person  shall 
have  been  previously  convicted  of  the  like  Of&nce,  or  as  a 
Rogue  and  Vagabond  for  making  a  fraudulent  Confession  of 
Desertion,  such  former  Conviction  may  be  alleged  in  the  In- 
dictment, and  may  be  proved  upon  the  Trial  of  such  Person ; 
and  in  such  Indictment  for  a  Second  Offence  it  shall  be 
suflScient  to  state  that  the  Offender  was  at  a  certain  Time  and 
Place  convicted  of  obtaining  Money  under  false  Pretences  as  a 
Deserter,  or  as  a  Rogue  and  Vagabond  for  making  a  fraudulent 
Confession  of  Desertion,  without  otherwise  describhig  the  said 
0£fence ;  and  a  Certificate  containing  the  Substance  and  Effect 
only  (omitting  the  formal  Part)  of  the  Indictment  and  Con- 
viction for  the  former  Offence,  purporting  to  be  signed  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Court  or  other  Officer  having  the  Custody  of  the 
Records  of  the  Court  where  the  Offender  was  first  convicted,  or 
by  the  Deputy  of  such  Clerk,  or  by  the  Clerk  of  the  convicting 
Magistrates,  shall,  upon  Proof  of  the  Identity  of  the  Person 
of  the  Offender,  be  sufiicient  Evidence  of  the  first  Conviction, 
without  Proof  of  the  Signature  or  official  Character  of  the  Per- 
son appearing  to  have  signed  the  same ;  and  if  the  Person  so 
confessing  himself  to  be  a  Deserter  shall  be  serving  at  the  Time 
in  His  Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces  he  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
and  shall  be  dealt  with  as  a  Deserter. 

XXIX.  *  And  whereas  it  has  been  judged  expedient,  for  the  Reward  for 

«  Prevention  of  Desertion,  to  establish  Outlying  Parties  in  the  JJJ^^^* 
*  Vicinity  of  the  respective  Divisions  of  Royal  Marines  for  the  attempting  to 

<  Purpose  of  intercepting  such  Men  as  may  stra^le  or  attempt  desert. 
^  to  desert  from  Head  Quarters,  and  it  is  fit  that  Encouragement 

^  should  be  given  to  Persons  composing  such  Parties  to  be 

<  diligent  and  active  in  their  Duty  in  this  Behalf;'  be  it  there- 
fore enacted.  That  for  and  in  respect  of  every  Non-commissioned 
Officer  or  Private  Marine  so  straggling  or  attempting  to  desert, 
who  may  be  apprehended  at  a  greater  Distance  from  Head  Quar- 
ters than  is  allowed  by  the  Articles  of  War,  the  Party  or  Parties 
by  whom  he  shall  be  apprehended  shall  be  entitled  to  a  Reward 
of  Ten  Shillings  to  be  paid  upon  the  delivering  up  of  such 
Marine ;  which  Sum  of  1  en  Shillings  shall  be  charged  against 
and  stopped  and  retained  out  of  the  Pay  and  Subsistence  of 
every  such  Non-commissioned  Officer  and  Private  Marine,  in 
Kke  Manner  as  the  Reward  or  Sum  of  Twenty  Shillings  is 
herein-before  directed  to  be  charged  against,  stopped,  and  re- 
tained out  of  the  Pay  and  Subsistence  of  every  Deserter. 

XXX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Person  who  shall  in  Penalty  for 
any  Part  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions  directly  or  indirecdy  per-  inducbgor 
suade  any  Marine  to  desert,  or  shall  assist  any  Deserter  from  J^^^  ^ 
His  Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Service  in  deserting  or  in  con- 
cealing himself  from  such  Service,  knowing  him  to  be  such 
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Deserter,  shall  forfeit  for  every  sudi  Offence  the  Sum  of  Twenty 
Pounds. 

XXXL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Gaoler  or  other  Per- 
son having  the  immediate  Inspection  of  any  Prison,  Gaol,  or 
House  of  Correction  shall  diet  and  supply  every  Marine  in  his 
Custody  with  Fuel  and  other  Necessaries  according  to  the  Regu- 
lations of  the  Prison  to  which  he  shall  be  so  committed,  and 
shall  receive  on  account  of  every  such  Marine^  during  hk  Im*- 
prisonment,  Sixpence  per  Diem  for  his  Subsistence,  to  be  issued 
out  of  the  Pay  of  such  Marine^  upon  Application  in  Writing 
signed  by  any  Justice  within  whose^  Jurisdiction  such  Prison 
shall  be  locally  situated,  together  with  a  Copy  of  the  Order 
of  Commitment,  and  which  Sum  of  Sixpence  per  Diem  shall  be 
carried  to  the  Credit  of  the  Fund  from  which  the  Ezpenoe  of 
such  Prison  is  defrayed ;  and  all  Gaolers  and  Keepers  of  Prisons 
shall  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  receive 
and  confine  every  Deserter  from  the  Royal  Marines  who  sliall 
be  delivered  into  their  Charge  by  any  Officer,  Soldier,  or  Marine 
conveying  any  such  Deserter  under  lawful  Authority,  on  the 
Production  of  the  Warrant  or  Authority  on  which  such  Deserter 
shall  have  been  taken  or  detained;  and  every  Gaoler  or  Keeper 
so  receiving  a  Deserter  shall  be  entitled  to  One  Shilling  for  the 
safe  Custod^  of  him,  while  halted  on  the  March,  and  to  such 
daily  Subsistence  as  is  herein-before  provided  fbr  the  Mainte- 
nance of  Marines  confined  under  any  Sentence  or  otherwise. 

jCXXIL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Gaoler,  having 
Notice  that  any  Person  in  his  Custody  is  a  Marine  liable  to 
serve  His  Majesty,  shall,  previous  to  the  Expiration  of  the  Period 
of  the  Imprisonment  of  such  Marine,  give  One  Month's  Notice, 
or  if  there  shall  not  be  sufficient  Time  for  a  Month's  Notice, 
then  the  longest  practicable  Notice  thereof  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  AdminuQr. 

XXXIII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Marine  Officer  wha 
shall,  without  Warrant  from  One  or  more  of  His  Majesty's  Jus- 
tices, forcibly  enter  into  or  break  open  the  Dwelling  House  or 
Outhouses  of  any  Person  whomsoever,  under  Pretence  of  search- 
ing for  Deserters,  shall,  upon  due  Proof  thereof  forfeit  the  Sum 
of  Twenty  Pounds. 

XXXIV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Person  ixiio  shall 
receive  Enlisting  Money  to  serve  in  the  Royal  Marines  from 
any  Person  employed  in  the  Recruiting  Service^  he  being  an 
Officer,  Non-commissioned  Officer,  or  attested  Marine,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  enlisted  as  a  Marine  in  His  Majesty's^  Service, 
and  while  he  shall  remain  with  the  Recruiting  Party  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  billetted ;  and  every  Person  who  sliall  enlist  any 
Recruit  shall  first  ask  the  Person  offering  to  enlist  whether  he 
does  or  does  not  belong  to  the  Militia,  and  shall  cause  to  be 
taken  down  in  Writing  the  Name  and  Place  of  Abode  of  such 
Recruit,  and  if  such  Recruit  shall  not  reside  in  or  in  the  Vicinity 
of  the  Town  or  Place  where  he  offered  to  enlist,  the  Place  also 
at  which  he  shall  declare  that  he  intends  to  sleep,  in  order  that, 

within 
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within  Forty-eight  but  not  sooner  than  Twenty-four  Hours  after 
his  having  received  the  Enlisting  Money,  Notice  of  his  having 
so  enlisted  be  given  to  the  Recruit,  or  left  at  his  usual  Place  of 
Abode,  or  at  Uie  Place  where  he  stated  that  it  was  his  Inten- 
tion to  sleep ;  and  when  any  Person  shall  be  enlisted  as  a 
Marine,  he  shall,  within  Four  Days,  any  intervening  Sunday 
not  included,  but  not  sooner  than  Twenty-four  Hours,  any  in- 
tervening Sunday  not  included,  after  such  Enlisting,  appear^ 
together  with  some  Person  employed  in  the  Recruiting  Service 
of  the  Party  with  which  he  shall  have  enlisted,  before  a  Jus- 
tice residing  in  the  Vicinity  of  the  Place,  and  acting  for  the 
Division  or  District  where  such  Recruit  shall  have  been  en- 
listed, and  not  being  an  Officer  in  the  Marines ;  and  if  such 
Recruit  shall  declare  his  having  voluntarily  enlisted,  the  said 
Justice  shall  put  to  him  the  several  Questions  contained  in  the 
Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed,  and  shall  record  or  cause  to  be 
recorded  in  Writing  his  Answers  thereunto ;  and  the  said  Justice 
is  hereby  required  forthwith  to  cause  the  Answers  so  recorded 
in  Writing,  and  the  Third,  Fourth,  and  Fifth  Articles  of  the 
Second  Section  of  the  Articles  of  War  against  Mutiny,  and  the 
First  Article  of  the  Third  Section  of  the  said  Articles  of  War 
against  Desertion,  to  be  read  over  in  his  own  Presence  to  such 
Recruit,  and  to  administer  to  such  Recruit  the  Oath  in  the  Sche- 
dule' to  this  Act  annexed  applicable  to  the  Case  of  a  Recruit; 
and  the  said  Justice  is  hereby  required  jto  give,  under  his 
Hand,  the  Certificate  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed ;  and 
if  any  such  Recruit  so  to  be  certified  shall  refuse  to  take  the 
Oath  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed  before  the  said  Jus- 
tice, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Officer  or  Non-conunissioned 
Officer  with  whom  he  enlisted  to  detain  and  confine  such  Pei'son 
until  he  sliall  take  the  said  Oath  of  Fidelity. 

XXXV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  any  Recruit  appearing  Dissent  and 
within  Four  Days  as  aforesaid  before  such  Justice  shaJl  be  at  R«J;ef  from 
liberty  to  declare  his  Dissent  to  such  Enlisting,  and  upon  such 
Declaration  and  returning  the  Enlisting  Money,  and  fdso  paying 
the  Sum  of  Twenty  Shillings  for  the  Charges  expended  upon 
him,  together  with  the  full  Amount  of  Subsistence  and  Beer 
Money  which  shall  have  been  paid  to  such  Recruit  subsequent  to 
his  Enlistment,  shall  be  forthwith  discharged  in  the  Presence  of 
such  Justice;  but  if  such  Person  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  within 
the  Space  of  Twenty-four  Hours  after  so  declaring  his  Dissent, 
to  return  and  pay  such  Money  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  deemed 
and  taken  to  be  enlisted  as  if  he  had  given  his  Assent  thereto 
before  the  said  Justice ;  and  it  shall  also  be  lawful  for  any  Jus-^ 
tice  to  discharge  any  Person  who  shall  have  hastily  enlisted,' 
and  who  shall  apply  to  him  to  declare  his  Dissent  within  such 
Four  Days  as  aforesaid,  upon  Payment  of  the  Sum  of  Money 
required  to  be  paid  by  any  Recruit  declaring  his  Dissent  under 
this  Act,  notwithstanding  no  Person  belonging  to  the  Recruit- 
ing Party  shall  be  with  the  Recruit,  provided  it  shall  appear 
to  such  Justice,  upon  Proof  to  his  Satisfaction,  that  the  Recruit- 
ing Party  has  left  the  Place  where  such  Recruit  was  enlisted,  or 

that 
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that  the  Recruit  could  not  procure  any  Person  belonging  to 
such  Party  to  go  with  him  Before  the  Justice ;  and  the  Sum  paid 
by  such  Recruit  upon  his  Discharge  shall  be  kept  by  the  Jus- 
tice^ and  paid  to  any  Person  belonging  to  the  Recruiting  Party 
entitled  thereto,  and  demanding  the  same:  Provided  always, 
that  no  Recruit  who  has  actually  though  erroneously  been  <jQs- 
charged  by  the  Justice  before  the  Expiration  of  Twenty-fom 
Hours  after  the  Time  of  his  Enlbtment  shall  be  liable  on  that 
Account  to  be  proceeded  against  as  having  deserted  from  His 
Majesty's  Service;  and  the  Justice  who  shall  discharge  any 
Recruit  shall  in  every  Casa  give  to  him  a  Certificate,  under  his 
Hand,  specifying  the  Cause  thereof. 
Apptentioef  XXXVI.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  any  Person  duly  bound  as

I!£^a*"e^'     Forces,  and  shall  state  to  the  Magistrate  before  whom  he  shall  be 
ntion  ofth^"   attested  that  he  is  not  an  Apprentice,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
AppreodoMfaip.  obtaining  Money  by  false  Pretences,  and  shall,  after  the  Expira- 
tion of  his  Apprenticeship,  whether  he  shall  have  been  so  con- 
victed and  punished  or  not,  be  liable  to  serve  as  a  Marine,  and 
if  on  the  Expiration  of  his  Apprenticeship  he  shall  not  deliver 
himself  up  to  some  OflScer  audiorized  to  receive  Recruits  may 
be  taken  as  a  Deserter  from  His  Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces. 
Puniihmeoior        XXX VIL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Apprentice  claimed 
Apprantioet       by  his  Master  shall  be  taken  from  any  Division,  Detachment, 

Recruiting  Party,  or  Ship  of  His  Majesty,  except  under  a  War- 
rant of  a  Justice  residing  near  and  within  whose  Jurisdiction 
such  Apprentice  shall  then  happen  to  be,  before  whom  he  shall 
be  carried ;  and  such  Justice  shall  inquire  into  the  Matter  upon 
Oath  (which  Oath  he  is  hereby  empowered  to  administer),  and 
require  the  Production  and  Proof  of  the  Indenture,  and  that 
Notice  of  the  said  Warrant  has  been  given  to  and  a  Copy  lefl

or  Invalid  Battalion,  ;and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  such  Pro-

be  lawful  for  any  Two  Justices  before  whom  any  Recruit  shall 
be  brought,  and  who  shall  be  proved  upon  Oath  before  them 
to  have  wilfully  concealed  his  having  been  a  Marine  or  Soldier 
and  discharged,  or  to  have  concealed  his  having  been  discharged 
on  any  prior  Enlistment,  or  to  have  wilfully  concealed  any  In- 
firmity upon  being  attested,  or  designedly  made  any  false  Repre- 
sentation, to  adjudge  such  Person  to  b^  a  Rogue  and  Vagabond, 
and  to  sentence  him  to  such  Punishment  as  by  any  Law  now  in 
force  may  be  inflicted  on  Rogues  and  Vagabonds  and  Vagrants 
and  incorrigible  Rogues ;  and  any  Recruit  who  shall  designedly 
make  any  false  Representation  of  any  Particular  contained  in 
the  Oaths  and  Certificates  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed 
before  the  Justice  at  the  Time  of  his  Attestation,  and  shall 
thereby  obtain  any  Enlisting  Money,  or  any  Bounty  for  enters 
ing  into  His  Majesty's  Service,  or  any  other  Money,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  obtaining  Money  under  &lse  Pretences,  within 
the  true  Intent  and  Meanmg,  if  in  England^  of  an  Act,  intituled

9  0.4. 6.55.       His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth,  intituled  An  Act  fir 

consolidating  and  amending  the  Laws  in  Ireland  rdative  to  Larceny 
and  other  Offences  connected  therewith  ;  and  the  Production  of  such 
Certificate,  and  Proof  of  the  Handwriting  of  the  Justice  giving 
such  Certificate,  shall  be  suffibient  Evidence  of  such  Party  hav- 
ing represented  the  several  Particulars  contained  in  the  Oath 
sworn  by  him,  and  specified  in  the  Certificate  of  the  Justice  at 
the  Time  of  his  having  been  attested ;  and  that  Proof  by  the 
Oath  of  One  or  more  credible  Witnesses  that  the  Person  so  pro-

this  Act  be  recovered  before  a  Justice. 

XL.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Marine  Officer  who  shall  Penalty  on 
designedly  act  contrary  to  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  in  any  5^**"  offend- 
respect  regarding  the  enlisting  and  attesting  of  Recruits  for  His  lisuMnt. 
Majesty's  Service,  shall,  upon  Proof  thereof  upon  Oath  by  Two 
Witnesses  before  a  General  Court-martial,   be  cashiered,  and 
disabled  to  hold  any  Civil  or  Military  Office  or  Employment 
in  His  Majesty's  Service. 

XLL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Master  shall  be  entitled  to  Claims  of 
claim  an  Apprentice  who  shall  enlist  as  a  Marine  in  His  Ma-  Masters  to 
jestys  Service,  unless  such  Master  shall,  within  One  Calendar  ^pp™"*"*^®^ 
Month  next  after  such  Apprentice  shall  have  left  his  Service, 
go  before  some  Justice,  and  take  and  subscribe  the  Oath  men- 
tioned in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  annexed,  and  at  the  Time 
of  making  his  Claim  produce  to  the  Officer  under  whose  Com- 
mand the  Recruit  shall  be  the  Certificate  of  such  Justice  of 
his  having  taken  such  Oath,  which  Certificate  such  Justice  is 
required  to  give  in  the  Form  in  the  Schedule  to  this  Act  an- 
nexed ;  nor  unless  such  Apprentice  shall  have  been  bound,  if  in 
Englandy  for  the  full  Term  of  Seven  Years,  (not  having  been 
above  the  Age  of  Fourteen  when  so  bound,)  and,  if  in  Ireland 
or  in  the  British  Isles,  for  the  full  Term  of  Five  Years  at  the 
^east,  (not  having  been  above  the  Age  of  Sixteen  when  so 
bound,)  and,  if  in  Scotland^  for  the  full  Term  at  least  of  Four 
Years,  by  a  regular  Contract  of  Indenture  of  Apprenticeship, 
duly  extended,  signed,  and  tested,  and  binding  on  both  Parties 
by  the  Law  of  Scotland^  prior  to  the  Period  of  Enlistment, 
and  unless  such  Contract  or  Indenture  in  Scotland  shall,  within 
Three  Months  after  the  Commencement  of  the  Apprenticeship 
and  before  the  Period  of  Enlistment,  have  been  produced  to  a  ' 
Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  County  in  Scotland  wherein  the 
Parties  reside,  and  there  shall  have  been  indorsed  thereon  by 
such  Justice  a  Certificate  or  Declaration  signed  by  him,  verify- 
ing the  Date  when  'and  the  Person  by  whom  such  Contract  or 
Indenture  shall  have  been  sa  produced,  which  Certificate,  or 
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Declaration  such  Justice  of  the  Peace  is  hereby  required  to  in- 
dorse and  sign ;  nor  unless  any  such  Apprentice  shall,  when 
claimed  by  such  Master,  be  under  Twenty-one  Years  of  Age ; 
provided  that  any  Master  of  an  Apprentice  indentured  for  the 
Sea  Service  shall  be  entitled  to  claim  and  recover  him  in  the 
Form  and  Manner  above  directed,  notwithstanding  such  Ap- 
prentice may  have  been  bound  for  a  less  Term  than  Seven, 
Five,  or  Four  Years  as  aforesaid ;  and  any  such  Master  who 
shall  give  up  the  Indentures  of  Apprenticeship  within  One 
Month  after  the  enlisting  of  such  Apprentice  sludl  be  entitled 
to  receive^  to  his  own  Use^  so  much  of  the  Bounty  payable  to 
such  Recruit,  after  deducting  therefrom  Two  Guineas  to  provide 
him  with  Necessaries,  as  shaU  not  have  been  paid  to  such 
Recruit  before  Notice  ^ven  of  his  being  an  Apprentice. 
Miisten,and  XLII.  And  be  it  enacted,  Tliat  Musters,  as  have  been  ctis- 

Pouky  on  ftlM  tomary,  shall  be  taken  of  every  Division  or  Company  of  Royal 

Marines  once  in  every  Calendar  Month,  as  shall  be  appointed ; 
and  no  Officer  or  Marine  shall  be  absent  fit>m  any  such  Muster, 
unless  duly  certified  to  be  employed  on  some  other  Duty  of  the 
Corps,  or  sick,  or  in  Prison,  or  on  Furlough  y  and  every  Person 
belonging  to  His  Majesty's  Service  who  snail  give  or  procure  to 
be  given  any  untrue  Certificate,  thereby  to  excuse  any  Person 
from  any  Muster  or  other  Service  which  he  ought  to  attend  or 

Sirform,  or  shall  make  any  false  or  untrue  Muster  of  Man  or 
orse,  or  shall  willingly  allow  or  sign  any  false  Muster  or  Dupli- 
cate thereof,  or  shall  directly  or  indirectly  take  or  receive  any 
Money  or  Gratuity  for  mustering  any  Person,  or  for  signing 
any  Muster  Roll  or  Duplicate,  or  shall  knowingly  muster  any 
Person  by  a  wrong  Name,  shall,  upon  Proof  by  Two  Witnesses* 
before  a  General  Court-martial,  for  any  such  Offence  be  forth"> 
with  cashiered,  and  disabled  to  have  or  hold  any  Civil  or 
Military  Office  or  Employment  in  the  Service  of  His  Majes^ ; 
and  any  Person  who  shall  fraudulently  offer  or  procure  himself 
to  be  falsely  mustered,  or  lend  or  furnish  any  Horse  to  be  falsely 
mustered,  shall^  upon  Proof  thereof  by  the  Oaths  of  Two  Wit- 
nesses before  some  Justice  of  the  Peace  residing  near  to  the 
Place  where  such  Muster  shall  be  made,  forfeit  the  Sum  of 
Twenty  Pounds,  and  the  Informer,  if  he  belong  to  His  Majesty's 
Service,  shall,  if  he  demand  it,  be  forthwith  discharged ;  and  if 
any  Person  not  belonging  to  His  Majesty's  Service  shall  give  or 
sign  any  untrue  Certificate  of  Illness  or  otherwise,  in  order  to 
excuse  any  Officer  or  Marine  from  Appearance  at  any  Muster, 
or  whereby  His  Majesty's  Service  may  be  defrauded,  every 
Person  so  offi^nding  shall  for  every  such  Offence  forfeit  the  Sum 
of  Twenty  Pounds. 

XLIII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  Muster  Rolls  and  Pay 
Lists  of  Royal  Marines  required  to  be  verified  upon  Oath  shall 
be  sworn  before  and  attested  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  with- 
out Fee  or  Reward  to  himself  or  his  Clerk. 

XLIV.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  when  there  shall  not  be  any 
Officer  of  His  Majesty's  Land  or  Marine  Forces  of  the  Rank  of 
Captain  .or  of  a  superior  Rank,  or  any  Adjutant  of  Militia, 

within 
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idthin  convenient  Distance  of  the  Place  where  any  Non-com- 
missioned Officer  or  Marine  on  Furlough  shall  be  detained  by 
Sickness  or  other  Casualty  rendering  necessary  any  Extension^ 
of  such  Furlough,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Justice,  who  shall 
be  satisfied  of  such  Necessity,  to  grant  an  Extension  of  Furlough 
for  a  Period  not  exceeding  One  Month;  and  the  said  Justice 
shall  immediately  certify  suchExtension,  and  the  Cause  thereof, 
to  the  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Division  or  Detachment  to 
which  the  Man  belongs,  if  known,  and  if  not,  then  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Admimlty,  in  order  that  the  necessary  Allow- 
ance of  Pay  and  Subsistence  may  be  remitted  to  the  Marine, 
who  shall  not  during  the  Period  of  such  Extension  of  Furlough 
be  liable  to  be  treated  as  a  Deserter ;  provided  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  exempt  any  Marine 
from  Trial  and  Punishment,  according  to  the  Provision  of  this 
Act,  for  any  fidse  Representation  made  by  him  in  that  Behalf 
to  the  said  Officer  or  Justice  so  extending  the  Furlough,  or 
for  any  Breach  of  Discipline  pommitted  by  him  in  applying  ' 

for  and  obtaining  the  said  Extension  of  Furlough. 

XLV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  every  Marine  upon  being  M«iching 
discharged  from  the  Service  shall  be  entitled  to  an  Allowance  ^^bw! 
(not  exceeding  in  any  Case  the  Amount  of  Twenty-one  Days 
marching  Money)  to  enable  him  to  reach  his  Home,  which  Al- 
lowance shall  be  calculated  according  to  the  Distance  he  has  to 
travel :  Provided  always,  that  ho  Person  who  shall  purchase  his 
own  Discharge,  or  be  discharged  on  account  of  Misbehaviour, 
or  at  his  own  Desire,  before  the  Expiration  of  his  Period  of 
Service,  shall  be  entitled  to  any  such  Allowance. 

XLVI.  <  And  whereas  there  is  and  may  be  Occasion  for  the  BUiettbig  of 
marching  and  also  for  the  quartering  of  the  Royal  Marine  Marinefc 
Forces  when  on  Shore  ;*  be  it  enacted,  That  during  the  Con- 
tinuance of  this  Act,  upon  the  Order  or  Orders  in  Writing  in 
that  Behalf  under  the  Hand  of  the  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  the 
Hands  of  Two  or  more  of  the  Commissioners  for  executing  the 
Office  of  Lord  High  Admiral,  for  the  Time  bein^,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  all  Constables  and  other  Persons  specifiea  in  this  Act 
in  England  and  Ireland^  and  they  are  hereby  required,  to  billet 
the  Officers  and  Marines,  whether  marching  or  otherwise,  and 
also  all  Staff  and  Field  Officers  Horses,  and  all  Bat  and  Bag- 
gage Hoi*8es  belonging  to  the  Royal  Marine  Forces,  when  on 
actual  Service,  (not  exceeding  for  each  Officer  the  Number 
for  which  Forage  is  allowed  by  His  Majesty's  Regulations,)  in 
Victualling  Houses  and  other  Houses  specified  in  this  Act,  taking 
care  in  Ireland  not  to  billet  less  than  Two  Men  in  any  One 
House ;  and  they  shall  be  received  by  the  Occupiers  of  such 
Houses,  and  be  furnished  with  proper  Accommodation  in  such 
Houses,  and  in  England  with  Diet  and  Small  Beer,  and  with 
Stables,  Hay,  and  Straw  for  such  Horses  as  aforesaid,  paying 
and  allowing  for  the  same  the  several  Rates  herein-after  pro- 
vided ;  and  at  no  Times  when  Marines  are  on  a  March  shall 
any  of  them  be  billetted  above  One  Mile  from  the  Place  men- 
tioned in  the  Route;  and  in  all  Places  where  Marines  shall  be 
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billetted  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  the  Officers  and  their  Hin'ses 
shall  be  billetted  in  one  and  the  same  House,  except  in  case  of 
Necessity ;  and  the  Constables  are  hereby  required  to  billet  all 
Marines  on  their  March  in  a  just  and  equal  Proportion  upon  the 
Keepers  of  all  Houses  within  One  Mile  of  the  Place  mentioned 
in  the  Route,  although  some  of  such  Houses  may  be  in  the 
adjoining  County,  in  like  Manner  in  every  respect  as  if  such 
Houses  were   therein  locally  situate:    Provided  always,   that 
nothing  herein   contained  shall  be  construed   to  extend    to 
authorize  any  Constable  to  billet  Marines  out  of  the  County 
to  which  such  Constable  belongs,  when  the  Constable  of  the 
adjoining  County  shall  be  present,  and  undertake  to  billet  the 
due  Proportion  of  Men  in  such  adjoining  County ;  and  no  more 
Billets  shall  at  any  Time  be  ordered  than   there  are  effective 
Marines  and  Horses  present  to  be  billetted ;  all  which  Billets, 
when  made  out  by  such  Constables,  shall  be  delivered  into  the 
Hands  of  the  Commanding  Officer  present;  and  if  any  Person 
shall  find  himself  aggrieved  by  having  an  undue  Proportion  of 
Marines  billetted  in  his  House,  and  shall  prefer  his  Complaint^ 
if  against  a  Constable  or  other  Person  not  being  a  Justice,  to 
One  or  more  Justices,  and  if  against  a  Justice,  then  to  Two  or 
more  Justices,   within  whose  Jurisdiction   such   Marines  are 
billetted,  such  Justices  respectively  shall  have  Power  to  order 
such  of  the  Marines  to  be  removed  and  to  be  billetted  upon  other 
I^ersons,  as  they  shall  see  Cause ;  and  when  any  Horses  belong- 
ing to  the  Officers  of  His  Majesty's  Royal  Marine  Forces  shall 
be  billetted  upon  the  Occupiers  of  Houses  who  shall  have  no 
Stables,  then,  upon  a  written  Requisition  of  the  Officer  com- 
manding such  Marines,  the  Constable  is  hereby  required    to 
billet  the  Horses  upon  some  other  Person  having  Stables  by 
this  Act  liable  to  have  Officers  and  Marines  billetted  upoa 
them,  and  cny  Two  or  more  Justices  of  the  Peace  may  order  a 
proper  Allowance  to  be  paid  by  the  Persons  relieved  to  the  Per- 
sons receiving  such  Horses,  or  to  be  applied  in  the  furnishing  the 
requisite  Accommodation;  and   the  Commanding  Officer  may 
exchange  any  Man  or  Horse  billetted  in  any  Place  with  another 
Man  or  Horse  billetted  in  the  same  Place,  for   the  Conve- 
nience or  Benefit  of  the  Service,  provided  the  Number  of  Men 
and  Horses  do  not  exceed  the  Number  at  that  Time  billetted 
on  such  Houses ;  and  the  Constables  are  hereby  required  to 
billet  such  Men  and  Horses  so  exchanged  accordingly;  and  it 
sihall  be  lawful  for  any  Justice,  at  the  Request  of  any  Officer  or 
Non-commissioned  Officer  commanding  any  Marines  requiring 
Billets,  to  extend  any  Route,  or  enlarge  the  District  within 
which  Billets  shall  be  required,  in  such  Manner  as  shall  appear 
to  be  most  convenient   to   His  Majesty's  Service:    Provided 
always,  that  to  prevent  or  punish  all  Abuses  in  billetting  Marines, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Justice,  within  his  Jurisdiction,  by 
Warrant  or  Order  under  his  Hand,  to  require  any  Constable 
to  give  him  an  Account  in  Writing  of  the  Number  of  Officers 
and  Marines  who  shall  be  quartered  by  such  Constable,  together 
with  the  Names  of  the  Persons  upon  whom  such  Officers  and 
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Marines  are  billetted,  stating  the  Street  or  Place  where  such 
Persons  dwell,  and  the  Signs,  if  any,  belonging  to  their  Houses; 
and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  billet  Officers  and  Marines  in  Scotland 
according  to  the  Provisions  of  the  Laws  in  force  in  Scotland  at 
the  Time  of  its  Union  with  England ;  and  no  Officer  shall  be 
obliged  to  pay  for  his  Lodging  where  he  shall  be  regularly 
billetted,  except  in  the  Suburbs  of  Edinburgh :  Provided  always, 
that  no  Justice,  being  an  Officer  of  Royal  Marines,  shall  directly 
or  indirectly  be  concerned  in  billetting  or  appointing  Quarters 
under  this  Act 

XLVIL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  Innholder  or  other  Per-  AUoiranceto 
son  on  whom  any  Marine  is  billetted  in  England  shall,  if  re-  » innkeepers. 
quired  by  such   Marine,  furnish  him  for  every  Day   on    the 
March,  and  for  a  Period  not  exceeding  Two  Days  when  halted  at 
any  intermediate  Place  upon  the  March,  and  for  the  Day  of 
Arrival  at  the  Place  of  final  Destination,  with  One  hot  Meal  in 
each  Day,  the  Meal  to  consist  of  such  Quantities  of  Diet  and 
Small  Beer  as  may  be  fixed  by  His  Majesty's  Regulations,  not 
exeeeding  One  Pound  and  a  Qharter  of  Meat  previous  to  being 
dressed.  One  Pound  of  Bread,  One  Pound  of  Potatoes  or  other 
Vegetables,  and  Two  Pints  of  Small  Beer,  and  Vinegar,  Salt, 
and  Pepper,  and  for  such  Meal  the  Innholder,  or  other  Person 
furnishing  the  same,  shall  be  paid  the  Sum  of  Ten-pence ;  and  all 
Innholders  and  other  Persons  on  whom  Marines  may  be  bil- 
letted in  England  (except  on    the  March,  when  diey  are  en- 
tided   to  be  furnished  with  the  hot  Meal   as  aforesaid,)  shall 
furnish  such  Marines  with  Candles,    Vinegar,  and    Sal^    and 
shall  allow  them  the  Use  of  Fire  and  the  necessary  Utensils 
for  dressing  and  eating  their  Meat,  and  shall  be  paid  in  con- 
sideration thereof  the  Sum  of  a  Halfpenny  per  Diem  for  each 
Marine;  and  the  Sum  to  be  paid  the  Innholder  or  other  Person 
on  whom  any  of  the  Horses  belonging  to  His  Majesty's  Royal 
Marine  Forces  shall  be  billetted  in  England,  for  Hay  and  Straw, 
shall  be  Ten^pence  per  Diem  for  each  Horse,  and  in  Ireland  the 
Sum  to  be  paid  for  Forage  to  the  Innholder  or  other  Person 
for  Horses  billetted  by  virtue  of  this  Act  shall  be  the  Rate  estab- 
lished by  the  Lord  Lieutenant  or  other  su^cient  Authority  from 
Time  to  Hme,  the  same  to  be  regulated  by  the  average  Rate  of 
Contracts  for  Forage  in  Ireland;  and  for  the  Use  of  Stables  in 
Ireland,  when  such  Horses  are  provided  with  Hay  and  Straw 
by  Contract,  and  not  by  the  Occupiers  of  the  Houses  in  which 
they. are  billetted,  the  Sum  of  Four-pence /w  Week  for  each 
Horse  shall  be  paid ;  and  every  Officer  to  whom  it  beloi^  to  re- 
ceive or  who  shall  actually  receive  the  Pay  and  Subsistence  of 
the  said  Men  shall  every  Four  Da]^  or  before  they  shall  quit  their 
Quarters  if  they  shall  not  remain  so  long  as  Four  Days,  settle 
the  just  Demands  of  all  Victuallers  or  other  Persona  on  whom 
such  Men  are  billetted,  out  of  their  Pay  and  Subsistence,  before 
any  Part  of  the  said  Pay  or  Subsistence  be  distributed  to  them 
respectively ;  and  if  any  such  Officer  shall  not  pay  the  same,  then 
upon  Complaint,  and  Oath  made  thereof  by  any  Two  Witnesses, 
at  the  next  Quarter  Session  for  the  County  ,or  City  where 
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such  Quarters  are  situate,  the  Secretary  of  tlie  Admiralty  i» 
hereby  required,  upon  Certificate  of  the  Justices  before  whom 
such  Oath  shall  be  made  of  the  Sum  due  to  the  Complainant,  to 
order  Payment  of  the  Amount,  which  shall  be  charged  a^nst 
such  Officer;  and  in  case  of  any  Marines  being  suddenly  or- 
dered to  march,  and  of  the  Commanding  Officer  not  being  en- 
abled to  make  immediate  Payment  of  the  Sums  due  on  account 
of  the  Billets,  every  such  Officer  shall  before  his  Departure  make 
up  the  Account  with  every  Person  upon  whom  any  such  Marines 
may  have  been  billetted,  and  sign  a  Certificate  thereof;  which 
Account  and  Certificate,  on  being  transmitted  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Admiralty,  shall  be  immediately  paid,  and  charged  to  the 
Officer's  Account 
Supply  of  XLVllI.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  for  the  regular  Provision 

Carriages.  of  Carriages  for  the  Royal  Marine  Forces  and  their  Baggage,  on 

their  Marches  in  England  and  Ireland^  all  Justices  of  ue  Peace 
within  their  several  Jurisdictions,  being  duly  required  thereunto 
by  Order  of  the  said  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  Two  or  more  of  the 
Commissioners  for  executing  the  said  Office  of  Lord  High  Admi- 
ral, for  the  Time  being,  shall,  on  the  Production  of  such  Order 
to  them,  or  any  One  or  more  of  them,  by  the  Officer  or  Non- 
commissioned Officer  of  the  Party  of  Marines  so  ordered  to 
march,  issue  a  Warrant  to  any  Constable  having  Authority  to 
act  in  any  Place  from,  through,  near,  or  to  which  such  Marines 
shall  be  ordered  to  march,  (for  each  of  which  Warrants  a  Fee  of 
One  Shilling  only  shall  be  paid,)  requiring  him  to  provide  the 
Carriages,  Horses,  Oxen,  and  Ih'ivers  therein  mentioned,  (allow- 
ing sufficient  Time  to  do  the  same,)  specifying  the  Places  from 
and  to  which  tlie  said  Carriages  shall  travel,  and  the  Number  of 
Miles  between  the  Places,  for  which  only  so  specified  Payment 
shall  be  demanded,  and  which  Number  of  Miles  shall  not,  except 
in  Cases  of  pressing  Emergency,  exceed  the  Day's  March  pre- 
scribed in  the  Order  of  Koute^  and  shall  in  no  Case  exceed 
Twenty-five  Miles;  and  the  Constables  receiving  such  Warrant 
shall  order  such  Persons  as  they  shall  think  proper,  having 
Carriages,  to  furnish  the  requisite  Supply,  who  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  furnish  the  same  accordingly ;  and  in  case  sufficient 
Carriages  cannot  be  procured  within  the  proper  Jurisdiction,  any 
Justice  of  the  next  adjoining  Jurisdiction  shall,  by  a  like  Course 
of  Proceeding,  supply  the  Deficiency;  and  in  order  that  the 
Burthen  of  providing  Carriages  may  fall  equally,  and  to  prevent 
Inconvenience  arising  from  there  being  no  Justice  residing  near 
the  Place  where  Marines  may  be  quaitered  on  the  March,  the 
Justice  or  Justices  residing  nearest  to  such  Place  shall  cause  a 
List  to  be  made  out,  at  least  once  in  every  Year,  of  all  Persons 
liable  to  furnish  such  Carriages,  and  of  the  Number  and  De- 
scription of  their  said  Carriages,  (which  Lists  shall  at  all  season- 
able Hours  be  open  to  the  Inspection  of  the  said  Persons,)  and 
shall  by  Warrant  under  his  Hand  authorize  the  Constables 
within  his  Jurisdiction  to  give  Orders  to  provide  Carriages, 
without  any  special  Warrant  from  him  for  that  Purpose,  which 
Order  shall  be  valid  in  all  respects ;  and  all  Orders  for  such  Car- 
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riages  shall  be  made  from  such  Lists  in  regular  Rotation,  so  far 
as  the  same  can  be  done. 

XLIX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Rates  to  be  paid  for  Rates  ibr 
Carriages  impressed  shall  be,  in  England^  for  every  Mile  which  Carriages, 
a  Waggon  with  Four  or  more  Horses,  or  a  Watn  with  Six 
Oxen  or  Four  Oxen  and  Two  Horses,  shall  travel.  One  Shilling ; 
and  for  every  Mile  any  Waggon  with  narrow  Wheels,  or  any 
Cart  with  Four  Horses,  carrying  not  less  than  Fifteen  Hun- 
dred Weight,  shall  travel.  Nine-pence;  and  for  every  Mile 
every  other  Cart  or  Carriage  with  less  than  Four  Horses,  and 
not  carrying  Fifteen  Hundred  Weight,  shall  travel.  Sixpence ; 
and  in  Ireland^  for  every  Hundred  Weight  loaded  on  any  Wheel 
Carriage,  One  HalQ)enny /;er  Mile;  and  in  England  such  further 
Kates  may  be  added,  not  exceeding  a  total  additional  Sum/7er 
Mile  of  Four-pence,  Three-pence,  or  Two-pence,  to  the  respec- 
tive Rates  of  One  Shilling,  Nine-pence,  and  Sixpence,  as  may 
seem  reasonable  to  the  Justices  assembled  at  General  Sessions  in 
England  for  their  respective  Districts ;  and  the  Order  of  such 
Justices  at  Sessions  shall  specify  the  average  Price  of  Hay  and 
Oats  at  the  nearest  Market  Town  at  the  Time  of  fixing  such 
additional  Rates,  and  the  Period  for  which  the  Order  slmll  be 
enforced,  not  exceeding  Ten  Days  beyond  the  next  General 
Sessions;  (and  no  such  Order  shall  be  valid  unless  a  Copy  thereof 
signed  by  the  presiding  Magistrate  and  One  other  Justice,  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty  within  Three 
Days  after  the  making  thereof;)  and  also  in  England^  when  the 
Day's  March  shall  exceed  Fifteen  Miles,  the  Justice  granting  his 
Warrant  may  fix  a  further  reasonable  Compensation,  not  exceed- 
ing the  usual  Rate  of  Hire  fixed  by  this  Act ;  and  when  addi- 
tional Rates  or  Compensation  shall  be  granted,  the  Justice  shall 
insert,  in  his  own  Hand,  in  the  Warrant,  the  Amount  thereof^ 
and  the  Date  of  the  Order  of  Sessions,  if  fixed  by  Sessions,  and . 
the  Warrant  shall  be  given  to  the  Officer  commanding  as  his 
Voucher:  Provided  always,  that  the  Officer  or  Non-commis- 
sioned Officer  demanding  Carriages  by  virtue  of  th6' Warrant  of 
a  Justice  shall,  in  Engkmdy  pay  down  the  proper  Sums  into  the 
Hands  of  the  Constables  providing  Carriages,  who  shall  give  Re- 
ceipts for  the  same  on  unstamped  Paper ;  and,  in  Ireland,  the 
Officers  or  Non-commissioned  Officers  as  aforesaid  shall  pay 
the  Owners  or  Drivers  of  the  Carriages,  and  One  Third  Part  of 
such  Payment  shall  be  made  before  the  Carriage  be  loaded,  and 
all  the  said  Pa3rments  in  Ireland  shall  be  made,  if  required,  in 
Presence  of  a  Justice  or  Constable :  Provided  also,  that  no 
Carriage  shall  be  liable  to  carry  more  than  Thirty  Hundred 
Weight  in  England^  and  in  Ireland  no  Car  shall  be  liable  to 
carry  more  than  Six  Hundred  Weight,  and  no  Dray  more  than 
Twelve  Hundred  Weight ;  but  the  Owner  of  such  Carriages  in 
Ireland^  consenting  to  carry  a  greater  Weight,  shall  be  paid  at 
the  same  Rate  for  every  Hundred  W^eight  of  the  said  £xcess ; 
and  the  Owners  of  such  Carriages  in  Ireland  shall  not  be  com- 
pelled to  proceed,  though  with  any  less  Weight,  under  the  Sum 
of  Tlirce-pence  a  Mile  for  each  Car,  and  Sixpence  a  Mile  for> 
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each  Dray;  and  the  Loading  of  such  Carriages  in  Ireland  shall 
be  first  weighed,  if  required,  at  the  Expence  of  the  Owner  of  the 
Carriage,  if  the  same  can  be  done  in  a  reasonable  Time,  without 
Hindrance  of  His  Majesty's  Service;  and  the  providing  and 
paying  for  Carriages  in  Scotland  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Law 
in  force  at  the  Time  of  the  Union  wiih  Enffkmd :  Provided  also, 
that  a  Cart  with  One  or  more  Horses,  for  which  the  Furnisher 
shall  receive  Nine-pence  a  Mile,  shall  be  required  to  carry  Fif- 
teen Hundred  Weight  at  the  least ;  and  that  no  Penalties  or 
Forfeitures  in  any  Act  relating  to  Highways  or  Turnpike  Roads 
in  the  United  Kingdom  shall  apply  to  the  Number  of  Horses  or 
Oxen,  or  Weight  of  Loading  of  the  aforesaid  Carriages,  nor  shall 
any  such  Carriages  on  that  Account  be  stopped  or  detained. 

L.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  Officers  and  Marines,  being 
in  proper  Uniform,  Dress  or  Undress,  and  their  Horses,  but  not 
when  passing  in  any  private  or  hired  Vehicle,  and  all  Carriages 
and  Horses  when  employed  in  conveying  Persons  or  Baggage 
under  the  Provisions  of  this  Act,  or  returning  therefrom,  and  all 
Recruits  marcliing  by  Route,  shall  be  exempted  from  the  Payment 
of  any  Duties  and  Tolls  on  embarking  or  disembarking  from  or 
upon  any  Pier,  Wharf,  Quay,  or  Landing  Place,  or  passing  Turn- 
pike Roads  or  Bridges,  otherwise  demandable  by  virtue  of  any 
Act  already  made  or  hereafter  to  be  made ;  and  if  any  Toll 
Collector  shall  demand  or  receive  Toll  from  any  Marine  Officer 
« or  Marine  who  shall  be  in  proper  Uniforin,  Dress  or  Undress, 
and  who  by  this  Act  is  exempted  from  Payment  thereof,  such 
Collector  snail  for  every  such  Offence  be  uable  to  a  Penalty 
not  exceeding  Five  Pounds ;  provided  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  exempt  any  Boats,  Barges,  or  other  Vessels  em- 
ployed in  conveying  the  said  Persons,  Horses,  Baggage,  or 
Stores  along  any  Canal,  fromi  Pajrment  of  Tolls  in  like  Manner 
as  other  Boats,  Barges,  and  Vessels  are  liable  thereto,  except  when 
employed  in  Cases  of  Emergency  as  herein  mentioned;  and 
that  when  any  Officers  or  Marines  on  Service  shall  have  Occa- 
sion in  the  March  to  pass  regular  Ferries  in  Scotland^  the  Officer 
commanding  shall  be  at  liber^  to  pass  over  with  his  Marines  as 
Passengers,  paying  for  himself  and  each  Marine  One  Half  only 
of  the  ordinary  Rate  payable  by  Passengers,  or  he  shall  be  at 
liberty  to  hire  the  Ferry  Boat  for  himself  and  his  Party,  debarring 
all  others  for  that  Time,  and  shall  in  such  Case  pay  only  Half  the 
ordinary  Rate  for  such  Boat. 

LL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  if  any  Constable  or  other  Per- 
son, who  by  virtue  of  this  Act  shall  be  employed  in  billetting 
any  Officers  or  Marines  in  any  Part  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
shall  presume  to  bUlet  any  such  Officer  or  Marine  in  any  House 
not  within  the  Meaning  of  this  Act,  without  the  Consent  of  the 
Owner  or  Occupier  thereof;  or  sfakll  neglect  or  refuse  to  billet 
any  Officer  or  Marine  on  Duty,  when  thereunto  required,  in 
such  Manner  as  is  by  this  Act  directed,  provided  sufficient  Notice 
be  given  before  the  Arrival  of  such  Marines ;  or  shall  receive, 
demand,  or  agree  for  any  Money  or  Rewiurd  whatsoever,  in 
order  to  excuse  any  Person  from  receiving  any  such  Officer  or 
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Marine;  or  sMl  quarter  any  of  the  Wives,  Qiildren,  Men  or- 
Maid  Servants  of  any  Officer  or  Marine  in  any  such  Houses, 
against  the  Consent  of  the  Occupiers ;  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  execute  such  Warrants  of  the  Justices  as  shall  be  directed  to 
bim  for  providing  Carriages,  Horses,  or  Vessels,  or  shall  demand 
more  than  the  legal  Rates  for  the  same ;  or  if  any  Person  ap- 
pointed or  ordered  by  such  Constable  to  provide  Carriages, 
Horses,  or  Vessels  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  provide  the  same^ 
or  shall  demand  more  than  the  legal  Rates  for  the  same,  or . 
shall  do  any  Act  or  Thing  by  which  the  Execution  of  such  War- 
rants shall  be  hindered ;  or  if  any  Person  liable  by  this  Act  to 
have  any  Officer  or  Marine  quartered  on  him  shall  refuse  to  re- 
ceive any  such  Officer  or  Marine,  or  to  afford  him  proper  Accom- 
modation or  Diet  in  the  House  of  such  Person  in  which  he  is 
quartered,  or  to  furnish  the  several  Things  directed  to  be  furnished  .     . 

to  Officers  and  Marines,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  furnish  good- 
and  sufficient  Stables,  together  with  good  and  sufficient  Hay  and 
Straw,  for  each  Horse,  at  the  Rate  established  by  this  Act,  and 
in  such  Quantities  as  shall  be  fixed  by  His  Majest/s  Regula- 
tions, not  exceeding  Eighteen  Pounds  of  Hay  and  Six  Pounds  of 
Straw  per  Diem  for  each  Horse,  or  shall  pay  any  Sum  of  Money 
to  any  Marine  on  the  March  in  lieu  of  furnislung  in  Kind  the 
Diet  and  Small  Beer  to  which  such  Marine  is  entiued;  such  Con- 
stable, Victualler,  and  other  Person  respectively  shall  forfeit  for 
every  Offence,  Neglect^  or  Refusal  any  Sum  not  exceeding  Five 
Pounds  nor  less  than  Forty  Shillings. 

LII.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  if  any  Officer  of  Royal  Ma-  Penalty  upon 
rines  shall  take  upon  hun  to  quarter  Men  otherwise  than  is  ^^^^ 
allowed  by  this  Act,  or  shall  use  or  offer  any  Menace  or  Com-  oflfending. 
pulsion  to  or  upon  any  Justice,  Constable,  or  other  Civil 
Officer,  tending  to  deter  and  discourage  any  of  them  from 
performing  any  Part  of  their  Du^  under  this  Act,  or  to  do  any 
thing  contrary  thereto^  such  Officer  shall  for  every  such  Offence, 
being  thereof  convicted  before  any  Two  or  more  Justices  of  the 
County  by  the  Oath  of  Two  credible  Witnesses,  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  be  ipso  facto  cashiered,  and  shall  be  utterly  disabled  to 
hold  any  MUitary  Employment  in  His  Majesty's  Service ;  pro- 
vided a' Certificate  thereof  be  forthwith  transmitted  by  the  said 
Justices  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Admiralty,  and  that  the  Convic- 
tion be  affirmed  at  some  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace  for  the 
said  County  to  be  held  next  after  the  Expiration  of  Three  Months 
after  such  Certificate  shall  have  been  transmitted  as  aforesaid ;

any  of  the  said  Offences,  upon  being  convicted  thereof  before  a 
General  Court-martial,  be  cashiered;  and  if  any  Officer  shaU 
constrain  any  Carriage  to  travel  beyond  the  Distance  specified 
in  the  Justice's  Warrant,  or  shall  not  discharge  the  same  in  due 
Time  for  their  Return  Home  ou  the  same  Day  if  it  be  prac- 
ticable. 
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ticable,  except  in  the  Case  of  Enriergency,'  for  which  the  Jus- 
tice shall  have  given  Licence,  ot  shall  compel  the  Driver  of  any 
Carriage  to  take  up  any  Marine  or  Servant  (except  such  as  are 
sick)  or  any  Woman  to  ride  therein,  except  in  Cases  of  fkner- 
gency  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  force  any  Constable,  by  threatening 
Words,  to  provide  Saddle  Horses  for  himself  or  Servants,  or 
shall  force  Horses  from  their  Owners,  or  in  Ireland  shall  force 
the  Owner  to  take  any  Loading  until  the  same  shall  be  first 
duly  weighed,  if  the  same  shall  be  required  and  can  be  done 
within  a  reasonable  Time,  or  shall,  contrary  to  the  Will  of  the 
Owner  or  his  Servant,  permit  any  Person  whatsoever  to  put 
any  greater  Load  upon  any  Carriage  than  is  directed  by  thi» 
Act,  he  shall  forfeit  for  every  Offence  any  Sum  not  exceeding 
Five  Pounds  or  less  than  Forty  Shillings. 

LHL  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  Person  who  shall  unlaw' 
fully  have  in  his  or  her  Possession  or  Keeping,  or  who  shall 
knowingly  detain,  buy,  or  exchange,  or  otherwise  receive,  any 
Arms,  Ammunition,  Clothes,  Cap,  or  other  Military  Furniture 
or  Appointments,  from  any  Marine  or  Marine  Deserter,  or  any 
other  Person,  upon  any  Account  or  Pretence  whatsoever,  or 
shall  solicit  or  entice  any  Marine,  or  shall  be  employed  by  any 
Marine,  knowing  him  to  be  such,  to  sell  any  Arms,  Ammunition, 
Clothes,  or  Military  Furniture,  or  any  Provisions,  Sheets,  or 
other  Articles  belonging  to  any  Marine  or  Marine  Deserter, 
which  are  generally  deemed  Regimental  Necessaries,  according 
to  the  Custom  of  the  Royal  Marine  Corps,  or  shall  change  or 
cause  the  Colour  or  Mark  of  any  such  Clothes,  Appointments, 
or  Necessaries  to  be  changed  or  de&ced,  shall  forfeit  for  every 
such  Offence  any  Sum  not  exceeding  Twenty  Pounds  nor  less 
than  Five  Pounds,  together  with  Treble  the  Value  of  all  or  any 
of  the  several  Articles  of  which  such  Offender  shall  so  become 
possessed ;  and  if  any  credible  Person  shall  prove  on  Oath  before 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace  a  reasonable  Cause  to  suspect  that  any 
Person  has  in  his  or  her  Possession,  or  on  his  or  her  Premises, 
any  Property  of  the  Description  herein-before  described,  on  or 
with  respect  to  which  any  such  Offence  shall  have  been  com- 
mitted, the  Justice  may  grant  a  Warrant  to  search  for  such  Pro- 
perty as  in  tlie  Case  of  stolen  Goods. 

LIV.  And  for  the  better  Preservation  of  the  Game  and  Fish 
in  or  near  such  Place  where  any  Officers  shall  at  any  Time  be 
quartered,  be  it  enacted.  That  every  Officer  who  shall,  without 
Leave  in  Writing  from  the  Person  or  Persons  entitled  to  grant 
such  Leave,  take,  kill,  or  destroy  any  Game  or  Fish  within  the 
United  Kingdom,  and  who  upon  Complaint  thereof  shall  be^ 
upon  Oath  of  One  or  more  credible  Witness  or  Witnesses,  con- 
victed before  toy  Justice,  shall  for  every  such  Offence  forfeit  the 
Sum  of  Five  Pounds. 

LV.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  Officer  of  His  Majesty's 
Royal  Marine  Forces  residing  in  Barracks  or  elsewhere  under 
Military  Law  shall  be  deemed  liable  to  have  any  Parish  Poor 
Cliild  bound  Apprentice  to  him. 
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LVI*  And  be  it  enactedi  That  any  Justice  in  the  United  Mode  of  re. 
Kingdom,  within  whose  Jurisdiction  any  Marine  shall  be  quar-  ^d;"«  » 
tered,  may  summon  such  Marine  before  him,  which  Summons  Settlemeot. 
such  Marine  is  hereby  required  to  obey,  and  take  his  Examina- 
tion in  Writing,  upon  Oadi,  touching  the  Place  of  his  last  legal 
Settlement  in  England^  and  such  Justice  shall  give  an  attested 
Copy  of  such  Examination  to  the  Person  so  examined,  to  be  by 
him  delivered  to  his  Commanding  Officer,  to  be  produced  when 
required;  which  said  Examination  and  such  attested  Copy  shall 
be  at  any  Time  admitted  in  Evidence  as  to  such  last  legal  Settle-

That  it  ^all  be  lawful  for  any  Two  Licences  of 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  within  their  respective  Jurisdictions,  to  Canteena. 
^Dt  or  transfer  any  Licence  for  selling  by  Retail  any  Spirit, 
Beer,  Wine,  Cider,  or  Perry  to  any  Person  or  Persons  applying 
for  the  same  who  shall  hold  any  Canteen  under  any  Lease 
thereof,  or  by  Agreement  with  any  Department  or  other 
Authori^  under  the  said  Lord  High  Admiral,  or  the  Commis- 
sioners for  executing  the  Office  of  Lord  High  Admiral,  for  the 
Time  being,  without  regard  to  the  Time  of  Year,  or  any 
Notices  or  Certificates  required  by  any  Act  in  respect  of  such 
Licences ;  and  the  Commissioners  of  Excise  within  their  respec- 
tive Districts  shall  also  grant  or  transfer  any  such  Licence  as 
aforesaid ;  and  such  Persons  holding  such  Canteens,  and  having 
such  Licences  as  aforesaid,  may  sell  therein  Victuals,  and  all 
such  exciseable  Liquors  as  they  shall  be  licensed  and  empowered 
to  sell,  without  being  subject  for  so  doing  to  any  Penalty  or 
Forfeiture  whatever. 

LIX.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  if  any  Action  shall  be  brought  Limitation  of 
against  any  Member  or  Minister  of  a  Court-martial  to  be  as-  Actions, 
sembled  under  the  Authority  of  this  Act,  in  respect  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings or  the  Sentence  thereof  or  against  any  other  Person 
for  any  thing  done  in  pursuance  or  under  the  Authority  of  this 
Act,  the  same  shall  be  brought  in  some  one  of  the  Courts  of

in  Seodand,  and  shall  be  commenced  within  Six  Months  next 
ailer  the  Cause  of  Action  shall  arise,  and  that  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Defendant  or  Defendants  therein  to  plead  thereto  the 
Gren^ral  Issue,  and  to  give  all  special  Matter  in  Evidence  on  the 
Trial ;  and  if  the^Verdict  shall  be  for  the  Defendant  in  any  such

before  One  or  more  Justices  of  the  Peace,  under  the  Provisions 
of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Third  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late 
Majesty  King  George  the  Fourth,  intituled  An  Act  tojacilitate 
summary  Proceedings  before  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  others  ;  and 
by  another  Act,  passed  in  the  Fifth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His 
J?  G.  i.  c.  18.     said  late  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act  for  the  more  effectuci  Recovery 

of  Penalties  before  Justices  and  Magistrates  on  ConvicHon  of 
Offenders,  and  for  facilitating  Ae  Execution  of  Warrants  by  Con-^ 
stables :  Provided  always,  that  in  all  Cases  m  which  there  shall 
not  be  suificient  Goods  whereon  any  Penalty  or  Forfeiture  can  be 
levied,  the  Offender  may  be  committed  and  imprisoned  for  any 
Time  not  exceeding  Six  Months;  which  said  recited  Acts  shall 
be  used  and  applied  in  Scotland  for  the  Recovery  of  all  such 
Penalties  and  Forfeitures  as  fully  to  all  Intents  as  if  the  said 
recited  Acts  had  extended  to  Scotland,  any  thing  in  the  said 
recited  Acts  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  and  all  such 
Offences  committed  in  the  British  Isles,  or  in  any  of  His  Ma- 
jesty's Dominions  beyond  the  Seas,  may  be  determined,  and  the

of  the  United  Kingdom  caOed  Scotland  by  the  extending  Tried  by 
oury  to  Civil  Causes,  it  is  enacted,  that  it  shall  be  competent  tcf 
the  Counsel  for  any  Party  at  the  Trial  of  any  Issue  or  Issues 
to  except  to  the  Opinion  and  Direction  of  the  Judge  or 
Judges  before  whom  the  same  shall  be  tried,  either  as  to  the 
Competency  of  Witnesses,  the  Admissibility  of  Evidence,  or 
other  Matter  of  Law  arising  at  the  Trial,  and  that  on  such 
Exception  being  taken  the  same  shall  be  put  in  Writing  by  the 
Counsel  for  the  Party  objecting,  and  signed  by  the  Judge  or 
Judges,  but  notwithstanding  the  said  Exception  the  Trial  shall 
proceed,  and  the  Jury  shall  give  a  Verdict  therein  for  the 
Pursuer  or  Defender,  and  assess  Damages  when  necessary  I 
and  after  the  Trial  of  every  such  Issue  or  Issues  the  Judge 
who  presided  shall  forthwith  present  the  saidJBxception,  with 
the  Order  or  Interlocutor  directing  such  Issue  or  Issues,  and 
a  Copy  of  the  Verdict  of  the  Jury  indorsed  thereon,  to  the 
Division  by  which  the  said  Issue  or  Issues  were  directed,  which 
IKvision  shall  thereupon  order  the  said  Exception  to  be  heard 
in  Presence  on  or  before  the  Fourth  Sederunt  Day  thereafter ; 
and  in  case  the  said  Division  shall  allow  the  said  Exception, 
they  shall  direct  another  Jury  to  be  summoned  for  the  Trial 
of  the  said  Issue  or  Issues ;  or  if  the  Exception  shall  be

Year  of 
the  Beign  of  His  present  Mcgestu.  intituled  *  An  Act  to  facilitate 
'OulLdtratiJko/JustJin  Uai  Part  of  the  UnUed-^Kingdm 
'  called  Scotland  hy  extending  Trial  by  Jury  to  Civil  Cattses,*  it 
is  enacted,  that  if  the  Motion  for  setting  aside  the  Verdict  be 
founded  on  the  Misdirection  of  the  Judge  at  the  Trial  in 
Matter  of  Law,  or  on  the  undue  Admission  or  Rejection  of 
Evidence,  it  shall  be  competent  to  the  Party  against  whom 
Judgment  is  given  by  the  Jury  Court  to  tender  a  Bill  of 
Exceptions  to  such  Judgment  in  the  same  Manner  as  at  a  Trial, 
and  the  Proceedings  on  such  Bills  of  Exceptions  shall  be  con- 
formable in  all  respects  to  the  Provisions  of  the  Act  of  the 
Fifty-fifth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  present  Majesty,  herein- 
before recited,  regarding  Bills  of  Exceptions:  And  whereas 
Doubts  have  arisen  whether,  according  to  the  Enactments

found;  any  thing  in  the  said  recited  Acts,  or  in  any  other  Act  of 
Parliament,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

An  Act  to  discharge  His  Majesty's  Manor  and  De- 
mesne Lands  at  Newark  in  the  County  of  Nottingham 
from  any  Costs  of  rebuilding  or  repairing  Trent  and 
Markham  Bridges,  and  td  charge  the  same  on  the 
other  Hereditary  Revenues  of  the  Crown.

V^  HERE  AS  His  Majesty,  in  right  of  His  Crown,  is  seised 
of  the  Manor  and  Demesne  Lands  of  Newark  in  the 
County  of  Nottingham:  And  whereas  it  is  alleged  that  the 
Owner  of  the  said  Manor  and  Demesne  Lands  is  exclusively, 
or  in  conjunction  with  the  Owner  or  Owners  of  other  Lands, 
or  with  other  Persons,  Bodies  Corporate,  Collegiate,  or  Eccle* 
siastical,  liable  to  repair  or  rebuild  a  certain  Bridge  over  the 
River  Trent  called  "  Trent  Bridge^^  and  a  certain  Bridge  over 
the  River  Devon  called  *'  Markham  Bridge^  both  situate  at  or

*  Most  Gracious  Sovereign, 

*  YjU  E,  Your  Majesty's  most  dutiful  and  loyal  Subjects,  the 

*  ^       Commons  of  the  United   Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 

*  and  Ireland,  in  Parliament   assembled,    towards   raising  the 

*  necessary  Supplies  which  we  have  cheerfully  granted  to  Your 

*  Majesty  in  this  Session  of  Parliament,  have  resolved  to  give 
'  and  grant  unto  Your  Majesty  the  Sum  herein-after  mentioned ;

as  aforesaid,  at  the  Commencement  of  this  Act  or  afterwards, 
which  the  Masters  of  the  said  Courts  respectively  may  require 
for  the  Purposes  of  any  Suit  pending  in  their  respective  Courts; 
and  the  said  Governor  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of  England 
are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  pay  all  such  Sums  of 
Money  as  may  be  so  drawn  for  by  any  Order  signed  by  the 
Masters  of  the  said  Courts  respectively,  or  any  Two  or  more  of 
them. 

X.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when  and  so  often  as 
any  Vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  of  the  said  Offices  of  Master

or  as  both,  for  not  less  than  Five  Years  in  the  whole :  Provided

such  Sums  and  Allowances  which  shall  be  so  awarded  and 
granted  under  the  Author!^  aforesaid  shall  be  paid  and  payable 
and  be  charged  and  chargeable  in  the  same  Way  as  is  herein- 
before provided  in  respect  of  the  Salaries  of  the  Masters,  Clerks, 
and  Messengers  of  the  said  Courts  respectively,  and  the  neces- 
sary Expences  of  the  said  Offices.

accustomed,  the  respective  Postages  of  Letters  conveyed  thereby 
being  duly  accounted  for  and  paid  by  the  Officers  receiving  the 
same  to  the  Receiver  General  of  the  Post  Office  for  the  Use  of 
Her  Majesty ;  and  he  may  undertake,  at  the  Expence  of  the 
Post  Office,  the  Conveyance  of  Letters  by  Post  (including  the 
incidental  Services  of  Collection  and  Delivery)  between  Post 
Towns  and  Places  not  Post  Towns,  and  between  one  Place  and 
another,  both  not  being  Post  Towns,  at  such  Rates  of  Postages 
for  such  extra  Services  as  may  from  Time  to  Time  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  between  the  Postmaster  General  and  the  Inhabi- 
tants respectively;  nevertheless,  the  Inhabitants  of  Places  where 
any  such  Convention  Posts  shall  be  established  may  carry  or 
recarry,  or  employ  any  Person  to  carry  or  recarry,  any  Letters 
between' such  Places  respectively. 

VI.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Postmaster  General  may 
extend  the  Twopenny  Post  of  London  to  any  Distance  from 
Londaa  he  may  tliink  fit ;  and,  with  the  Consent  of  the  Lord 
Lieutenant,  may  extend  the  Penny  or  Twopenny  Post  of  Dublin 
to  any  Distance  from  Dublin;  and  he  may  establish  a  Penny 
Post  Office  in  any  other  City  or  Town,  or  the  Suburbs  thereof, 
or  Places  adjacent,  within  the  United  Kingdom  or  other  Her 
Majesty's  Dominions,  and  may  continue  as  long  as  he  may  deem 
expedient  all  Posts  of  that  Description  now  established ;  and  he 
may  from  Time  to  Time  alter  the  Limits  of  any  Twopenny  or 
Penny  Posts. 

VII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  the  Postmaster  General  may 
enter  into  an  Agreement  with  or  take  Security  from  any  Per- 
son applying  to  him  to  extend  the  Accommodations  of  the  Post 
to  any  Place  for  indemnifying  the  Revenue  against  the  £x- 
pences  which  shall  be  incurred  thereby  beyond  the  Amount  of 
Postages  received,  and  the  Indemnification  may  be  either  for 
the  Whole  or  Part  of  the  Expences  incurred,  and  for  such 
Time  as  the  Postmaster  General  shall  think  necessary. 

VIII.  And  for  the  better  Management  of.  the  Post  Office, 
be  it  enacted,  That  the  Postmaster  General  shall  observe  such 
Orders  and  Instructions  concerning  the  Settlement  of  Posts 
and  Stages  upon  the  several  Roads,  Cross  Roads,  and  Bye- 
ways  within  the  United  Kingdom  and  other  Her  Majesty's 
Dominions  as  Her  Majesty  shall  from  Time  to  Time  give  in 
that  Behalf.

XL  And  be»it  enacted.  That  the  Letters  Patent  granted  by  Savingof Patent 
His  late  Majesty,  and  dated  the  Thirtieth  Day  of  May  One  %^^X^ 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-five,  appointing  the  Right  other  Appoint- 
Honourable  Thomas  IVilliam  Earl  of  Licli/ield  to  the  Office  of  ments. 
Postmaster  General  for  the  United  Kingdom  and  other  Her 
Majesty's  Dominions,  by  the  Name  of  "His  Majesty's  Postmaster 
General,"  and  all  Powers,  Privileges,  and  Pre-eminences  to 
the  Office  of  Postmaster  General  belonging  and  in  force  at  the

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into  the  Post  Office  to  the  Hands  of  the  Receivers  General  of 
the  Post  Office  in  England  or  Ireland :  Provided  always,  that 
the  Powers,  Authorities,  and  Duties  of  the  said  Accountant 
General  shall  be  to  the  Extent  and  shall  be  exercised  in  the  like 
Manner  as  they  have  heretofore  existed  and  been  exercised 
under  the  Provisions  of  any  Act  in  force  at  the  Commencement 
of  the  present  Session,  notwithstanding  any  thing  in  the  Post 
Office  Acts  to  the  contrary,  subject  to  such  Alterations  and 
Regulations  as  may  from  Time  to  Time  be  made  by  the  Post* 
master  General,  with  the  Concurrence  of  the  Lords  of  the 
Treasury. 

XVIII.  And  in  order  that  the  Progress  of  Her  Majesty's  ToUi  op  Mails 
Mails  may  not  be  retarded  by  the  Demand  of  Tolls  at  Toll  Ti^h^^xo 
Gates  or  other  Places  where  Tolls  are  by  Law  chargeable  on  be  piUd  period!. 
Horses  and  Carriages  passing  such  Places,  be  it  enacted,  Tliat  ^^y  l>y  Tort 
no  Person  shall  demand  any  Toll  upon  the  passing  of  any  Car*  "^**' 
riage  or  Horse  conveying  the  Mail  at  Places  where  Tolls  are 
otherwise  demandable,  but  such  Tolls  shall  be  accounted  for 
and  paid  by  Her  Majesty's  Postmaster  General  according  to

General  shall  cause  an  Account  to  be  kept  of  all  Tolls  payable 
for  Four-wheel  Carriages  carrying  Her  Majesty's  Mail  at  the 
respective  Turnpike  Gates,  either  on  Turnpike  Roads  or  at 
the  Ends  of  Bridges  through  which  they  shall  pass,  and  shall  , 
from  Time  to  Time  cause  the  Amount  thereof  to  be  paid  by 
equal  quarterly  Payments  to  the  Treasurers  to  the  Turnpike 
Roads  and  to  the  Treasurers  of  the  Bridges  or  other  Persons

relating  to  the  Post  Office  first  herein  recited. 

XX.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  wherever  the  Consent  or 
Direction  or  any  other  Act  of  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  is 
prescribed  by  the  Post  Office  Acts,  such  Consent  or  Direction 
or  any  other  Act  may  be  signified  either  under  the  Hands  of 
the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  or  any  Three  of  them,  or  under  the 
Hand  of  One  of  their  Secretaries  or  Assistant  Secretaries. 

XXL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  the  Provisions  of  this  Act 
shall  be  construed  according  to  the  respective  Interpretations 
of  the  Terms  and  Expressions  contained  in  an  Act  passed  in 
the  present  Session,  intituled  An  Act  for  consolidating  the  Laws 
relative  to  Offences  against  the  Post  Office  of  the  United  Kingdom^ 
and  for  regulating  the  judicial  Administration  of  the  Post  Office 
luows  ;  and  for  explaining  certain  Terms  and  Expressions  employed 
in  those  Laxcsy  so  far  as  those  Interpretations  are  not  repugnant 
to  the  Subject  or  inconsistent  with  the  Context  of  such  Pro- 
visions. 

XXII.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  may  be  repealed  or 
altered  during  the  present  Session  of  Parliament.

board  his  Vessel  every  Post  Letter  Bag  tendered  to  him  for 
Conveyance,  and  having  received  the  same  shall  deliver  it  on 
his  Arrival  at  the  Port  or   Place  of  his  Destination  without 
Belay;  and  every  Master  of  a  Vessel  bound  inward  shall  cause 
all  Letters  on  board  his  Vessel,  except  those  belonging  to  the 
Owners  of  the  Vessel  or  of  the  Goods  on  board  which  do  not 
exceed  the  prescribed  Weights,  and  except  Letters  exceeding 
the  Weight  of  Three  Ounces,  to  be  collected,  and  enclosed  in 
some  Bag  or  other  Envelope,  and  to  be  sealed  with  his  Seal, 
and  to  be  addressed  to  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Deputy  Post* 
masters  in    Great  Britain   or  Ireland,   that   they    may  be    in 
readiness  to  send  on  Shore  by  his  own  Boat,  or  by  the  Pilot 
Boat,  or  by  any  other  safe  or  convenient  Means,  in  order  that  Maitento  cause 
the  same  may  be  delivered  at  the  first  regular  Post  Office  which  ^^*"  ^  ^ 
can  be  communicated  with,  and  shall  likewise  cause  all  Letters  PostOffioeat 
exceeding  the  Weight  of  Three  Ounces  (except  such  as  may  be  eflrliett  Oppor- 
obtained  by  Owners,  Charterers,  Consignees,  and  Shippers  of  *»""*7» 
the  Vessel  or  of  the  Goods  on  board  thereof  as  aforesaid)  to 
be  collected,  and  enclosed  in  some  Bag,  Box,  or  other  Envelope, 
to  be  sealed  and  addressed  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  deliver  the 
same  at  the  regular  Port  or  Place  where  the  Vessel  shall  report;  to  make aDc* 
and  shall  at  such  Port  or  Place  sign  a  Declaration,  in  the  Pre-  elantionof 
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sence  of  the  Person  authorized  by  the  Postmaster  General  at 
such  Port  or  Place,  who  shall  also  sign  the  same ;  and  the  Deda- 
ration  shall  be  in  the  Form  or  to  the  Effect  following ;  (that  is 
to  say,)

And  no  Collector,  Comptroller,  or  principal  Officer  of  the  Cus-

and  also  except  all  such  Letters  as  shall  be  brought  by  a  Vessel 
liable  to  the  Performance  of  Quarantine,  all  which  last-men- 
tioned Letters  shall  be  delivered  by  the  Persons  having  Pos- 
session thereof  to  the  Persons  appointed  to  superintepd  the 
Quarantine,  that  all  proper  Precautions  may  be  by  them  taken 
before  the  Delivery  thereof,  and  when  due  Care  has  been  had 
therein  the  said  Letters  shall  be  by  them  despatched  in  the  i^oal 
Manner  by  the  Post ;  and  the  principal  Officer  of  Custom^  at 
every  Port  shall  search  every  Vessel  for  Letters  which  may  be 
on  board  contrary  to  the  Post  Office  Acts,  and  may  seize  all 
such  Letters,  and  forward  them  to  the  nearest  Post  Office,  andt 
the  Officer  who  shall  so  seize  and  send  them  shall  be  entided 
to  a  Moiety  of  the  Penalties  which  may  be  recovered  for  any 
such  Offence;  and  in  case  an  Officer  of  Her  Majesty's  Customs 
shall  find  a  Letter  superscribed  as  the  Letter  of  an  Owner  or 
Charterer,  or  Consignee  or   Shipper,  exceeding  the  Weight 
herein-before  limited,  then  the  Officer  shall  seize  so  'many  of 
the  Letters  as  shall  reduce  the  Remainder  within  the  proper 
Weight,  and  he  shall  take  the  same  to  the  nearest  Post  Office; 
and  the  Postmaster  of  the  Place  shall  pay  to  the  Officer  deliver- 
ing the  same  Two  Shillings  and  Sixpence  for  every  Post  Letter 
80  seized;  and  the  Postmaster  General  may  appoint  any  Person 
to  demand  from  the  Masters  of  Vessels  arriving  at  or  off  a  Port

voluntary  Confession,  or  by  the  Oath  of  One  Witness  or  more, 
the  Justice  shall  grant  a  Warrant  to  a  Peace  Officer  (whether 
Constable,  Tithing  Man,  or  other  Peace  Officer,)  of  the  same 
Place  to  distrain  the  Party  complained  of  by  his  Goods  and 
Chattels  to  the  Amount  of  the  Debt  and  of  all  the  £xpences»

the  Expences,  shall  be  rendered  by  the  Peace  Officer  to  the 
Person  distrained  upon;  and  for  the  Purpose  of  taking  such 
Distress  the  Peace  Officer,  when  either  a  Refusal  or  a  Resis* 
tance  shall  be  made^  may  break  open  in  the  Daytime  any 
Place  (whether  House,  Building,  or  otherwise,)  'where  any 
Goods  or  Chattels  of  such  Person  shall  be;  and  if  no  sufficient 
Distress  can  be  had  whereon  to  levy  the  Debt  and  Expences, 
or  in  case  an  insufficient  Distress  only  can  be  found,  or  if  an 
insufficient  Distress  has  been  sold,  then  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
may  commit  such  Person  to  the  Prison  of  the  Place,  there  to 
remain  until  the  Debt  and  all  Expences,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
shall  remain  after  deducting  thei*efrom  the  Proceeds  of  the 
Sale,  shall  be  satisfied;  and,  in  addition  to  the  above  Pro- 
ceedingSy  if  the  Postage  due  from  any  Officer  of  the  Post  Office, 
Surety,  or  any  other  Person  in  Ireland  shall  not  exceed  Fifty 
Pounds,  the  same  may  be  recovered  with  full  Costs  in  a  sum- 
mary Way  by  Process  or  Civil  Bill  in  the  Court  of  the  District 
where  the  Person  sued  shall  reside  which  has  Jurisdiction  to 
try  Matters  on  Civil  Bill;  but  no  Decree  shall  be  made  thereon 
unless  Process  or  Civil  Bill  shall  have  been  served  on  the  Person 
sued  Eight  clear  Days  at  least  before  the  First  Day  of  the 
Quarter  Sessions  at  which  it  is  to  be  tried ;  and  if  the  Person 
sued  shall  appeal  from  the  Decree  made  thereon  against  him, 
and  on  the  hearing  of  the  Appeal  the  Decree  shall  be  affirmed, 
he  shall  pay  to  Her  Majesty  Double  the  Costs  of  the  original 
Decree,  and  the  Affirmance  thereof  shall  be  conclusive  on  all 
the  Parties  therein.

That  every  Complaint,  Informa- 
tion, Summons,  Conviction,  Warrant  of  Distress,  or  Commitment 
or  other  such  Proceeding  which  shall  be  had  or  taken  for  the 
Recovery  of  any  Postage  Debt  or  Penalty  under  the  Provi- 
sions of  the  Post  Office  Acts,  may  be  drawn  or  made  out 
according  to  the  several  Forms  contained  in  the  Schedule 
hereunto  annexed,  or  to  the  Effect  thereof,  with  such  Changes 
therein  as  the  Case  shall  require;  and  every  such  Complaint, 
Information,  Summons,  Conviction,  Warrant,  or  other  such 
Proceeding  which  shall  be  so  drawn  or  made  out  shall  be  good 
and  effectual  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes  whatsoever,  without 
stating  the  Case  or  the  Facts  or  I^vidence  in  any  more  par- 
ticular Manner  than  is  required  in  and  by  such  Forms 
respectively. 

XLVL  And   for  the  Protection  of  Persons  acting  in   the 
Execution  of  the  Post  Office  Acts,  be  it  enacted.  That  all  legal 
Proceedings,  whether  by  Action  or  by  Prosecution,  which  shall 
be  commenced  against  any  Person  for  any  thing  done  in  pur- 
suance of  or  under  the  Post  Office  Acts,  shall  be  commenced 
and  prosecuted  within  Three  Calendar  Months  next  after  the 
Commission  of  the  Act,  and  not  afterwards ;  and  such  Proceed- 
ings shall  be  laid  and  tried  in  the  County  or  Place  where  the 
Cause  of  Action  shall  arise,  and  not  elsewhere ;  and  Notice  in 
Writing  of  such  Action,  and  of  the  Cause  thereof,  shall   be 
given  to  the  Defendant  One  Calendar  Month  at  least  before 
the  Commencement  of  the  Action ;  and  in  the  following  Cases 
the  Defendant  shall  recover  his  fiill  Costs  of  Suit  as  between 
Attorney  and  Client,  that  is  to  say,  if  a  Verdict  shall  pass  for 
the  Defendant,  or  if  the  Plaintiff  shall  become  Nonsuit,   or  if 
the  Plaintiff  shall  discontinue  the  Action,  or  if  on  Demurrer 
or  otherwise  Judgment  shall  be  given  against  the  Plaintiff;  and 
the  Defendant  shall  have  the  like  Remedy  for  his  Costs  as  any 
Defendant  may  have  for  Costs  of  Suits  in  other  Cases  at  Law ; 
and  although  a  Verdict  shall  be  given  for  the  Plaintiff  in  any 
such  Action,  the   Plaintiff  shall   not   have  Costs   against   the 
Defendant,   unless  the  Judge  before  whom  the  Trial  shall  be 
had  shall  at  the  Time  of  such  Trial    certify  in  Writing   his 
Approbation    of   the   Action,    and  of    the   Verdict    obtained 
thereupon.

transmitted  to  or  from  the  United  Kingdom,  chargeable  for 
the  Distance  which    they  shall    be    transmitted    withiii    the 
United  Kingdom,    and   including   also    the  Packet  Postage, 
if  any;    and   the  Term   ^  Colonial   Letter"    shall    mean  a 
Letter  transmitted  between  any  of  Her  Majesty's   Cdlonies 
and  the  United  Kingdom;   and  the  Term  ^^  Colonial  News- 
papers "     shall    mean    Newspapers    printed    and    published 
in  any  of  Her  Majesty's  Dominions  out  of  the  United  King- 
dom; and  the  Term  "Convention  Posts"  shall  mean  Posts 
established  by  the  Postmaster  General  under  Agreements  witli 
the  Inhabitants  of  any  Places ;  and  the  Term  "  Double  Letter  " 
shall  mean  a  Letter  having  One  Inclosure;    and  the  Term 
^^ Double  Postage"  shall  mean  Twice  the  Amount  of  Single 
Postage ;  and  the  Term  "  East  Indies  "  shall  mean  every  Port 
and  Place  within  the  Territorial  Acquisitions  now  vested  in 
the  East  India  Company  in  Trust  for  Her  Majesty,  and  every 
other  Port  or  Place  within  the  Limits  of  the  Charter  of  the 
said  Company  {China  excepted),  and  shall   also  include    the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope;  and  the  Term  "Express"   shall   mean 
every  Kind  of  Conveyance  employed  to  carry  Letters  on  behalf 
of  the  Post  Office  othet*  than  the  usual  Mail ;  and  the  Term 
^  Foreim  Country"  shall  mean  any  Country,  State,  or  Kingdom 
not  included  in  the  Dominions  of  Her  Majesty ;  and  the  Term 
'^  Foreign  Letter "  shall  mean  a  Letter  transmitted  to  or  from 
a  Foreign  Country;  and  the  Term  "Foreign  Newspapers"  shall 
mean  l^wspapers  printed  and  published  in  a  Foreign  Country 
in  the  Language  of  that  Country;  and  the  Term  ^'Foreign

hereby  required  to  indorse  the  same  on  Payment  of  the  Fee 
herein-after  mentioned,  to  appear  at  a  Sheriff  Court  in  the 
County  in  which  the  Arrestee  resides,  the  same  not  being 
sooner  in  such  Case  than  on  the  Twelfth  Day  after  the  Date  of 
Citation  : '  Provided  always,  that  the  Arrestee  and  the  common 
Debtor  shall  be  cited  to  appear  on  the  same  Court  Day,  and  that 
a  Copy  of  the  said  Summons  or  Complaint,  with  the  Citation 
annexed  thereto,  shall  be  duly  served  by  the  Officer,  all  in 
the  same  Manner  as  herein-before  provided  in  other  Causes 
and  Prosecutions  under  Authority  of  this  Act,  but  always 
allowing  to  a  Party  cited  to  appear  in  the  Sheriff  Court  of  a 
different  County  from  that  in  which  the  Citation  shall  be 
given  Double  the  Time  required  by  this  Act  to  be  allowed 
to  a  Party  cited  to  appear  in  the  Sheriff  Court  of  the  County 
within  which  the  Citation  shall  be  given :  Provided  also,  that 
the  Pursuer  of  such  Action  of  Forthcoming  shall  not  by  such 
Action  be  held  to  have  restricted  the  Amount  of  the  Debt  due 
by  the  common  Debtor.

in  manner  directed  to  be  followed  in  Actions  of  Forthcoming 
raised  under  this  Act;  and  it  shall  be  competent  to  the  Sherin, 
when  he  shall  see  Cause,  to  order  such  further  Intimation  or 
Publication  of  the  Multiplepoinding  as  he  may  think  proper, 
by  Advertisement  in  any  Newspaper  or  otherwise;  but  no 
Judgment  preferring  any  Party  to  the  Fund  or  Subject  in 
medio  shall  be  pronounced  at  the  first  'calling  of  the  Cause^  or 
until  due  Intimation  has  been  given,  such  as  may  appear  satis- 
factory to  the  Sheriff,  in  order  that  all  Parties  may  have  an 
Opportunity  of  lodging  their  Claims  on*  the  Fund  or  Subject  in 
medio^  and  such  Claims  shall  be  prepared  agreeably  to  the 
Form  in  Schedule  (E.) ;  and  the  Sheriff  shall  hear,  try,  and

XL  And  be  it  enacted.  That  where  any  Defender  intends  Counter 
to  plead  any  counter  Account   or  Claim   against   the   Debt,  CUimfc 
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Demand,  or  Penalty  pursued  for,  the  Defender  shall  serve  a 
Copy  of  such  counter  Account  or  Claim  by  an  Officer  on  the 
Pursuer,  in  the  Form  set  forth  in  Schedule  (A.)  hereunto 
annexed,  or  to  the  like  Effect,  at  least  One  free  Day  before 
the  Day  of  Appearance,  otherwise  the  same  shall  not  be  heard  or 
allowed  to  be  pleaded,  except  with  the  Pursuer's  Consent,  but 
Action  shall  be  reserved  for  the  same.  .

*  and  were  formerly  the  Site  of  the  House  or  Hospital  of  Con- 
«  verts    or  converted  Jews,   and  the   Hereditaments    thereto 
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beJoi^ng,  were  granted  by  King  Edward  the  TiUrd  by  Letters 
Patent  bearing  Date  the  Eleventh  Day  of  Aprils  in  the  Fifty- 
first  Year  of  His  Reign,  to  remain  and  continue  for  ever  to 
the  Clerk  or  Keeper  of  the  Rolls  of  Chancery  for  the  Time

Offices  fir  the  Examiners^  Cursitorsj  Clerks  of  the  Croumj  and  *^  ^ 
Clerks  of  Ae  Petty  Bag  of  the  High  Court  of  Chaneeiry,  and 
for  making  certain  Begulatians  in  the  Examiners  Office  of  the 
said  Courts  and  fir  making  Provisionfir  such  of  the  Examinerrj 
Deputy  Examiners^  and  Clerksasfiom  Length  of  Service  or  from 
Age  or  Infirmity  are  or  shall  be  inaifoaJtated  from  the  due  Exe^ 
cation  ofthehr  OffieeSy  and  fir  making  Provisianfbr  other  Officers 
of  the  said  Court,  and  fir  making  oAer  Payments  in  reepect  of 
the  said  Officers,  the  Freehold  of  the  Buildings  in  the  Bolls 
Yard,  Chancery  Lane,  where  the  Business  of  the  Office  of 
Examiners,  and  also  of  the  Offices  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown 
and  Clerk  of  the  Petty  Bag,   is  now  carried  on,  with  its 
Rights,  Members,  and  Appurtenances,  and  all  other  Premises, 
if  any,  which  should  thereafter  be  purchased  for  the  Purposes 
of  the  said  Offices,  together  with  all  Buildings  then  or  there* 
after  to  be  erected  thereon,  were  vested  in  the  Master  of  the 
Rolls  for  the  Hme  being  for  the  Use  and  for  the  Purposes 
of  the  said  Offices,  and  subject  to  such  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions respecting  the  Use  and  Occupation  thereof  and  of  the 
Rooms  and  Chambers  thereto  belonffimr  or  therewith  occu- 
pied, as  the  Court  of  Chancery  shall  from  Time  to  Time 
order  and  direct :  And  whereas  several  of  the  most  valuable 
Records  of  the  Chancery  of  England  are  deposited  in  Presses 
in  Closets  in  the  Inside  of  the  said  Rolls  Chapel,  and  on 
Shelves  and  Closets  in  the  Roof  thereof:  And  whereas  the 
Two  Chaplains  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  have  respectively 
been  appointed  from  Time  to  Time  hj  the  Master  of  the 
Rolls  for  the  Time  being,  and  have  officiated  as  Preacher  and 
Reader  in  the  Performance  of  Divine  Worship  in  the  said 
Chapel :  And  whereas  an  ancient  yearly  Payment  or  Sum  of 
Four  Pounds,  chargeable  upon  and  issuing  out  of  the  Rec- 
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tory  of  Satn^  Dunitan  in  Hu   West  in    the  City  of  London 
and  the  Suburbs  of  the  said  City,  is  payable  to  the  Master 
of  the  Rolls  for  the  Time  being ;  and  by  an  Act  passed  in 
the  First  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  said  Majesty  King  George 
the   Fourth,    intituled  An  Act  fir  uniting  the  Rectory  emd 
Vicarage  of  the  Parish  of  Saint  Dunstan  in  the  West  m  the 
City  o^'London  and  the  Suburbs  of  the  said  City,  and  fir  securing 
a  certain  annual  Payment  to  the  Rector  of  the  said  Parish  in 
lieu  of  Tithes^  it  was  enacted,  that  the  Rector  of  the  said  Parish 
shall  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  Payment  of  and  shall  well 
and  truly  pay   the  said  yearly    Payment  or  Sum  of  Four 
Pounds  to  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  for  the  Time  being  on 
the  Twenty<ninth  Day  of  September   in  each  Year  :    And 
whereas  the  said  Preacher  hath   also   been   accustomed  to 
receive  from  the  Masters,  Six  Clerks,  R^istmrs,  and  other 
Officers  of  the  said  Court  of  Chancery  who  are  considered 
to  be  entitled  to  Seats  in  the  said  Chapel  certain  Fees,  amount- 
ing to  the  yearly  Sum  of  Forty-nine  Pounds  Two  ^billings 
and  Eight-pence  or  thereabouts;   and  the  said  Reader  has 
received  the  Rents  at  which  Pews  in  the  said  Chapel  have  been 
let  to  Persons  not  entitled  to  Seats  therein,  and  Sums  have 
been  paid  out  of  the  Rents  and  Profits  of  the  Rolls  Estate  to 
the  said  Preacher  and  Reader  to  make  up  to  each  of  them, 
together  with  the  said  annual  Sums,  Fees,  and  Rents  received 
by  them  respectively,  the  annual  Sum  of  One  hundred  Pounds ; 
and  there  has  also  been  paid  out  of  the  Rents  and  Profits 
of*  the  said  Rolls  Estate  the  annual  Sum  of  Ten  Pounds 
to  the  Clerk  attending  the  Performance  of  Divine  Service  at 
the  said  Chapel,  and  the  annual  Sum  of  Nine  Pounds  or  there* 
abouts  to  a  Laundress  for  keeping  the  said  Chapel  clean :  And 
whereas  certain  ancient  annual  Payments,  amounting  to  the 
yearly    Sum    of  Forty-five   Pounds  Eighteen  Shillings    and 
Seven-pence,  are  payable  to  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  for  the 
Time  being  by  the  Keeper'  and  Clerk  of  the  Hanaper  in 
Chancery  out  of  the  Income  and  Revenue  of  his  "Office:  And 
whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Twenty-third  Year  of  the 
Reign  of  King  George  the  Second,  intituled  An  Act  for  making 
good  a  Deficiency  upon  tJte  Revenue  of  the  Office  of  Keeper  or 
Clerk  of  the  Hanaper^  and  fir  preventing  any  futwre  Deficiency 
therein  to  answer  the  Public  Services  promdedfbr  out  of  Ac  samcy 
and  for  augmenting  the  Income  of  the  Office  of  the  Master  or 
Keejjer  of  the  RoUs,  it  was  enacted,  that'  out  of  the  Duties 
granted  by  the  said  Act,  and  thereby  directed  to  be  paid  into 
the  Receipt  of  His  Majesty's  Exchequer  at  fVestminster^  there 
should  be  issued  and  paid  unto  the  Keeper  or  Clerk  of  the

and  the  Vice-ChanceUor  of  England,    the  Chief  Baron  of  the 
Court  of  Exchequer^  and,  the  Puisne  Judges  and  Barons  of  the 
Courts  in  Westminster  Hall,  and  to  enable  His  Majesty  to  grant 
an  Annuity  to  such  Fice'CJianceUory  and  additional  Annuities 
to  such  Master  of  tfie  RoUs^   Chief  Baron,  and  Puisne  Judges 
and  Barons  on  their  Resignation  of  their  respective  Offices,  it 
was  enacted,  that  from  and  after  the  passing  of  tlie  said  Act 
there  should  be  issued '  and  paid  and  payable  out    of  and 
charged  and  chargeable  upon  the  Consolidated  Fund  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  (after  paying

Enrolments,  the  said  Clerk  of  the  Hanaper,  the  Clerks  of 
the  Petty  Bag,  the  Clerk  of  the  Rolls  Chapel,  and  other 
Persons:  And  whereas  if  the  said  Rolls  Estates  and  the 
other  Offices  and  Estates  now  vested  in  the  Master  of  the 
Rolls  for  the  Time  being  were  vested  in  Her  Majesty, 
and  placed  under  the  Mani^ement  of  the  Commissioners 
of  Her  Majesty's  Woods,  Forests,  Land  Revenues,  Works, 
and  Buildings,  the  same,  after  making  proper  Accommo- 
dation and  Provisions  for  the  Court  of  the  Master  of 
the  Rolls,  and  for  the  Administration  of  Justice  in  such 
Court,  and  for  the  Custody  and  Deposit  of  the  Records 
and  Papers  now  placed  in  the  Rolls  Chapel,  and  the  Per- 
formance of  Divine  Worship  in  the  said  Chapel,  and  for  the 
Transaction  of  the  Business  of  the  Offices  which  are  now 
in  the  said  BoUs  Yardj  and  after  appropriating  such  Part  or 
Parts  thereof  (if  any)  as  may  be  thought  expedient  for  the 
Purposes  of  any  of  the.  Offices  connected  with  the  Courts  of 
Chancery  or  the  Courts  of  Law,  might  be  made  more  available 
for  the  Public  Service,  or  more  profitable  than  under  the 
Management  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  for  the  Time  being, 
or  the  Receiver  appointed  by  him :  And  whereas,  in  pursuance 
of  the  Provislohs  of  the  said  Act  of  the  Twenty-third  Year 
of  the  Reign  of  King  George  the  Secoild,  there  is  now  paid 
out  of  Duties  which  form  Part  of  the  said  Consolidated  Fund 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Hanaper  an  annual  Sum,  to  be  paid  over

annual  Salary :  And  whereas  the  Fees  payable  to  the  Master 
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of  the  RoUi  by  the  Regtstran  of  the  Court  of  Chancery 
consist  of  the  Sum  of  Six  Shillings  and  Eight-pence  out  of 
the  Fees  receiTed  by  them  from  the  Suitors  upon  every  Decree 
or  Dbmisttout  which  are  Taxes  on  the  Administration  of 
Justice,  and  the  same  could  not,  it  is  apprdiended,  be  abolished 
by  virtue  of  the  Act  passed  in  the  Third  and  Fourth  Years 
of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty,  intituled  An  Jet  fir  Oe  3&4W.4.c.94. 
Beffulatian  of  tlie  ProGeedingi  and  Praatia  of  certain  Officen  of 
the  High  Court  of  Chanoery  in  England,  because  the  same 
had  been  made  to]  contribute  towards  the  Payment  of  the 
Salary  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls :  And  whereas  the  only 
Fees  payable  to  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  which  are  received  by 
his  Under  Secretary  are  the  Sum  of  Five  Pounds  Seven 
Shillings  and  Sixpence  upon  the  Admission  of  every  Sworn 
Clerk,  and  a  Sum  of  Five  Shillings  for  allowiuff  a  Marshalsea 
Court  Writ  or  Warrant  to  be  executed  withm  the  Liber^

\7rrHEREAS  an  Act  was  passed  in  the  Sevaith  and  Eighth 
^  ^  Years  of  the  Reign  of  His  Majesty  King  George  the 
Fourth^  intituled  An  Act  to  consolidate  and  amend  certain  Lam 
Ttlatmg  to  the  Revenue  of  Excise  on  Malt  made  in  the  United 
Kingdom^  and  for  amending  the  Lmws  relating  to  Brewers  in 
Ireland,  and  to  the  Allowance  in  respect  of  the  Malt  Duty  on 
Spirits  made  in  Scotland  and  Ireland  from  Malt  only:  And 
whereas  an  Act  was  passed  in  the  Eleventh  Year  of  the  Reign 
of  His  said  Majesty  for  altering  and  amending  the  said  Act:

Vl^  HERE  AS  an  Act  was  passed  in  the  Fifth  Year  of  the 
^  ^     Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  WiUiam  the  Fourth, 
intituled  An  Act  for  the  Amendment  and  better  Administration  of  4&5W.4*  c.76. 
Hie  Laws  relating  to  the  Poor  in  England  and  Wales:  And 
whereas  another  Act  was  passed  in  the  Sixth  Year  of  the  Reign 
of  His  said  late  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act  to  facilitate  the  Conr  5&6W.4.c.6$ 
veyance  of  Workhouses  and  other  Property  of  Parishes  and  of 
Incorporations  or  Unions  of  Parishes  in  England  and  Wales :

Tl^  HERE  AS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  last  Session  of  Par- 
ligament,  intituled  An  Act  for  extinguUhing  the  Secular 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Archbishop  of  York  and  the  Bishop  of  Ely 
in  certain  Liberties  in  the  Counties  of  York,  Nottingham,  aa^ 
Cambridge,  it  was  amongst  other  things  enacted,  that  all  the 
Secular  Authority  of  the  Bishop  of  Ely  in  the  Ide  of  Ely  in 
the  County  of  Cambridye,  and  all  Authority  of  the  Chief 
Justice  of  Ely,  theretofore  appointed  by  the  Bishop  of  Ely,

Vy  HEREAS  the  Two  Houses  of  Parliament  did,  by  their 
Addresses  of  June  the  Sixth  One  thousand  eiglit  hun- 
dred and  six,  Jurie  the  Twenty-seventh  One  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fourteen,  July  the  Ninth  One  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventeen,  July  the  Seventh  One  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  nineteen,  and  Mdy  the  Ninth  One  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-five,  request  Their  late  most  Gracious 
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Her  Mi^eiksr 
may,  by  Order 
in  Council^ 
direct  that 
Treaties  for 
the  Supprenum 
of  the  Slave 
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into  immediate 
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Miyesties  King  George  the  Third  and  King  William  the 
Fourth  to  conclude  Treaties  for  the  effectual  Suppression  of 
the  Slave  Trade  :  And  whereas  Her  Majesty  is  at  the  present 
Time  engaged  in  negotiation  with  certain  Foreign  Powers  for 
the  Purpose  of  concluding  such  Treaties  with  them :  And 
whereas  it  may  happen  that  some  such  Treaties  may  be  con- 
cluded during  the  Time  that  Parliament  is  not  sitting :  And

Vl/' HERE  AS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Sixth  and  Seventh 
^  "  Year  of  His  late  Majesty,  intituled  An  Act  to  consolidate 
and  amend  the  Laws  relating  to  the  Presentment  of  Public  Money 
by  Grand  Juries  in  Ireland,  a  Power  was  given  to  the  Grand 
Jury  of  any  County  in  Ireland  to  divide  any  Barony  or  Half 
Barony  into  One  or  more  Subdivisions  for  the  Purpose  of  that 
Act,  provided  such  Barony  or  Half  Barony  did  contain  Forty- 
five  thousand  Acres,  and  to  unite  any  Two  Baronies  or  Por- 
tions of  Baronies,  provided  the  Baronies  or  Portions  so  un^ed 
did  npt  contain  more  than  Forty  thousand  Acres:  And 
whereas,  by  reason  of  the  County  of  Fermanagh  being  divided 
in  its  entire  Length  by  the  Waters  of  Lough  Eme^  the  Baro- 
nies are  divided  and  intersected  by  the  said  Lough,  to  the 
great  Iilconvenience  of  the  Inhabitants  as  regards  the  Applot- 
ment.

YI/^HEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  First  Year  of  His 
^  ^  late  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled  An  Act  for  reducing  into  i  w.  4.  c  66. 
One  Act  all  such  Forgeries  as  shall  henceforth  be  punished  with 
Deathy  and  for  otherwise  amending  the  Laws  relatioe  to  Forgery^ 
it  was  amongst  other  things  enacted,  that  if  any  Person 
should  forge  or  alter,  or  should  offer,  utter,  dispose  of,  <m: 
put  off,  knowing  the  same  to  be  forged  or  altered,  any 
Will,  Testament,  Codicil,  or  Testamentary  Writing,  witli 
Intent  in  any  of  the  Cases  aforesaid  to  deiraud  any  Person 
whatsoever,  every  such  Offender  should  be  guilty  of  Felony, 
and  being  convicted  thereof  should  suffer  Death  as  a  Felon ; 
and  it  was  by  the  said  Act  further  enacted,  that  if  any  Per- 
son should  forge  or  alter,  or  should  utter  knowing  the  same 
to  be  forged  or  altered,  any  Power  of  Attorney  or  other 
Authority  to  transfer  any  Share  or  Interest  of  or  in  any 
Stock,  Annuity,  or  other  Public  Fund  which  then  was  or 
thereafter  might  be  transferrable  at  the  Bank  of  Fngland  or 
at  the  South  Sea  House,  or  of  or  in  the  Capital  Stock  of  any 
Body  Corporate,  Company,  or  Society  which  Chen  was  or 
therealter  might  be  established  by  Charter  or  Act  of  Par^ 
liament,  or  to  receive  any  Dividend  payable  in  respect  of 
any  such  Share  or  Interest,  with  Intent  in  any  of  the  several 
Cases  aforesaid  to  defraud  any  Person  whatsoever,  every  such 
Offender  should  be  guilty  of  Felony,  and  being  convicted 
thereof  should  suffer  Death  as  a  Fdon;  and  it  was  by  the 
said  Act  further  enacted,  that  in  the  Case  of  every  Felony 
punishable  under  that  Act  every .

And  whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Second  and  Third 
Years  of  His  late  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled  An  Ad  to  traarfer 
the  Managemmt  of  certain  Armmties  an  Lives  from  the  Recdpt 
of  His  Myesty*s  Exchequer  to  the  Management  cf  the  Cammu* 
sianers  far  the  Reduction  of  the  National  Debt,  and  to  amend  an 
Act  far  enabling  the  said  Commissioners  to  grant  Life  AnnuitieSf 
and  Annuities  Jar  Terms  of  Yearsy  it  was  amongst  other  things 
enacted,  that  if  any  Person  should  forge,  counterfeit,  or  alter, 
or  should  cause  or  procure  to  be  forged,  oounterfeited,  or

or  should  knowingly  or  wilfully  act  or  assist  in  the  forging, 
counterfeiting,  or  altering,  any  Certificate  or  Order  of  any 
Officer  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  Reduction  of  the  National 
Debt,  or  the  Name  or  Names  of  any  Person  or  Persons  in  or 
to  any  Transfer  of  any  Annuity,  or  in  or  to  any  Certificate, 
Order,  Warrant,  or  other  Instrument  for  the  Payment  of 
Money  for  the  Purchase  of  any  Annuity  under  the  Provisions 
of  that  Act,  or  in  or  to  any  Transfer  or  Acceptance  of  any 
such  Annuity  in  the  Books  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  Re^ 
duction  of  the  National  Debt,  or  in  or  to  any  Receipt  or  Dis- 
charge for  any  such  Annuity,  or  in  or  to  any  Receipt  or

in  force5  so  &r  as  the  same  might  authorize  the  Punishmerft 
of  Death  to  be  inflicted  upon  any  Person'  convicted  ^ther 
in  BngUmii  ScmSanij  or  Irdomd  of  forging  or  altering,  or  of 
offering,  uttering,  or  disposing  oi^  knowing  the  same  to  be

TI/'HEREAS  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  First  Year  of  the 
y  Reign  of  Kuig  George  the  First,  intituled  An  Act  for  i  O.i.c.Sr 
preventinff  TumuUs  and  riotous  Assemblies^  and  for  the  more 
tpeedy  md  effectual  punishing  the  Rioters^  it  was  amongst  other 
things  enacted,  that  if  any  Persons  to  the  Number  of  Twelve 
or  more,  being  unlawfully,  riotously,  and  tumultuously  assem- 
bled together  to  the  Disturbance  of  the  Public  Peace,  and 
being  required  or  commanded  by  any  One  or  more  Justice  or 
Justices  of  the  Peace,  or  by  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  or  his 
Under  Sheriff,  or  by  the  Mayor,  Bailiff  or  Bailiffs,  or  other 
Head  OflScer,  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  any  City  or  Town 
Corporate  where  such  Assembly  should  be,  by  Proclamation 
,  to  be  made  in  the  King's  Name  in  the  Form  therein-after 
directed,  to  disperse  themselves,  and  peaceably  to  depart  to 
their  Habitations  or  to  their  lawful  Business,  should  to  the 
Number  of  Twelve  or  more  (notwithstanding  such  Procla- 
mation made)  unlawfully,  riotously,  and  tumultuously  remain 
or  continue  together  by  the  Space  of  One  Hour  after  such 
Command  or  Request  made  by  Proclamation,  that  then  such

^  Sevent/if  whereby  Murder  is  made  High  Treason;*  it  was 
amongst  other  Uiings  enacted,  that  if  any  Person  or  Pei^ns 
whatsoever  should  by  Force  set  at  liberty  or  rescue,  or  attempt 
to  rescue  or  set  at  liberty,  any  Person  out  of  Prison  who  shall 
be  committed  for  or  found  guil^  of  Murder,  or  rescue  or 
attempt  to  rescue  any  Person  iconvicted  of  Murder  going  to 
Execution  or  during  Execution,  every  Person  so  ofiending 
should  be  deemed,  teJcen,  and  adjudged  to  be  guilty  of  Felony, 
and  sliould  sufi*er  Death  without  Benefit  of  Clergy:  And

Engagement  parporting  or  mtending  to  bind  the  Person 
taking  the  same  to  commit  any  Treason  or  Murder,  or  any 
Felony  punishable  by  Law  with  Death,  should,  on  Conviction 
thereof  by  due  Ck>ur8e  of  Law,  be  adjudged  guilty  of  Felony, 
and  suffer  Death  as  a  Felon  without  Benefit  of  Clergy;  and
